We took our children 


to Europe 


By RUBY ZAGOREN 


® Our two children were playing 
in the hotel room before bedtime. 
Zona, age nine, was saying, “You 
can’t buy anything in Spain until 
you change your money. Your lire 
aren't any good here. You need 
pesetas.” 

Her seven-year-old brother, 
Grant, considered. “All right: Vl 
change a hundred lire into pese- 
tas.” 

An unusual game for two Amer- 
ican youngsters? Yes, but the 
game was based on observations 
made while traveling through Eu- 
rope with us. The children noted 
how we stopped at borders. had 
our passports and the car registra- 
tion checked, and then immedi- 
ately went to the money exchange 
offices to trade travelers’ checks 
for the currency of the country just 
entered. Sometimes there were 
guilders or francs left, and these, 
too, were exchanged for the cur- 
rency of the country on our tour. 

Each evening we let the chil- 
dren play for a short time before 
going to sleep. Invariably their 
games reflected the events of the 
trip. 

So many friends back in the 
States felt that our 6,500-mile trip 
through Europe was going to be 
“wasted” on such young children. 
“They won't remember anything,” 
they said. “You'll enjoy the trip 
more if you go by yourselves. You 
wont be held back by the chil- 
dren.” 


Wi. ARE the type of parents who 


enjoy sharing experiences with our 
children. We couldn't tell ahead of 
time exactly how much the young- 
sters would derive from the trip. 
But we like having them along, 
and we had saved so they could 
accompany us. Having done it, we 
feel that the children profited 
greatly from the adventure. It 
broadened their education and 
their understanding. 

\s Grant's second-grade teacher 
said. “When I heard you were tak- 
ing your children to Europe, I 
thought you were crazy. But after 
having Grant in class, I realize 
how much he got out of the trip. In 
the art period, he keeps drawing 
different things he saw in Europe. 
When he w rites stories. he writes 
about what he saw. I’ve learned 


more about Europe from him than 


I did from any adult friends who 
went there.” 

The children kept making up 
games as we traveled. One was a 
game called Castle. According to 
their rules, Zona was queen and 
Grant king—but not of the same 
country, since each wanted abso- 
lute power in his own domain. In 
England, they chose miniature 
knights and armored princes and 
armored horses for their souvenirs. 
These were used in Castles. They 
arranged their men on the dressers 
or on a chair and they contended 
verbally with each other. 


= 
Wee they saw the constant de- 
mands for passports, each child 
drew his own passport with a 
rough likeness of himself. Grant 
carried his homemade passport for 
the rest of the trip. 

Exchanging money was a game 
of continuing interest. They be- 
came very adept at converting dol- 
lars into shillings, frances, and 
marks. As a matter of fact, we fell 
into the habit of consulting the 
children on the comparative worth 
of moneys. It was easy for them. 

Like most Americans, we spent 
an entire day in the vast rooms of 
the Louvre. That evening, the chil- 
dren held an art exhibit. Their col- 
lection included only the most fa- 
Rubens, Rem- 
brandt, Leonardo da Vinci. The 
two youngsters had the pleasure of 
drawing the masterpieces, putting 


mous painters: 


artists’ signatures on them, and 
then displaying them in their own 
“museum.” 

Their behavior was so exemplary 
that the Europeans volunteered 
praise. The manager of a small 
Paris pension where we_ stayed 
commented, “Your children are 
very quiet and well-behaved.” 

Our landlady at a Bed and 
Breakfast establishment in Lon- 
don, where we spent our last five 
days, gave each of the children a 
present the morning we left. “I 
wish the children around here 
were as good as yours,” she said. 

The observations and comments 
of the children added spice and 
new views to our vagabondia 
through thirteen delightful coun- 
tries of western and southern Eu- 
rope. Sometimes their insights 
were penetrating, with the special 
candor and truthfulness that chil-

This house is in Arkansas. but the lessons it teaches are 


applicable anywhere. It was designed by Architect Euine 


Fay Jones for owners who wanted a small house but not 
a confining one. They wanted to live close to nature, simply. 
privately, and with housekeeping at a minimum. 

Located on the fringe of town, this house looks to the 
wilderness. It turns away from the city streets on which 
it is located and focuses on the untraflicked miles that 
lie the other Way. It uses this space as if it were its own. 
When there is complete unity between a house and its sur- 
roundings it can do this, for there is little to separat 
the space inside from the space outside. 

To be one with mountain and stream, a house needs a 
special character. The house Fay Jones designed has nor 
of the clichés associated with wilderness or mountain homes 
It has no log-cabin or Swiss-chalet motif. Yet it has the 
same warmth, intimacy, and down-to-basics that made those 
old designs so appealing. Instead of being a traditional 
imitation, it has become a superb creation. 

This house is built on a rough hillside, a site othe: 
people rejected. Generally, people look for a site that 
is flat and easy to build on. What they don’t realize is 
that “flat” can be synonymous with insipid. Easy building 
is seldom a route to distinction. Building on a sloping 


lot can mean a view, and the pleasant (Please turn the page)

to convert an old barn 


It isn’t as easy as it looks, says Jane Trahey, 
who should know. It took eight years 

and more checkbooks than she cares to remember 
to work the change you see here. 


Was it worth it? Here’s her own account 


By JANE TRAHEY 


@ I don’t know what “before” and “after” pictures mean to 
other people, but mine have special significance. All my 
“before” pictures are my Savings Account years, and all my 
“after” pictures are Checking Account years. 

For | own Versailles. Not because my old converted barn 
looks like Versailles; it just cost like it. Why, just to take 
the trees to lunch twice a year is like picking up a lunch tab 
for ten at Twenty One. And they don’t give you any tips 
on the stock market or tell you any funny elephant jokes. 
A lot of people I know have lovely collections of paintings 
and sculpture in their lives. I could frame my bills and paid 
receipts and have a fascinating exhibit of early septic tanks, 
rococo retaining walls, Early American fill, primitive gravel. 
and black macadam roadways. All the things you can’t 
actually see in the barn have become my substitutes for 
Renoirs, Mary Cassatts, and the Fauvists. 

I think converting an old building is more fun than build- 
ing something new, but I know it is a tougher problem. 
Originally, the barn didn’t offer much except size and a nice 
New England shape. It had the usual two floors—the top 
for cows and horses, I assume, and the bottom—complete 
with coops and a trough, a lot of chicken wire. and an old 
piano thirteen feet long—for pigs and fowl. The toughest 
chore of the entire first year of building was to get rid of 
the piano. I can tell you now there is no market for a thirteen- 
foot piano. For a brief span I thought of doing a room inside 
it, but no one felt there would be enough light. 

The barn is on about thirteen acres of wooded land. and 
there are the usual number of elms with the blight.. birches 
with the blob, and a pond (which is a bit of the Norwalk 
River) where two fat old turtles laze in the sun. All our 
friends thought we were insane. “Buy a barn for a weekend 
house? You must be mad. It doesn't even have a toilet.” “It 
doesn’t even have a tank.” I answered.

is patience and a sense of humor. The patience is simply 
for trying to get people to work. You can worry about what 
they do later. Just get them there—that’s the challenge. 
The sense of humor you ll need for the many crises—like 
trying to find the septic tank after the man who put it in 
has moved away, having the roof of the terrace put on at 
the wrong pitch, discovering that all the stone walls cry 
when it rains, trying to install baseboard heating against 
a meandering stone wall, finding a way to keep the starlings 
out of the only fireplace that works. realizing that the new 
roof leaks. I could go on and on and on. 

Weekend people, as city folks are called in the country. 
have the additional challenge of trying to get service people 
to talk to you on Saturday and Sunday. And since most of 
the work is done during the week. when you are in the city, 
you have all kinds of surprises to look forward to for your 
Saturday and Sunday. After awhile, you develop a seventh 
sense about whether the job in progress is going well or not. 
Recently I had the outside of the barn repainted. I spent a 
good bit of time at the paint store trying to get a certain 
ucky-mustardy-ofl-green impossible shade. The paint store 
assured me they had caught it perfectly, but I was worried 
that they might not have. It would be up all over the house 
hy Saturday, and | didn’t have time to go up to see. I was 
fantastically relieved when the painter called. refusing to put 
it on the barn. “That's the ugliest color | ever did see.” he 
said patiently. “They must have made a mistake.” I sighed 
with relief, for I knew it was precisely right if the painter 
said he hated it. 

The downstairs area has a living room, dining room. 
kitchen, and bath, with a storage room for furnace equip- 
ment, garbage. and catchalls of the century. The upstairs has 
another living room, three bedrooms. and two baths. If you 
wonder why two living rooms.

The area in which they wanted to live was the hilly and 
somewhat wild region above Menlo Park. California. From 
the site selected for their house, there was a marvelous 
outlook over a valley surrounded by boldly sweeping. oak- 
covered hills. This outlook is now an integral and promi- 
nent feature of the house. designed for them by Aaron Green. 
their architect. It is as much a part of the house as are the 
walls and the roof. And, without any loss of its bold and 
sweeping lines. the views are now “framed” and presented 
to them in a way that makes them more easily grasped and 
comprehended than a 360-degree panorama.

A new way to create a wide-open house 


Slide-back panels, hung on traditional barn-door hardware, 


can turn this house into an open-air pavilion. 


It’s open-and-close system is well suited for mild climates—and for all vacation homes 


e The urgent desire for more beautiful sites, where home- 
owners can enjoy natural surroundings to their fullest, will 
eventually cause a change in small-house architecture. In- 
stead of trying to create privacy on restricted suburban 
lots, the design of even modest-priced houses will focus on 
opening to all outdoors. With the explosion of houses into 
more and more of God’s-country areas, a wide-open house is 
really possible. 

The house shown on these six pages breaks ground in this 
new direction. The lot it is on is hardly more than an 
acre, yet it has its own natural wooded privacy. To make 
the most of its advantage, Charles Moore, the architect- 
owner, designed a house that could stand with no walls at all. 
Eight pine columns, salvaged at $2 each from a factory 
demolition. are the sole supports, through a network of 
beams, for the shingled roof that extends well beyond the 
columns. This frees the outer walls from any supporting 
function, so that, as you can see in the photographs. huge 
sections can be slid back completely. 

This open-up principle is particularly useful in mild- 
climate areas, but is also adaptable to vacation houses which 
must be securely closed for long periods of time. yet easily 
opened for use. Mr. Moore, chairman of the Architecture 
Department at the University of California (at Berkeley), 
makes this his year-round home. He can commute from here 
to work in eighteen minutes. 

The sections of wall that slide back are both solid and 
glass panels. Thus. when closed against the weather. the 
house still has many floor-to-roof glass openings. The

e Summer house guests run to two ex- 
tremes; some are wonderful. and some are 
dreadful. Of course, the same adjectives 
apply to other seasons of the year. It is 
simply that events like the World’s Fair. 
school vacations. and summer travel spe- 
cials encourage a greater number of June. 
July, and August house guests. This makes 
the extremes more obvious. 

With overnight visitors closer than you 
think, it might be helpful to examine the 
range of types.

is making some effort to get into step with 
your family life. Your regime may not be 
quite suitable for a person who is on vaca- 
tion and wants to take it easy. but at least 
you both know where you stand. 

As a hostess, I usually encourage these 
visitors to try to sleep late. but not too late. 
It’s a nuisance for the rest of the house- 
hold to have to whisper and walk on tiptoe 
until noon. On the other hand. if the various 
family members leave home at the crack of 
dawn, | often wrile a note explaining that 
breakfast is in the warming oven, the morn- 
ing paper is in the library, and I’m off to 
market. A lot of necessary wifely duties can 
be accomplished while a guest is sleeping. 
freeing the rest of the day for visiting. 

In a further attempt to adjust to the 
host's household arrangements. the guests 
who notice whether or not there is domestic 
help in the house to make the beds. tid) 
up the bathroom. and prepare meals are 
not only considerate. they're priceless. 
Somehow. I’m always touched and pleas- 
antly surprised by the number of well- 
brought up men and boys who know how 
to turn a hospital corner. hang up their 
clothes. and rinse a plate before putting it 
into the dishwasher. It may be their rugged 


military training: it may be their fastidious 


art of having 





mothers. Whatever the reason. their quiet 


self-sufficiency makes entertaining them 
seem effortless. 

At other times, a guest’s willingness to 
help can be more of a hindrance. I recall 
one sweet schoolgirl, a classmate of my 
daughter. who volunteered to finish the cof- 
fee cake I'd started to mix for breakfast. I 
showed her as far as I'd gone in the recipe 
and left her to carry on. At every step she 
had a new and more baffled question to ask. 
I patiently guided her through cutting-in 
shortening. sifting flour, and measuring 
seasoning. But when she asked, “When does 
the coffee go in?” I gently but firmly 
pushed her out of the kitchen. 


My advice to house guests is: If a hostess 
rejects your offer of assistance, clear out 
of her way and let her work undisturbed. 
Of course. if there is help in the house, the 
advice to let them work undisturbed goes 
double. Good professional help has an even 
higher regard for their time and duties than 
most housewives. Any special requests or 
interruptions in their routine are unwel- 
come. From the point of view of labor, an 
appreciative. undemanding guest is ideal. 

\ conscientious guest will also inquire 
into the inflexible. long-standing appoint-

ments of the host and hostess. It’s foolish 
for anyone. no matter how dear, to assume 
that their arrival automatically cancels all 
previous commitments. In today’s organ- 
ized and integrated business and_ social 
worlds, arrangements have to be made far 
in advance of the calendar. Any shift in 
dates can cause a major protocol shake-up. 
It’s far simpler for a visitor to know ex- 
actly when you're busy, so that he, she, or 
they may make independent plans. I’ll never 
forget how provoked my husband was to 
learn, after staying one night with a sister- 
in-law, that we had to shift to another room 
because our room had been promised, 
months before, to a couple of visiting prep- 
school tennis players. It was clearly my 
fault for not inquiring into my sister’s 
responsibilities as a tennis patron, and mak- 
ing other arrangements. 


By the same token, the really thoughtful 
guests establish early and clearly the reason 
for their visit. Whether it’s for a rest. for 
business, to meet new people, to sight-see, 
or merely to have a change makes quite a 
difference. Any hostess can rise to a certain 
level of expectation if she knows what is 
expected of her. All she needs is a few 
guide lines to know what to plan, how to 


entertain, and when to slow down to her 
normal pace. 

I’ve also noticed that the ideal guests, 
consciously or unconsciously, take into ac- 
count whether or not you’re a smoking or 
nonsmoking family, athletic or sedentary, 
drinkers or modest imbibers, readers or 
talkers. Then, without fuss or comments, 
they adjust to your tempo and ways. Such 
minor concessions to the host family’s way 
of life may seem petty but, faced with a 
long stream of summer house guests, they 
can make or break the spirit of a hostess. 
In essence, they are nothing more or less 
than acts of good breeding and awareness, 
but putting them into practice helps to in- 
corporate a guest smoothly into the total 
family framework. 

And one thing more. Unfailingly, these 
considerate people bring bread-and-butter 
gifts to the hostess, the maid, and the chil- 
dren. Oriental visitors are noted. for this 
charming custom, but many westerners ob- 
serve it as well. Advance tokens of ap- 
preciation do wonders toward mollifying 
a disgruntled husband, fretful children, and 
weary wives. They put the whole family 
into an enthusiastic and hospitable mood 
and get the visit off to a good start. 

Having blended with the family group, 


ideal visitors go one step further. They 
bring with them some personal spark, some 
new ideas, some special interest. or some 
fresh slant on familiar subjects. Instead of 
being passive recipients of your hospitality, 
they are like a fresh breeze blowing through 
the house. Their very presence is a stimu- 
lant. Everyone in the family feels it and is 
alert and receptive to what they have to 
offer. The visit may be brief but it re- 
vitalizes everyone’s spirits—the hosts’ as 


well as the guests’. 


The greatest single quality these guests 
can bring is enthusiasm. If they are en- 
thusiastic about your home, your husband, 
your children, your way of life, and if they 
voice their feelings, the attitude is con- 
tagious. Such cheering phrases as “What a 
happy atmosphere” .. . “Everything is so 
attractive!” . . . “How natural your chil- 
dren are!” . “I’m going to try this at

extra time. extra food, extra frills. No one 
minds putting forth additional efforts if 
they’re appreciated. For the most part. they 
are. A short stay with good friends is many 
limes better for the guests than a health 
farm or psychiatric care. For business as- 
sociates it’s better than staying at a hotel. 
and a relaxed, hospitable atmosphere makes 
teenagers reluctant to leave. For hosts. this 
kind of response means that no visit is too 
much trouble. 

From a purely selfish standpoint. the 
guests I enjoy most are the ones who come 
with definite interests and know-how to 
pursue them. For these visits | am primarily 
a chauffeur-companion. I’ve spent many an 
enjoyable and instructive hour driving a 
Danish pediatrician to meetings and clinics 
with American specialists. I’ve seen the in- 
side of recording studios because of com- 
poser friends. I’ve visited the workrooms 
of leading ceramists. furniture designers. 
and silversmiths. I’ve been in progressive 
traffic courts and domestic-relations offices 
because of out-of-town lawyers. I've been 
behind the scenes at Santa Anita and at the 
Hollywood Bowl with my house guests. 
What this all adds up to is that. in exchange 
for bed and board. my horizons are broad- 
ened. my knowledge increased. and my 
days considerably enriched.

ahead and express the desire to look into 
certain aspects of our region—schools and 
colleges. business opportunities. or retire- 
ment locations—I often do advance leg- 
work. I research the problem. When they 
arrive I either send them off with my recom- 
mendations or I go along to play an ad- 
visory role in the final decision. I’ve picked 
up a great deal of miscellaneous informa- 
tion about my own community this way. 

Then there are the wonderfully gregar- 
ious guests who have such personal mag- 
netism that all my friends want to enter- 
tain for them. or else they know so many 
other people in town that my home is just 
a base camp. These are the perennial house- 
partv goers. the night-club devotees. the 
follow-the-season hedonists. Once in a while 
its fun to be attached to one of these social] 
butterflies and attend a round of parties. 
Exhausting. but amusing. 

In the last analysis. the ideal guests are 
the ones who leave while you and they are 
still full of ideas. things to talk about. and 
unfinished business. Then their next visit 
is eagerly anticipated and lovingly planned. 

At the opposite end of the spectrum are 
the sheer horrors. or various shadings 
“Man Who 
Came To Dinner” types. What baffles me 


thereof. All of us have our own 


with these characters is that they manage 


to top their previous performance, and | 
manage to survive their latest visit. 

They follow a fairly prescribed formula. 
Usually they have not been formally in- 
vited but simply announce their arrival. 
They inform you of the time and flight 
number so specifically that you know they 
expect to be met at the airport. Once settled 
in your home and surrounded by your 
family. they take over. They make endless 
requests of anyone within earshot. like 
“Darling. would you bring me my cosmetic 
case.” . . . “Please mail these letters” . . . 
‘“‘Where’s the telephone?” . . . “How I'd 
love a drink!” . . . They seem oblivious to 
you and your family’s reaction to these 
demands. Even when the children tactfully 
disappear to avoid becoming handmaidens 
to such autocrats as these, they seem not 
to notice at all. 

Nor do they have any regard for the 
rest of the working world. Because they 
are on a holiday. they think others are on 
the same lackadaisical timetable. They drift 
down for breakfast at noon. They expect a 
full program of activities and ask quite 
blithely. “What are we going to do today?” 
If you do manage a few lukewarm sugges- 
tions. they take hours dressing and groom- 
ing and getting themselves ready. With no 
regard for punctuality or distances to be 
covered. it’s up to you to prod and plead 
and finally practically drag such exasperat- 
ing guests along with you. Very wearing. 

Naturally. after a little nap and liquid 
pick-up (while you are tending to your 
home and family). they are ready to do 
something really exciting in the evening. 
If you veto this idea by saying there is 
nothing much going on, they want to sit up 
and talk until all hours. Very tiring. 


These frightening specimens manage to 
ignore the realities of housekeeping, too. 
They either use up all the hot water, mo- 
nopolize the telephone. muss up the news- 
papers. or upset the help. Gratuitously. 
they present your maid-of-all-work with 
hand-laundry. clothes to press. and a list of 
foods they can’t eat. Any one of these acts 
is enough to precipitate a crisis in the aver- 
age home. What these lighthearted, feather- 








brained folk don’t seem to realize is that a 
home is not a hotel. 

There are also the well-meaning ones 
who have the irritating habit of airing 
their views on everything. They voice their 
opinions about your community—it’s rather 
provincial; your husband—he works too 
hard; your children—they’re at a difficult 
age; yourself—you need to get out more. 
They enjoy telling you what a marvelous 
time they had as somebody else’s house 
guest. They love repeating gossip. Soap- 
opera-like tragedies fascinate them. And no 
confidences are safe with them. They talk 
too much, 

Besides the ones who are full of chatter, 
there are others who are full of gay ideas. 
They are apt to propose that you give a 
party, go dancing, take some pictures. try 
a new restaurant. etc., for which activities 





they've brought all the wrong clothes and 
need to borrow yours. Either they bring 
very dressy outfits when yours is an in- 
formal homelife, or they go to the other 
extreme and wear Bermudas and jeans. 
They have vague notions about the climate 
and assume it will be hot and sunny when 
all weather predictions are for cold, damp 
days. Of course, the gracious thing to do is 
to lend them your good sweaters to match 
their Capris. and your most stylish rain- 
wear. It’s enough to keep your teeth con- 
stantly on edge. 

And lastly, the ones that beggar all 
description are the distant cousins and 
chance acquaintances with large families. 
The few that have descended on us came by 
car. To make sure we were home, they 
called when they were a few hours away. 
Then they arrived like a plague of locusts— 
children, parents, pets, paraphernalia, and 
all their laundry since their previous stop- 
ping place. Such visits are appalling but 
comical, because about all you can do in 
the face of such gall is be patient and wait 
until the plague passes. 

Toward these and other not-too-rare 
types. you must be firm and self-protective. 
Don’t let them take over your home and 
run over you. Tell them where they can 
catch a sight-seeing bus, do their personal 
laundry, and get a check cashed. Turn a 
deaf ear to their hints. and don’t hesitate 
to make your husband the heavy, saying that 
smoke affects his allergy, he hates dancing. 
or his doctor wants him in bed by ten. 
Otherwise your whole family will become 


victims of professional house guests. 


In addition to being sublime or sub- 
normal, house guests fall into other cate- 
gories, for better or worse. There are the 
relatives who, by and large. are appreci- 
ative. nondemanding, and a joy to have 
ost’ delightful

with you. Some of our 
house guests have been b!

examples. We had not had a full-time baby 
in our home for ages. This one was fun to 
feed. and hold. and watch 

Then there is my great-aunt who is deaf 


but a fascinating storyteller and quite a 
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card. One joke about her is that when we 
asked a neighbor boy to come along with 
us to pick up this great-aunt, he asked. 
“How do you know she’s so great?” Well. 
she turned out to be. She’d been a frontier 
schoolteacher. She'd traveled a great deal. 
and she remembered all sorts of tales about 
our family history. We all love it when 
Aunt Fern comes to visit. 


Business associates can be quite divine 
house guests, too. They don’t stay long. 
They have a singleness of purpose for their 
visit, around which you can base your con- 
versation, entertainment, and side effects. 
A really important business guest brings a 
hostess up to a higher standard of cooking 
and appearance. In return, I’ve found busi- 
ness people to be very appreciative. 

Old, old friends can be quite wonderful. 
too. It’s interesting to see how you and 
they have grown together, or apart, or not 
at all, as the case may be. It’s diverting to 
pick up threads that were broken years be- 
fore. And it can be a source of satisfaction 
to let these longtime acquaintances grow to 
know your family in their own setting. If 
your husband is indulgent and good- 
natured, he and the children may get a 
laugh out of hearing you revive interesting 
childhood memories. 

Young house guests on their own are 
unpredictable. We’ve had all kinds—from 
two European sisters who cried so hard 
with homesickness that we had to administer 
tranquilizers, to the young sophisticates 
who made me furious with their snide re- 
marks about our family’s drinking and 
smoking regulations, to cousins who didn’t 
want to go home. Extremes are both a chal 
lenge and a chore. They are curious and 
they make you appreciate your own ofl 
spring more. They serve as either good o1 
bad examples to your children, and th: 
help to prepare them for the time wh 
they, too, will be house guests in someo 
else’s home. 

Foreign visitors are my abs 
ites. I don’t know what they ex; to find 
in American homes, but my guests have 
always been surprised. I find it's fun to

e A paradox seems to have crept into American esthetic life. 
a split we accept without acknowledging it. In our private 
worlds we strive for ever greater beauty, using thoughtful 
imagination in building and furnishing our houses. making 
time, effort, and money apparent in our gardens and lawns. 

But we do not object to spending a great part of every 
day in incredibly ugly places while going back and forth 
to our work, shopping. or running errands. In fact. when- 
ever we step out into the public world or into most places 
of business, ugliness is taken for granted. Acres of bare park- 
ing areas. desolate city streets. vacant lots overgrown with 
weeds, miles of gas stations. and blatant billboards upset 
us less than the wrong color scheme on our dinner tables. 


We seem to accept all this hideousness as an inevitable

development of industrialization and a rapidly changing 
society—a state often called “progress”! 

Public ugliness is not necessary and can be fixed. This is 
my conviction after spending a year and a half in Switzer- 
land. The city of Zurich. with half a million population. is a 
fast-growing business and industrial center. beset by many 
of the problems such cities share the world over. But even 
with congested streets. crowded buses and streetcars, park- 
ing problems. and unfortunate-looking buildings it is still 
a delightful place to live. Nowhere—not in its worst indus- 
trial sections. or in the mushrooming new housing develop- 

ients, or in street after street of nondescript late 19th-cen- 

ury houses that surround the lovely old city—nowhere do 

you get the feeling that ugliness is accepted with resignation. 

Wherever you go. your eyes find islands of beauty to rest 
man-made beauty demonstrating a determination to make 
yr earlier indifference and neglect. 

How is it done? With trees. with flowers and bushes. with 
en wherever something green will grow. with water and 


stones—by restoring something of nature wherever a spare 
yt ground permits. It is true that with this same treat-

the world. But what about our inhabited wastelands?

square with intersecting bus and streetcar lines. big planters 
are massed on the traffic islands, filled overfull with flowers 
to create bold splashes ef color. Often the solutions are 
permanent and so well integrated into their surroundings 
that they seem always to have been there. An unsightly 
slope between two street levels is landscaped with a few 
boulders artistically arranged, some well-chosen evergreens, 
a few particularly well-shaped. rounded tufts of grass. 

The circle where the bus turns around at the end of the 
line is a small garden oasis. A bench under an apple tree 
saved from more rural times, water splashing in a fountain, 
some shrubs, and a small lawn help to change the waiting 
time to a moment of relaxation. 

Parking lots between business blocks are outlined with 
trees interplanted with low shrubs to provide shade and 
cut the glare of sun on asphalt and metal. An empty space 
between tall buildings becomes a water garden especially 
designed to be viewed from above, with water rippling over 
pebbles in shallow basins and lily pads floating on a darker, 
deeper pool. 

Small parks in the industrial quarters and big parks near 
the lakes manage to have an air of tempting freshness, 
inviting use by many people. Such oases can be found in 
even the busiest sections of town—for a quiet stroll, a short 
lunch break, or to romp and play. 

Zurich’s attitude toward all this public beauty is notable 
because nothing is left at the stage of the halfhearted gesture. 
There is no shabby little park with a few weary trees and 
benches in dusty gravel, so characteristic of older cities. 
Nowhere can you see the bedraggled bed of petunias, the 
few pots of yellowing geraniums, the spindly, slowly dying 
evergreens found often before gas stations, supermarkets, 
and factories in the U.S., where their discouraging appear- 
ance often deters any further effort. 

Whatever is undertaken is done with imagination, great 
skill. often a touch of humor and lightheartedness, and, not 
to be ignored. a generous application of well-rooted manure 
to achieve the healthy vigor shown by all plants. It is the 
work of professionals who know design. know plant materials 
and understand the needs of plants in different situations. 

The lead in this development is taken by the Zurich City 
Garden Department, a young department for such an old city. 
Until 1858 it was not needed, since the walled city had no 
space for parks. When at that time the walls were leveled 
to make room for the rapidly growing population, the first 
city gardener was appointed to take care of six small public 
areas planted mostly to trees. each one smaller than half 
a block. He also had to care for one public forest on the 
outskirts of town. Zurich, therefore. in contrast to other 
European cities. has not a centuries-old tradition of public 
parks and gardens, and can thus be reasonably compared 
to most American cities. 

The progress of this department was stalled for some 
time by a prolonged struggle over a plan promoted by “pro- 
gressive’ citizens to put the new railroad station and all its 
maze of tracks on the shore of the lake, cutting off the 
city from its most beautiful natural feature. One fore- 
sighted. dedicated man, fighting at the head of a small com- 
mittee. finally succeeded in preventing this irrevocable dis- 
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At a trolley-bus turnaround, a fountain nestles in shrubbery edging 
the lawn, and an apple tree recalls days when this was an orchard. 


aster and saving the lake unspoiled for the city. The railroad 
station was placed at the other end of the town, and a quay 
and promenade were built along the lake shore to add to the 
other public grounds. 

From this beginning, Zurich’s Garden Department has 
grown until its 1963 operating budget was $1,923,486, plus 
$700,000 for new projects. This reflects the increase in popu- 
lation, in this hundred-year period, from 19,758 to half 
a million, and the increase in size of the city from 373 


acres, (just over half a square mile) to 21,332 acres

After Hong Kong, it is probably 


the Number Two shopping town of the world 


@ There I was, last December, taking off on a TWA jet to 
slide on the ski slopes of the Swiss Alps. I was under the 
illusion that these manly, virile mountains were the end-all of 
Switzerland. (I had never been in Switzerland before, since 
the fueling stops at Geneva or Zurich do not count.) Like so 
much of life, you think you are zeroing in on one thing, but 
in reality something else zeros in on you. So though the moun- 
tains around Zermatt are incredible—for looking at or sliding 
down—what really “sent” me were the wonderful shopping 
possibilities of the city of Zurich. 

First, you must understand that shopping is to me what golf 
or stamp collecting is to others. I shop when I have no money 
and no needs. Shopping is educational looking, and I have 
done it all over the world. In foreign countries it is the best 
way to sense the nature of the people quickly, What they buy 
for themselves tells you—fast—what kind of people they are 
and how they live. 

Now back to Zurich. It is a kind of “sleeper” as far as 
Americans and shopping go. We’ve heard about the merchan- 
dise enticements in London, Paris, Rome, Venice, Milan, etc. 
But the truth is that in the last ten years the prices have sky- 
rocketed, the quality plummeted, and the styling gone wacky 
The last time I was in London, six months ago, I did not feel 
moved to open my purse even once. And sixteen months ago 


when I was in fwo old favorites, Paris and Milan, I did not 


crave a thing I saw. 
Therefore, Zurich was an eye-opener. It was like the good 
old days in Paris, when everything was beautiful and half the 


price you’d pay at home. Yet nobody I know ever mentioned 


the values and prices you find in Zurich. In fact, none of m 

traveling friends mentioned Zurich at all, in any connection 
So I was totally unprepared to find that the real Fifth Avenur

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e If a burglar wants to get into your house, he can. If he’s 
determined, almost nothing you can do will keep him out. 
But you still do have a chance against him. You can make 
it so that no burglar wants to get in. 

By definition, burglary is the entering of a house when 
no one is there. If someone is home, the crime becomes 
robbery and the penalties are far more severe. That’s why 
housebreakers will inevitably go elsewhere if they think 
you re home or likely to come home. So your first maneuver 
is to make them think you're home. 

Many people naively reveal that they're away. When they 
go out for the evening. they switch off all lights. Worse yet, 
they leave on only an outside light. It’s the clearest possible 
signal to a burglar that the coast is clear. The burglar 
may telephone first, to verify that no one answers. He may 
ring the doorbell as a final check. Then he’s ready to go 
to work. 

Most burglars work in groups of two or three. Usually 
one will drop his confederates off at the job, then drive 
around and come back later to pick them up. In that way 
no suspicious car is parked near the house. 

Ordinary locks are no problem to these professionals. 
As any police officer can tell you. “Locks are only to keep 
honest people honest.” They remove temptation from the 
weak-willed; to a burglar they offer small resistance. In 
most cases he has only to hit the door with his shoulder, 
or kick it open. Most latches are set into a thin strip of 
soft wood, and the grain runs the right way for easy split- 
ting. The lock may hold, but unless the door frame is 
steel, it will give way. 

If there are neighbors close by, or if it’s an apartment 
he’s entering, he can “loid” the door. This is done by 
slipping a Celluloid credit card or an airline “seat occupied” 
sign between the jamb and the door and pushing the latch 
back.

The 10 Best Ways 
to Outwit 
burglars 


There is almost no way to make your house absolutely burglar-proof. But there 


are many ways to make it so discouraging burglars will pass it by

he probes inside the keyhole and pushes up the lock tumblers 
(usually five) one by one. Because of the tension, they stick 
as lifted. When all are up, the cylinder is free to turn and 
the lock is open. Burglars practice picking locks the way 
a ball player practices batting. A good one can pick a lock 
in ten to thirty seconds. 

Chain locks are designed as a protection against molesters 
and robbers as well as burglars. They enable you to 
answer a door without giving access. But they are not 
complete security, even when installed properly. 

If the chain lock is installed with the slide for the chain 
running horizontally, a burglar can open it with a rubber 
band and a piece of cellophane tape. If the slide is set 
at an angle, it foils the rubber-band-and-tape trick, but it 
wont stop the burglar. Usually, a chain lock is held by 
only four screws. Hit the door a solid thump with a shoulder 
and the whole thing, including screws, will go sailing across 
the room. 

This is not to say all locks are useless, or that it is a 
waste of money to get the best offered. The more deterrents 
you place in the way of a burglar, the better. If nothing 
else, they delay him, and the longer he has to linger on a 
job, the better the chance he will be discovered before he 
can complete his work. 


1. Good locks 


Dead bolts offer the most security. You can buy these 
for surface (rim) mounting on the inside of an existing 
door without disturbing your present lock. Many people 
put a knob-turned dead bolt on a door but place it near a 
pane of glass. All the burglar has to do is chip out a small 
hole in the glass or shove the glass in and he can reach 
through and turn the lock. 

In such situations, dead-bolt locks that are key-operated 
from the inside are recommended. Even if the burglar breaks 
out the glass, he’s in no position to pick the inside lock. 
Or if you have vulnerable glass near a door, replace it 
with heavy, tempered giass. It will (Please turn to page 110)

The house builds its drama slow- 
ly. Entrance is by an unemphasized 
door. Inside, you can glimpse but 
not totally see what lies beyond. 
There is the promise of things 
around corners. The floor is stone, 
as are the walls. What is not stone 
is naturally finished wood. Over- 
head is the sloping underside of 
the roof, its beams exposed. The 
simplicity suggests strength. Noth- 
ing is concealed; you can see how 
all is built. 

The stone, and the way it is laid 
with bold, almost reckless varia- 
tion, arouses the senses. It is no 
flat, easy-to-grasp wall. It has 
never-to-be-plumbed depths. In it is 
part of the draw of the log cabin, 
of the worn antique, of the touch 
of human hands. It is a rejection 
of the slick and superficial. 

You are aware that your vista is 
enlarging, the soaring, 
opening to the sky, the walls open- 
ing to the outdoors. You have a 


ceiling 


sense of elevation, for you are look- 
ing off into the tops of trees, and 
you realize you are on a balcony 
and that the major area of the 
house is below. 


Sie is the most important ele- 
ment an architect has to manipu- 
late. He unfolds his house to you 
carefully, like a playwright. By tim- 
ing and proportion he can create 
anticipation, drama, even a soar- 
ing climax. If he is successful, he 
delivers more than you expected. 
The balcony and the living room 
below it are just such a dramatic 
event. 

It is not just a whim of style. 
It is the natural solution to the 
slope and of accommodating to the 
change in level. It gives the living 
room dramatic importance, and the 
balcony preserves the quality of 
the hill and the outlook you have 
on a hill. 

Look at the photograph on page 
63 and you will see how two tall 
center stone columns support the 
two great beams of the roof. Ob- 
serve that there is no central ridge 
beam holding up the roof, as in 
traditional houses. To have a cen- 


ter beam would mean a center col- 
umn to support it, and this would 
cut the view right down the middle, 
blocking the eye just where it 
should be focused. Instead, you see 
the planes of the roof at their 
joining; the roof becomes part of 
your awareness of the space and 
how it was arrived at. 


Wie framing reminds you 
that a window is a window, and 
glass is most often successful when 
you are unaware of it. Here, all 
fixed glass continues without inter- 
ruption into walls and columns. It 
touches floor and ceiling without 
interposing a barrier. You see ceil- 
ing and floor continue beyond what 
the technical limits of the 
room, and then you realize there 
are no real limits.

The entrance to each is 
a floor-to-ceiling opening 8’ wide. 
Even when the opening is closed 
off by a folding door, the glass 
above the door permits a view of 
the continuity of the ceiling into 
these areas, so the tie is never lost. 

Each bedroom also has its ex- 
tensions: a terrace for each, lead- 
ing outdoors at floor level, and a 
balcony for each, overlooking the 


outdoors as the dining balcony 
overlooks the living room. 

In building a house, you design 
for this day and its needs. You 
shape structure and select mate- 
rials on the basis of the best that 
modern technology offers. But you 
can't overlook the lessons of the 
past. You may re-evaluate, but it is 
unwise to ignore. 

In the Ozarks, where this house 
is located, the traditional architec- 
tural concept is the “dogtrot.” This 
is a house with a hallway down its 
middle and a room on each side of 
it. The point is that on hot nights 
a breeze blows down this hall, and 
it is a good place to sit or to sleep. 

The climate-contro] lesson of the 
dogtrot is not overlooked in this 
From south bedroom to 
north bedroom the house is com- 
pletely openable, and breezes sweep 
through this corridor. Unlike the 
classic dogtrot, however, this new 
version has the added virtue of con- 
trol. By manipulating one or both 
of the sliding glass doors at the 
end of the “hall,” the breeze can 
be speeded up or choked off. It is 
this kind of evaluation of tradition 
and improving upon it that can 
help you wherever you build.

to control climate 
By CURTIS BESINGER 


The house shown here demonstrates that you need not rely 
on mechanical means to control the climate. Its owners live 
comfortably in an interior climate produced by good plan 
ning and construction. with the aid of little mechanical equip 
ment. The air-conditioning system used when the wind stops 
blowing is a supplement to—not a substitute for—a sensible 
way of building in a hot climate.

In addition, the high interior space increases the ratio 
between the heat that does penetrate, which is minimal, 
and that which does reach the occupants. 

This house, its design directed toward capitalizing on 
the breeze, is outwardly open. It also has an inner open- 
ness. Although the low eaves of the roof contain the space 
of the house (they close it at the perimeter), this is off- 


set by the height of the ceiling’s peak—about 14 feet 





which gives the interior a soaring spaciousness. 

The plan furthers the spaciousness. For freedom of air 
movement. the interior was divided into the least number 
of rooms. Those needed for privacy are linked by wide halls 
and double doorways. These open the inner spaces to each 
other. In them the occupants can move freely—like a breeze. a

The dressing room of master bedroom has two lavatories built 
into counters at sides of dressing table. Shower and water closet 


compartments are at opposite sides of linen closet at room’s end. 










The master bedroom (seen at left as one 
enters it) opens to a more intimate bal- 
cony, which is also oriented to the bay. 
The beaded curtain, left of bed, hangs 
in doorway to dressing room seen below.

In the dressing room, a closet 
near doorway to master bedroom 
was carefully planned for stor- 
age of many kinds of clothing.

Drawers at center are 
for foldables. At the side of 
hanging space for longer gar- 
ments is a tier of shelves for 


plastic boxes for shoes. etc. 
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Above: Though the pool is only a few feet from the 


street, privacy is assured by the privet hedge, the 
stockadelike fence, and the fact that outdoor living 
is done on a lower level, below the line of sight. 
Right: At the far end, the terrace is about eight 
feet below the street level, with another six 
seven feet of fence and hedge to protect it.

¢ Only 31 feet separated this house from the 
street, the land sloped badly in two directions. 
and the total lot was only 120’ by 100’. Yet 
out of this seemingly impossible situation 
came a completely new and private world: 
a large L-shape swimming pool, a shaded ter- 
race, a 600-square-foot deck for sunning and 
entertaining, and a lower level with two dress- 
ing rooms. How was it all done? 

The cross-section drawings at the right ex- 
plain how radical earth moving did the job. 
Stone retaining walls at the street line and 
along one side allowed complete leveling of 
the former driveway area. This was the only 
solid ground into which to place the pool. 
An extensive deck, supported on posts. was 
built over the filled area around the end of 
the house. It continued the terrace level and 
connected it to the master bedroom. Under the 
deck, there was enough height for the two 
dressing rooms. A new shorter driveway leads 
straight from the street to the garage.

Our lives depend upon our relationship with the forces of nature. 


This vital marriage is dramatized and reinforced when the creative efforts of mankind ' 


are well displayed in a setting of natural beauty.

e Nature, in her grandest manifestations of forest, water- 
fall, and canyon can be absolutely overwhelming. This may 
be why we mortals have always found ways to record our- 
selves as part of the natural scene. The prehistoric paintings 
in the cave of Lascaux are part of the same basic drive that 
leads to putting man-made objects in a garden. 

This same need also leads to such abominations as pink 
flamingos. plaster gnomes, and concrete mushrooms on the 
lawn. But we must learn that only the works revealing mean- 
ingful aspects of man’s esthetic potential are worthy of the 


natural scene—or any scene, for that matter. 





When man-made objects are seen in a natural setting, 
each is enhanced by the other. A living green branch 
seems more colorful, alive. and transient when seen 
against the stone of a piece of sculpture. The stone, 
compared to the branch, seems more solid and permanent. 
But each is in a state of change. The branch changes 
daily, the stone weathers slowly. We, who must live with 
a variety of rhythms, in different phases, can find re- 
assurance in the unity of this seeming contrast. The

our minds about garden ornaments as we must about plants— 
we can’t have everything we want. A total effect of charm, 
simplicity, and repose should be our aim. The garden itself 
is the important thing, and ornaments should be used only 
where they will complete it, not compete with it. 

Gardens are a refuge and a solace in these hectic days, 
places for peace, solitude. and tranquility. Ornaments should 
be chosen to reflect a feeling of peace and charm and should 
be used only where they will do so. 

We must know when to let well enough alone. What we 
select and place in our gardens will reveal our level of taste. 
As Chesterton said, “. . . it is considered more withering to 
accuse a man of bad taste than of bad ethics.” 

A sundial is a charming garden accessory, and by its 
form, its pedestal, and more particularly by a carefully 
chosen inscription. it can give a personal touch to the garden. 
It should be placed, of course. where it will be in the sun 
at all times, perhaps where paths meet. 

If you like to watch birds, a few attractive but incon- 
spicuous bird feeders, either standing or hanging, are suit- 
able accessories. 

Put them where they will not be exposed to the sun all 


day, and where they can be seen from (Please turn the page)

the house. The simpler the form, the better. A large fluted 
shell makes an interesting birdbath, particularly appropriate 
in a coastal garden. In my small, informal seashore garden, 
a small flat bowl on top of an ivy-covered cedar stump 
serves as a bird bath. 

A small fountain or a single jet of water is always 
delightful in a garden. Birds love the spray, and everyone 
enjoys the sound of water. Fountains, like fireplaces, persist 
today, not as necessities in our lives, but as luxuries 
that somehow fill a peculiar psychological need. The sound 
and sight of a fountain are refreshing on a hot summer 
day, as are the sound and sight of a crackling fire on a 
cold winter night. 

A garden pool can be delightful in the right setting. Its 
shape should be simple and in keeping with the spirit of the 
garden, and its size in keeping with the area in which it is 
placed. It can be shallow if only for reflecting, or deeper 
for growing water lilies. Be sure to have in your garden 
several pleasant places to sit, relax, eat, or shell peas. These 
might be on a terrace by the house, along a garden walk, 


or wherever youd like to sit in sun or shade. 


At right is a decorative lattice summerhouse large enough for 
tea or a quiet rest. Lattice, in perfect character with the set- 


ting, relates structure to others here—in the same garden.

¢ The desire to have flowers and growing plants around us is rooted 
in human beings’ natural love for natural beauty. Since the beginning 
of time, people have picked flowers in the fields and enjoyed their 
beauty simply by holding them in their hands. Sometimes they would 
put them in their hair, or bring them home to decorate their abodes. 

But since flowers wither if held in the hand, they must be put into 
water, which means having a container that holds water. So, willy- 
nilly, we are faced with the necessity of 
making an arrangement, which is to say a 
composition. We are proposing to trans- 
plant natural flowers from garden or fields 
and still preserve their inherent beauty. 
Just stuffing the stems into a vase, without 
thought except to give them water to pre- 
serve them, will not preserve their in- 
herent beauty. True, a thoughtless bou- 
quet is better than no bouquet. But it has 
a sadness about it that does not produce 
the tranquility and peace of mind that should result when beautiful 
flowers are beautifully arranged. An unloved bouquet, meaning a 


thoughtless one, is like a bright child who has never had any school- 





ing—a wasted potential. 

Really, then, flower arranging is the molding of natural beauty into 
art. It is an act of selecting, assembling, and composing a variety of 
elements so they will then become a harmonious whole. Just as flowers 
are not seen all by themselves in nature, so they will not be seen alone 
in your rooms. All the other objects in the room come to bear on the 
flowers, affecting what container you choose, where to put the arrange- 
ment when it is done, what other accessories to bring close to it. A 
flower arrangement cannot exist in a vacuum. 

How to develop the eyes to see what should be done? 


I will tell you how the Japanese approach flower arranging. We

start by making ourselves intensely aware of nature. Being aware of 
how a plant grows is the basic element needed for making a beautiful 
arrangement. All natural things live at the mercy of nature: growing, 
reproducing, withering, dying. Trees, grasses, flowers grow buds, 
spread branches, bear flowers, and prepare seeds for the next genera- 
tion, all according to the changes in the season, suffering wind, snow, 
drought, and pests. When the right season comes, the plants do what 
they must. They don’t stop changing, even for a second. Even a single 
branch or blossom is the expression of its own kind of creation. 

To know the construction of creation is the most important basic 
knowledge for ikebana, the Japanese word for flower arranging. Liter- 
ally translated, ikebana means “‘live flower.” To the Japanese, flower 
arranging is not merely putting flowers together in a con- 
tainer so they may drink water. They try to express the 
natural forms of the flowers, which are living, growing, 
changing. The flower arrangement should try to be an ex- 
pression of the nature, of the very postures of those STOW- 
ing, changing flowers. But it cannot express all the changes 
that occur in nature. It catches one moment of life in 
that plant and expresses—in still form—its will to grow. 

Something is lost and some wrongness develops when 
flowers and branches are arranged in a form foreign to 


their way of growth.

It should be a creative act on 
your part. Just because you find 
some beautiful flowers along a 
path in the field and take them 
home for arrangement, you can- 
not recreate the total environ- 
ment they had in the field. They 
would not be as beautiful as 
they were in the field, because 
after leaving their natural sur- 
roundings and being put into a 
man-made surrounding, their 
character requires some other 
touch to keep their beauty on 
the same level. This requires 


seeing eyes and creative hands. 
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7 lowers and trees change their shapes 


in obedience to their surroundings. The 
ones under graceful environment grow in 
their most natural forms. Those in severe 
conditions sometimes are felled by storms 
or pushed down by the snow. When they 
cannot receive the mercy of the sun, they 
spread their branches, reaching for warm 
sunbeams. The adaptability of plants or 
the indomitable will for life produces in- 


teresting shapes, lines, or colors. Anywhere 


in the fields. hills, or roadsides, you will 
find such arts of nature—plants naturally 
bent and twisted. 

I fortunately found a branch of winged 
euonymus in the garden. It was bending 
low in an interesting form. (See top draw- 
ing.) I studied the branch carefully. 

The branch had many stems. thickly 
grown. To give the definite directions and 
angles and to emphasize the interesting 
lines the branch had naturally, I thinned 
out these stems and leaves and bent the 
part shown on the lower drawing with 
my hands. The leaves were tinged with 





red, yellow, and other delicate shades. I 


hesitated to thin out those. But I forced 
myself to get a cleaner effect and I was 
right. When these excess leaves and 
branches were thick, their interesting 





colors and lines jostled each other too 
much. After thinning out, the branches 
showed their lines more clearly and the 
leaves shone brilliantly against the light. 

I put two yellow spoon chrysanthemums 
at the feet of the branches, because yel- 
low is strong enough to be a pivot for the 
arrangement. and this type has the same 
curled-tip feeling as the branches. Both 
represent the color of autumn. But with 
the tinged branches, the arrangement pro- 
duced a real feeling of autumn, the season 
it then was. 








HOW TO MAKE SUCCESSFUL FLOWER 


eA rors the vertical lines of the win- 


dows, the green of the Scotch broom 
goes up vertically, too. But the latter has 
soft, curving lines, as if they could be 
waved to and fro by a breeze or by sun- 
beams. The green of the broom invites the 
green of the outdoors and connects with 
the green of the chairback and the mohair 
throw.

group closely together at the bottom on a 
frog, and the big, dark red, bulky chrysan- 
themums complete the form, giving accent 
by their color and their good-size round 
shape. They could not be bent or much 
manipulated. Differences in height made 
them fit in better. 

The broom is one of the easiest plants 
with which you can make lines as you 
want them to be. Gi the broom gently 
and bend it in your palm. Don’t cross 


stems; they should be parallel. 


Ee basic attitude for flower arrang- 
ing is to know the nature of the plants and 
follow them, as I have mentioned repeat- 
edly. Branches that grow and reach up 
have to be arranged in going-up forms. 
Branches or flowers that droop or grow 
downward must be arranged in that form. 

Bittersweet and podocarpus were ar- 


ranged to observe their natures. These two 





different characters were united by the 
three white chrysanthemums. 

To show the interesting natural twists 
of the bittersweet. clip the smal] stems. 
The shibui green of the bronze vase en- 
hances the red-yellow of the bittersweet. 

In this arrangement, the chrysanthe- 
mums should be white. If they were some 
other color, the prettiness of the bitter- 
sweet would not be set off and the whole 
impression would become weaker. 

A drooping-form arrangement is better 
placed on higher places, about eye level. 
If you look down on it, it loses the charm 
of its drooping lines. Places like mantels 
and bookshelves are suitable. The two 
silver birds seem as if they were attracted 
by the berries of the bittersweet. 

This is another arrangement which rep- 


resents the fall season.

Weer you transfer into flower arrange- 
ments the natural forms of any trees or 
flowers which they showed in their own 
environment, the arrangements are not 
always beautiful works. The beauties of 
arranged trees and flowers are produced 
by the combinations of branches, leaves. 
and flowers in the sizes (large and small), 
in the length (long and short). in the 
heaviness and lightness, or hardness and 
softness in the colors (light and shade. or 
bright and dark). When the combinations 
of these elements are in the proper propor- 
tion. the viewer feels that the work is beau- 
tiful. These proportions develop from small 
to large, relatively and continuously. But 


these proportions are measured not only 





by lengths of the branches or flowers. The 
quantities, spaces, masses, qualities, and 
colors—all these elements make the pro- 
portions. The strong, bright colors (as of 
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red roses) are much stronger than the pale 
colors (as of pink carnations), even when 


the first is smaller in size than the lat- 


ter. The glossy leaves of the rubber plant, 
magnolia, and some tropical plants have 
stronger characters than the matte face. 
Thin leaves, like those of the plantain lily, 
or the clear-cut, shaped leaves of caladium 
give a stronger impression than the round, 
irregular shapes of the hollyhock. The 
globular shape of the marigold is stronger 
than that of a same-size flat flower like 
cosmos. Thus, the proportions are shown 
in very complicated ways. It would be im- 
possible to say simply, “The main three 
branches should be seven-five-three in 
length.” 

Look at the drawing. The (1) and (2) 
of the asparagus sprengeri go up high and 
(3) goes down, curling toward the front. 
These three lines have long lengths. But 
the thin, needle-shape leaves of the spren- 
geri are weaker than the three chrysanthe- 
mums that are arranged very low at the 
neck of the vase. Even these chrysanthe- 
mums are cut low, but the focus of this 
arrangement is on them. 

Balance is important in making the ar- 
rangements beautiful. (1) and (2) go high 
up toward the right. If there were not the 
(3) branch, which goes down left, the 
arrangement would seem top-heavy. 

These curving lines which the sprengeri 
have are natural. It’s not necessary to bend 


them artificially. When you buy a bunch of 


this fern from the florist. you may find a 
few naturally bent, interesting branches. 
Three chrysanthemums sit at the key points 
to connect two lines of (1), (2). and (3), 
which go in different directions. And these 
give the strong focus to this arrangement. 

Only three sprengeri are used in this 
arrangement. The thin, needle-shape leaves 
show more delicate beauty when they are 
seen with light coming from the back 
(both sunbeams and _ artificial lights). 
Don’t use these massively. 

The large, natural-wood stand adds to 
the stable, balanced feeling—important 
for a tall arrangement in a small vase.

W should not expect the same kind 


of beauty in dry flowers as in living flow- 
ers. Dry flowers are neither imitations of 
nor substitutes for living flowers. But nat- 
ural, weathered-looking colors and dark 
colors have their own charms. which we 
cannot find among blooming plants. 

Even though browns are not colorful, 
they can have great variety. A blend of 
sepias and off-white beiges make a styl- 


ish color scheme. The proportion of beige 


flower arrangements lies in how cleverly 
ou can blend these different textures. 
Their containers are another key. As a 
general rule, a vivid color or pure white 
sets off the dark, natural colors of the 
materials. 

In this arrangement, the eucalypti grow 
and spread into air from the tall, thin, 
but flaring container. The line of the vase 
spreads open at the mouth and that line 
continues with the eucalypti. 

The brilliant yellows of the compote of 
apples and bowl bring a warm feeling into

of the plant materials, the container should 





be simple and delicate—not gaudy. The 
bamboo basket is a folk-art product made 
for daily use. Its natural color, its finely 
woven design and natural shininess con- 
tribute to the charm of this understated 
arrangement. 

The arrangement is completed with a 
round red lacquer box, a small blue and 
white porcelain box, and a bamboo tray. 
The lacquer box brings a sharp accent to 
the quiet beauty of the arrangement. But 
it should not be too big. If it is. it will 
attract too much attention and destroy the 
whole delicate, shibui syndrome. 

This composition is arranged mainly 
for harmonized tranquility rather than 


strong contrast. 
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e@ There are many books written about flower arranging—what 
the basic forms are, how to compose, how to arrange, etc. Also, 
there are varied schools of thought in flower arrangements. 
Some are in agreement on certain methods, some opposed. But 
there is one basic principle in flower arranging. 

Flowers never lose their strong self-reliance, produced by 
coping with the conditions of nature—which is sometimes most 
cruel to them. They always spread their roots under the ground. 
and they always grow to the sun. 

A flower, by itself, is pretty enough with its color and its 
form. But a flower is far prettier when it is seen with its leaves, 
stems, and branches. We know they look their best when seen 
in their natural surroundings. But it is impossible to transfer 
these things into a room. A flower loses its vivid glory when 
it is cut from the ground and is apart from its natural surround- 
ings. Here, the flower arrangement differs from other creative 
compositions: The material used for creativity is “living.” Don’t 
forget that the materials themselves contain the strength and 
the direction to grow. 

Stability is generally considered one of the important keys 
for esthetic form. Most stable forms require the horizontal line 
against the vertical line. Flowers, except for a few species, have 
the self-contained power to keep their balance upward, through 
being rooted in the ground. We should try to keep that look of 
growing power, even after flowers are arranged. When this is 
achieved in the forms of the arrangements, you are more likely 
to create true ikebana (living flower), rather than mere arbi- 
trary forms. Therefore, vases should suggest the ground, or the 
ponds, or the earthy base out of which the flowers are growing. 
Containers should not be thought of just as vessels to hold water. 

As the flowers could not exist by themselves apart from nat- 
ural surroundings, the flower arrangements cannot be inde- 
pendent, cannot exist without relation to other objects around 
them. In other words, the arrangements are not completed with- 
out vase, table, place mats, lamps, ashtrays, and other useful 
objects. 

There are many symbols and concepts in Japanese flower-ar- 
ranging: the Heaven-Man-Earth rule; or that each flower has to 
have certain proportion against the others; or that there be an 
odd number of flowers, etc. These rules might help you, but they 
may also confuse you. Sharp observation and a close love of 
nature are better ways to learn. Too often the rules produce stere- 
otyped and uniform arrangements, rather than expressive forms. 

As I mentioned, we should not aim to arrange just “good- 
looking” forms. Such superficial techniques are sure to be re- 
vealed in the finished arrangements. You have to discover the 
real nature of your materials and proceed out of this under- 
standing. Since all materials will be different, no arrangement 
will ever be like any other. 

When you first get the materials, study them from all angles 
and decide which side to see them from. Then make up your 
mind what form will best bring out their innate lives and char- 
acters. After having pictured the arrangement in your mind, 
pick out the vase that goes best with the form, color, and size of 
your materials. 

Study the flowers and branches carefully again. Cut out some 
flowers and branches, if necessary; too many will spoil the in- 
teresting lines of the important branches. If there are too many 





flowers too close together, the individual beauty of the flowers 
will be lost. You may resist doing this, but you will be surprised 
at the result. Fewer flowers or branches almost always produce 


more attractive forms and lines. 


How to know about basic lines 


This is easily explained. Trees growing under completely 
favorable surroundings grow symmetrically, their branches 
equally balanced in all directions. But when they have unfavor- 
able and unbalanced growing conditions, such as sun from only 
one direction, or a severe exposure to winds from one direction, 
they always change into unsymmetrical shapes. (To Japanese 
eyes the latter is more interesting.) But they still keep a balance 


in their unsymmetrical forms. 
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The basic forms of Japanese flower-arranging stem originally 
from such ideas about the nature of trees. It has been greatly 
simplified through many centuries and by many generations of 
practitioners. 

There are three basic lines in an arrangement, just as in the 


bone structure of the human body. As shown in the drawings 





below, the three lines are the basis of the arrangement. When 
you add more material, add along these same basic lines, regard- 


less of how many flowers or branches you want to arrange.

“In flower arranging, there is no fixed line of flowers and 
branches. The natural shapes which the plants have by their 
natures are important.” 

“Flowers should be the way they were in the fields.” 

“To know about plum, ask plum.” 

These quotations are philosophical. However, we can pick up 
the spirit of these founders in the early days. 

You are allowed to arrange flowers in any forms, just as you 
like. Feel quite free to create any new forms. But it is quite 
hard to create excellent forms without studying and practicing 
for a long time.

In comparison with flower arrangements in shallow containers. 
the arrangements in tall containers are simpler and lighter in 
their feeling. One or two kinds of plants look more natural and 
less contrived. 


As the shape of the vases is tall and narrow, drooping lines 
harmonize well. Spiraea thunbergii, forsythia, climbing roses, 
the fern and ivy families, eucalyptus, and asparagus fern have 
drooping forms by their nature, so they work well. 

Some materials will arrange well in this form, even though 
they are not drooping by nature, such as plum, pine tree, Japa- 
nese maple, azalea, small-flowered chrysanthemum, wistaria, 
hydrangea, sweet pea, bittersweet, and mimosa. These take more 
manipulating skill by the arranger. 





—— 
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Flower arrangements in tall vases look simple and clean in 
effect. But actually the technique is harder than the ones in 
shallow vases because of the mechanical technique of holding 
things. It’s particularly difficult to hold flowers steady in porce- 
lain vases. Here are several ways: 


1. For rather small, not-too-tall vases, regu- 
lar frogs can be used. If vases are too deep, 
place sand on the bottom of the vases and put 
the frog on the sand. 


2. Split a branch two to three inches and 
squeeze a small wood stick into it. Then cut 
it to make a very tight fit across the vase. 





al 3. Tie a wood stick to the branch. 






4. Hold the branches with a smaller, bent 
stick. 


In this type of Japanese flower arrangement, 
fork-shape twigs are used as the fixtures. 
Cut the twig a little longer than the width 
of the vase, and insert it about one inch in- 
to the vase. Then it will stay there firmly. 
After flowers are arranged, another piece is 
inserted to cross over and anchor it all. This 
is the basic method in Japanese arrange- 
ment. (Actually this is very difficult. I recom- 





mend the first way.) 





About materials 


Flower arranging is often called “the art of combination.” 
What is brought together is the key to the arrangement. 

If the flowers are not fresh or have lost their natural shape 
by being crushed together, we cannot compose them into an ex- 
cellent arrangement, even using the best technique. 

You have to make up your mind when you choose the mate- 
rials. If you want to emphasize the beauty of green leaves, youd 
better use only a few flowers as an accent. If the flowers are so 
gorgeous, you had better use only a little bit of green as the 
background. If the lines of the branches are very interesting, 
add only a few flowers in order not to hide the branches. For 
broad, big leaves, use flowers with small delicate petals. 

Materials arranged together have to have something in com- 
mon. They may seem to contrast in colors or shapes at first 
glance, but they should have something in common in their feel- 


ing, qualities, seasons they grow, places of birth, ete. Many sub- 
tleties come into play in successful flower arranging. But be- 
ware of the coy, the sentimental, the saccharine. These are 
not attractive or lasting traits. (Please turn to page 125)

¢ Up until now, outdoor foods meant 
barbecue or picnic foods. But recently 
a whole new category has appeared that 
is just as revolutionary and strange and 
queer as frozen foods were in the 1930’s. 
This new category of food has been pre- 
served by accelerated freezing and dry- 
ing (called AFD for short). 

Freeze-dry foods are worth getting 
acquainted with now, especially if you 
camp, hike, boat, or fly. If space and 
weight are crucial factors in provision- 
ing yourself, AFD foods offer tremend- 
ous advantages. Getting the hang of them 
now will pay off later, too. For in five 
to ten years, AFD foods will be very 
much in evidence in home kitchens, just 
as frozen foods are prevalent now. 

In fact, AFD foods are present in 
home kitchens now. If you use any soups 
from Lipton, Knorr, Maggi, or Camp- 
bell’s Red Kettle soups, you are using 
AFD at its very best. 

The freeze-dry process isn’t new. Phar- 
maceutical houses have been using it 
for many years to preserve sensitive 
water-soluble drugs, blood plasma, se- 
rum, etc. New only is the adaptation to 
large-scale food preservation. 

Making foods keep has been a prob- 
lem for mankind ever since an enter- 
prising Cro-Magnon type brought home 
an antelope too large to be consumed at 
a single meal. Earliest preservation was 
accomplished by air-drying and smoke- 
drying. The use of salt in preservation 
of meats was an immense step forward. 
Then came canning, invented by a 
French chef in 1804 to feed Napoleon’s 
armies on the move. Frozen foods hit 
full stride in the Second World War, 
which gave impetus to still another 
breakthrough in food preservation— 
Accelerated Freeze-Drying.

AFD is the least destructive technique 
yet devised for holding foods. It is con- 
ceded in food-processing circles to cause 
far less change in flavor, texture, and 
fragrance than heat-drying, canning. or 
even freezing. Foods—raw or cooked— 
first are quick-frozen at extremely low 
temperatures and then dried, with va- 
rious radiation heat sources according 
to the method employed, in vacuum 
chambers. The vacuum causes ice crys- 
tals in the food to sublimate, which is a 
fancy way to say that they are trans- 
formed directly into water vapor and 
withdrawn without an intermediary melt- 
ing step. Textures of foods are preserved. 
There is no breakdown of cell walls. 

The process thus skims off the best 
qualities of freezing and dehydrating to 
protect foods against adverse chemical. 
enzymatic, and microbial changes—the 
alterations we lump together and call 
spoilage. Some 95 percent of moisture is 
removed, but as the porous cellular 
structure of the food remains unchanged, 
reconstitution is quick. Like sponges, 
they take up moisture instantly. 

The stuff is magic. In meats, weight 
reduction is almost unbelievable: four 
ounces become one. High-water-content 
foods, fruits and vegetables, are down- 
right spectacular in reduction. Corn 
kernels and fresh peas become elfin 
ping-pong balls. A bunch of spinach looks 
like a teaspoonful of dried marjoram. 
Sliced bananas are weightless, dime-size 
discs. Fruit and vegetable juices become 
crystals or powders. 

More often than not. the finished foods 
are adroit combinations of two process- 
ing procedures, freeze-drying and ordi- 
nary dehydration. Soup essences are 
first dried, and then the mix is enlivened 
with addition of bits of freeze-dried in- 
gredients. Sometimes the AFD product 
undergoes a second step—compressing 
—to avoid the bulkiness of straight 
freeze-dries, which retain their original 
volume despite drastic reduction in 
weight. Cooked meat and bacon bars 
are good examples of this technique. 
Three-ounce solid chunks of bacon equal 
one pound of uncooked bacon—splendid 
if crumbled into eggs, the bean pot, 
salad dressings, or soufflés. 

AFD works best with foods cut into 
small pieces or thinnish slices. Nutri- 
tive values—even unstable vitamins— 
are believed to be preserved unharmed. 
Preparation time for the foods varies 
from instantaneous (dissolving time for 
citrus crystals) to half an hour for the 
kind of dish that improves with sim- 
mering—chili con carne, for example. 

Cooking procedures are within the 
prowess of a Cub Scout. usually call 
only for soaking and gentle simmering 
or sautéing. (Please turn to page 128)

e Wilderness is described as “an area 
where the earth and its community of 
life are untrammeled by man, where man 
himself is a visitor who does not re- 
main.” It is nature primeval, where flora 
and fauna, rocks and waters pursue 
their continuous cycle of birth, growth, 
death, and renewal—nature maintaining 
its own balance with no interference 
from man. 

Wilderness is precious. For there is 
something in all human beings which 
seems to need wilderness. Man, whether 
he realizes it consciously or not, has 
an urge to run away from what he has 
made for himself in order to renew his 
contact with the world as it was before 
he put his mechanical mark on it. 

“In the forest.” Emerson said, “we 
return to reason and faith”; and it would 
seem that most of us feel the truth of 
this instinctively. Why else do we plan 
that month in the country or the picnic 
at the seashore? What else impels us 
to plant a geranium in a window box 
or to take the long way home through 
the park? In ways like this we prove 
how much we are groping for a taste of 
the wild, the real world, as opposed to 
the manipulated one we live in. 

Most of us, though, don’t realize how 
very much we need the wilderness in our 
lives until we’ve actually experienced 
the real thing. Listen, for instance, to 
a housewife who has just taken her first 
pack-trip through the High Sierras, or 
has lately ridden the morning-misted 
meadows at Jackson Hole. Hear a usually 
desk-bound executive describe his initial 
go-round with a snorkel and the under- 
water seascape in St. John’s Trunk Bay. 
Or listen to the neophyte who has just 
hiked his first trail in the Appalachians. 
New worlds! That’s what they’ve dis- 
covered—new, thrilling worlds, reveal- 
ing sights and sounds and smells they 
never dreamed existed, full of lessons to 
help put the universe into focus. Almost 


invariably. the first adventure whets the 


appetite for more, besides turning the 


adventurer into an evangelist, urging 
everyone else to go oul and do likewise.

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A Wine Drinker’s 


tour of Germany 


By BARROWS MUSSEY 


e For next fall I am gcing to wish for you exactly the vaca- 
tion I would choose for myself—and have, annually, for 
over a decade. This is a wine tour of Germany, a pleasure 
open equally to young and old, male and female, beginner 
and veteran. It is not even limited to the rich, since it costs 
less, all told, than the same time spent in Paris or London. 
In fact, while the wine itself is not cheap (the cost of grow- 
ing it runs much higher than for most French vintages) , 
the restaurants and hotels along the way offer so much for 
so little that you can hardly do better on any European trip, 
short of hiking and staying at youth hostels. 

Good German white wine never gives you a head; imbibed 
consistently for a week or two, it tones up the system and 
puts a sparkle in your eye. Nearly all the wine-growing 
regions, too, have at least one justly renowned inn where, 
along with memorable food, you may sample the best vintages 
of the region. It is the custom of the country to drink white 
wine with practically any dish (white meat or red) or all 
by itself as a treat or a midmorning refreshment. Some wines 
are too good to drink with food. 

Most of the wine in Germany grows along extravagantly 
picturesque, steep-banked, winding, ancient rivers. There is 
almost always a castle, cathedral, or walled town at hand. In 
short, the trip would be a treat even without the wine. 

As for the wine, this is the place to make a categorical 
statement, which you may agree with by the end of the tour. 
even if you don’t now: The best German white wine is the 
best white wine there is. (I won’t mention red wine. where 
France is undisputed king.) One more assertion, and we'll 
pass on to proof. There are more different, distinguishable 
white wines in Germany than in any comparable area in 
the world. Ten thousand at any given time is a conservative 
guess. 

Distinguishable, take note, means that you or I can tell 
them apart as they stand side by side in glasses. Not Dr. 
Bassermann-Jordan himself could identify a hundredth of 
them blindfold; but he and we would say, “This one is 
sweeter; that one has more bouquet: the other has an acid 
after-taste.” After a short course in label-reading, everyone 
who likes is automatically a German wine expert. 

Label-reading is something of a science, because the Ger- 
man wine laws are the world’s best and strictest. particularly 
about marking. (The Common Market may bring some 
changes here in a year or two.) Let me simply call to mind 
that a German label tells you: 1. The region where the wine

was grown; 2. The year: 3. The town (usually with “er” 
added, as in New Yorker); 4. The individual vineyard or 
site; 5. The variety of grape (riesling, sylvaner, traminer, 
gewuerz or spicy traminer, rulaender are the chief ones) ; 
6. Any special care taken in picking: Spdtlese (late picking) ; 
Auslese (select picking of the ripest bunches of grapes), 
Beerenauslese (berry selection of individual grapes), Trocken- 
beerenauslese (berry selection of grapes attacked by the 
“noble mold” that sometimes eats away the skin and lets the 
water evaporate, leaving almost pure sugar) ; 7. The grower 
and/or the shipper. 

Furthermore, the words Wachstum. Gewaechs. Kreszenz 
(all meaning growth), Kellerabfuellung. Kellerabzug (cellar 
bottling), and any combination with Natur or Original 
cannot be used on a wine that has been sugared; the special 
“pickings” cannot be used on wines that have been sugared 
or blended. 

Let me observe further that Liebfraumilch is not a wine 
but a class of wines. legally defined as “good, sweet, Rhenish 
Hessian wine.” In the German market, the name goes on 
bulk stuff the producer is slightly ashamed of. The same 
is true of wines bearing only a regional or town and a 
varietal name, such as Mosel-Riesling or Niersteiner Syl- 
vaner. These are cooking blends. 

After your travels have shown you which regions and 
which town and sites you prefer, the most enlightening in- 
formation you can get is the name of the grower. Some 
growers’ labels are a gilt-edged guarantee of quality, and a 
selection of names is given for each area described below. 
There are. of course, hundreds of other excellent growers; 
finding them is the same kind of fun that you have finding 
restaurants. 

With a copy of Frank Schoonmaker’s The Wines of Ger- 
many (New York, Hastings House) and an international 
driving license ($7.50 from the AAA) in your baggage, 
you can board the plane for Frankfurt on the Main. 

If you are prudent. you will have reservations at the 
Frankfurter Hof, the Hessischer Hof, the Savigny, the Baseler 
Hof. or perhaps the Park Hotel. or the Intercontinental. 
While you are at it, you may as well have your travel agent 
arrange for a car. Either Metro (Avis) (Frankfurt address 
Niddastr. 46-48, phone 335454) or Selbstfahrer-Union 
(Hertz) (Schloss-Str. 34, phone 778296) will have a car 
waiting for you at the airport or at the hotel.

Why the World now

to America 

for 

Concert Pianists

For clear, fresh thinking on why 

young Americans so dominate the field, 

we asked the distinguished Music Director 

; of the Boston Symphony Orchestra for 


an evaluation. This is his report 


¢ When I was 17 years old, I stopped studying the piano as 
a means of working toward a musical career. My teacher, 
Paul Emerich, who now lives in New York. demanded an 
explanation of why I was stopping, when he had set such 
hopes in me as a future concert artist. | explained that I 
simply could not bear the hours of practice necessary in 
order to bring the stupid muscles of my hands up to the 
demands which the modern age required of the technical 
: ability of the concert pianist. Little did I know at that time 
about the technical standards I would find 20 or 30 years 
later in the United States. 
It had been, and still is, a constant source of wonder for 
me what these young people accomplish today. To be able 
to master the piano in this wizardly manner was considered

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entirely a monopoly of the prodigies from Eastern Europe. 
But now this has become the domain of a vast array of 
highly 


young American pianists. 


gifted, ambitious, and enormously hard-working 

As recently as 30 years ago, almost every great pianist 
was European. Artur Rubinstein came from Poland, Artur 
Schnabel from Germany. Vladimir Horowitz from Russia, 
Myra Hess from England, and Rudolf Serkin from Czecho- 
slovakia. 

Several of these giants are still supreme. but as the years 
pass. they are succeeded more and more by Americans. 
European study is no longer a requisite for a concert pianist’s 
career in the United States. 

Dozens and dozens of the young Americans prove that we 
are approaching an American era in piano music. Many of 
these artists. all under 40 and some only about 20, have 
developed a brilliance of technique that still dazzles European 
concert-goers and critics while it is taken for granted as a 
necessity by American audiences. 

Artur Rubinstein has stated in public that many of these 
young people are technically more accomplished than he. 
From his position at the absolute top, it would appear that 
Rubinstein can afford to make such statements, but it is 
also to be read with a thought for what is not said. 

Whence this new wave of pianistic talent in America? 
Who are these young artists? What influence will they exert 
on the fabric of musical life here and abroad? And how 
may we hear what they are doing? 

The new wave of pianistic talent is part of a general 
assertion of the American musical aptitude and ability. 
It seems, if I may for a moment indulge in posing as an 
expert in a number of sciences of which I know absolutely 
nothing, that the mixture of population and racial back- 
grounds which forms the American people is particularly 
beneficial to development of talent. The piano is the obvious 
instrument on which to start a child, and thus it would 
be very apparent, by the law of how much cream you get 
from milk, that the instrument which has the widest distri- 
bution would attract the greatest number of active prac- 
titioners, and from the greatest number of active practi- 
tioners would eventually come the largest number of talented 
performers. 

The Twentieth Century has seen in the United States a 
vast growth of cultural pursuits, and the acquisitions of a 
piano and a record player have been the tangible tools which 
in turn have brought ideas of activity and competition into 
the heads of the young people. Technological advances in- 
crease leisure time. and people now have more freedom to 
seek the things in life which once had been the exclusive 
province of a small upper class. 

At the turn of the century, American education meant 
basically the three R’s. This changed rapidly; music crept 
into the curricula, and thus growing numbers of young 
people came into contact with music. 

By 1964. more than 22 million Americans professed to be 
amateur pianists, in the estimation of the National Piano 
Manufacturers Association. Not unexpectedly, a_ sizable 
number of these. through personal desire or natural drifting 
on the wings of talent, came to a point where they wanted 
to compete for careers and fame on the professional level. 

At the same time, music became more and more a part 
of American daily life through more orchestras, easy avail- 
ability of phonograph records, and by way of radio and 
television. 

These forces created greater audiences, and the cycle 
is being completed as the larger public demands and expects 
more and better music. One might (Please turn to page 130)

bigger than a Volkswagen, which 
is a bit cramped for touring, you 
can take an Opel Rekord. Ford 
Taunus, or VW 1500; bigger ones 
are the Opel Kapitaen, Admiral, 
Diplomat, and the various Mercedes 
models. American makes are avail- 
able, but are too unwieldy for the 
narrow, winding roads. A sunroof 
is a treat in good weather. 

Prices are standard: for Rekord. 
etc., five dollars per day, plus four 
cents per kilometer (% mile), plus 
gas at about 60 cents a gallon. 

At the blue-and-white BV-Aral 
filling stations you can get excel- 
lent Tour Maps of the Taunus 
(including Rheingau), Moselle. 
Black Forest (North and South), 
Hohenlohe-Franconia. While 
the descriptive text is in German, 


and 


the maps and illustrations are clear 
at a glance. 
At least four of the wine regions 


| can each be seen quite comfortably 


in one day’s driving from Frank- 
furt. On the other hand, you may 
string two or three together, spend- 
ing intervening nights on the road: 
or you can do it thoroughly, stop- 
ping at every good tavern or res- 
taurant, and put in two or three 
weeks. If you have any luck with 
weather, they'll be among the most 
exciting weeks you've ever spent. 

September is a good time: if 
you choose late October it will be 
chilly, but you can watch the whole 
process of the picking and press- 
ing going on. 

Rheingau 

Closest to Frankfurt is the 
(Rhine County). Out- 
standing growers are Staatsweingut 
(State Domain), Graf Eltz, Lang- 
werth von Simmern, all in Eltville. 


Rheingau 


Each, like most growers, has vine- 
yard holdings in several towns; 
Prince Friedrich of Prussia, Schloss 
Reinhartshausen, Erbach; Graf yon 
Schoenborn-Wiesentheid, Hatten- 
heim: Graf Matuschka-Greiffen- 
clau, Schloss Vollrads (Winkel) : 
Prince Metternich, Schloss Johan- 
nisberg: Julius Wegeler’s Heirs, 
Ruedesheim. 

You drive through Wiesbaden to 
Eltville (snake through the one- 
Way streets to the steamer landing, 
and admire Chateau Eltz and the 
other ancient buildings), and then 
down-Rhine as far, perhaps, as 
Assmannshausen. In between. or in 
some cases back in the hills to the 
right, are all the great wine towns 
of the region. Up in the hills. first. 
is Rauenthal (best vineyard sites. 
Baiken and Gehrn) ; then Kiedrich 


(Wasserrose, Sandgrub), and near 


that is Kloster Eberbach, a pic- 
turesque old monastery that now 
serves as cellars and wine auction 
room for the German State Do- 
mains (but beware of the restau- 
rant). On the Rhine again is 
Erbach, whose Marcobrunn vine- 
yard is among the most famous in 
the world; then comes Hattenheim, 
with the Steinberg section no less 
celebrated than Marcobrunn. 
Your system in the Rheingau is 
to drive leisurely along, admiring 
the vineyard-clad hills and the old 
half-timbered houses, but not stop- 
ping until you reach Oestrich. Here 
you turn left through narrow, wind- 
ing streets and emerge on the Rhine 
promenade in front of the Hotel 
Swan. Along with an_ excellent 
lunch, you will find at the Swan 
a wine list embracing all the towns 
you have left or are approaching. 
Nothing is more exasperating to 
a man without a glass in his hand 
than professional descriptions of 
wine. Let me simply remark, there- 
that Rheingau wines are 
among the heavier German ones— 
not so dry as most (but drier than 
Rhenish Hessian growths)—and 
have a brisk tang of their own 
that you can easily learn to identify 
at the Swan in Oestrich but not by 
reading these lines. Incidentally, a 
small party can educate itself more 
widely by ordering a_ half-bottle, 
which holds about three glasses, 
and then working up the scale. All 
German wine lists are arranged in 
order of price, the least pretentious 
wines first and the Auslesen, etc., 
last. Don’t go backward unless to 


fore, 


compare particular vintages. 

From Oestrich (Lenchen) we go 
on to Winkel (most famous sites, 
Vollrads and Winkeler 
Hasensprung). Back in the hills 
are two chateaus known in every 
corner of the wine-drinking world 
—Schloss Vollrads (belonging to 
Count Matuschka-Greiffenclau) and 
Schloss Johannisberg. Then comes 
Geisenheim, the home of the state 
Wine-growing school and research 
institute (Geisenheimer Rothenberg 
and Mauerchen), and Ruedesheim, 
a weekend tourists’ paradise (com- 
plete with souvenir booths) for a 
century and more, but also a great 
town for wine, Ruedesheimer Berg 
Rottland, Berg Bronnen, Berg 
Roseneck. There are about 25 fa- 
mous sites, and the best have the 
peculiarity that they thrive in sea- 
sons too wet for greatness elsewhere. 

As for the recent Rheingau 
vintages, 1959 was a great year all 
over Germany, both in quantity 
and quality; ‘60 brought an enor- 
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lity; °61, normal quantity, aver- 
age quality; 62, normal quantity, 
quality good (with good growers 
and sites; the ordinary growths 
lacked sugar); “63, very large 
quantity (not as much as °60), 
quality poor except where picking 
was very late, then good average. 
At Ruedesheim is an automobile 
ferry across the Rhine. Before tak- 
ing it, you may want to go on to 
Assmannshausen. The village grows 
some red wine and some (rather 
ordinary) sparkling red; its fame 
rests wholly on one name, the 
Crown Hotel. This has been the 
mecca of German gourmets and 
Rhine-wine bibbers for over a cen- 
tury; it would certainly be included 
in any list of five outstanding Ger- 
man hotels. The cellars are famous, 
if not as strong on workaday vin- 
tages as the Swan at Oestrich. 
And this is the end of the 
Rheingau. We turn back and take 
the ferry. Barely in sight down- 
stream is the Mouse Tower, a 
medieval structure on an island, 
where a wicked bishop is alleged 
to have been devoured by rodents. 
_ Bingen, a historic Rhine boat- 
men’s and distillery town, stands 
at the confluence of the River Nahe 
and the Rhine. From it we can 
take off for any one of four wine- 
_ growing regions. Going north along 
the Rhine. we enter the Middle 
Rhine area, which has a few fine 
wines, a lot of commonplace ones, 
and a great many ruined castles. 
The Lorelei cliff, famous for Heine’s 
poem and for Lorelei Lee, is here. 


| Nahe 


I am never quite able to resist 
going up the Nahe. These wines 
are hard to find in America, and 
difficult even in Germany, where 
you can usually judge the quality 
by the price—if high, the bottle 
will be superb; if moderate, shun 
it. The growers are another key: 
Paul Anheuser, August Anheuser, 
(cousins of the St. Louis brewers) 
Graf von Plettenberg, all in Bad 
Kreuznach; Staatliche Weinbau- 

_domaenen (State Domains) , Schloss 
Boeckelheim. 

And then on the left bank (the 
Tight as you go from the Rhine) is 
a well-hidden and delightful little 
hotel that exists solely to show the 
initiated what the Nahe can pro- 
duce. In Bingen, turn left instead 
of taking the bridge to Binger- 
brueck; then right across the 
_Drusus Bridge, left along the 
_ stream, and so to a drab little place 
called Muenster-Sarmsheim. Just 
on the far edge the road forks; 
keep straight on for 20 yards, then 
"right, up a climbing blind drive- 


way with a sign: Hotel Trollmuehle. | 
You can stay here for a pittance 

(each room with shower) ; the ex- | 
cellent kitchen is presided over by 
the proprietor’s wife, Frau Wichert; 
but the wine list, confined solely 
to the Nahe, is unique. To begin | 
with, there are half a dozen good 

growths “open” by the glass. Then 

comes a complete assortment of | 
the outstanding towns and _ sites | 
the whole length of the Nahe: 

Muensterer Dautenpflaenzer (grown 

not far from the hotel; there is 

another site directly under the 
windows), Langenlonsheimer Son- 
nenborn, Bretzenheimer Steinweg, 
Rosenheck, Rox- 
heimer Huettenberg, Kreuznacher 
Narrenkappe and Brueckes, Nor- 
heimer Kirschheck, Niederhaeuser 
Schlossboeckel-

Hermannshoehle, 
heimer Disiboden- 
berger. There are many others, but 
too much for one sitting. 

The Nahe itself is sightly. and 
its chief town, Bad Kreuznach, has 
great wines (very seldom in the 
taverns), Schneider camera lenses, 
and memories of Dr. Faustus (who 
taught there, but was born in a 
wine town in Wuerttemberg, and 
carried off by the devil from a 
still-surviving hotel in another. in 
Baden). But with so much still to 
see, and such an array of wines 
on the list at the Trollmuehle, prob- 
ably you should stay right there. 
The prices, incidentally, stop al- 
most where those at the Crown in 
Assmannshausen begin. If ever 
there was a special get-acquainted 
offer, this is it. 

The Nahe wines are lighter, more 
delicate, drier than those you have 
been tasting in the Rheingau, not 
so dry as those you are about to 
try along the Moselle. They have a 
characteristic green color. If you 
ask me, I prefer a good Nahe to 
either a Rhine or a Moselle. 

As for vintages, the Nahe shared 
amply in the great year °59; ’60 
was a bulk year, quality adequate, 
developed well; 61, smaller quan- 
tity, better quality; ’62, about the 
same, outstanding bouquet; ’63, 
large quantity, only the best of 
good average quality. 

From Bingen we either return to 
Frankfurt via Mainz and the Rhine 
bridge or, if early in the day, turn 
left to Rhenish Hesse or half-right 
toward the Moselle.

Here is grown more wine than in 
other German vineyard regions— 
the greater part almost unfit for 
human consumption; in fact, much 
of it goes into brandy and sekt, 
the German version of champagne. 
About in the middle of the Palati- 
nate is a stretch five miles long, 
with six towns that produce white 
wines having no superiors and 
hardly any equals in the world. 
There are also four outstandingly 
good restaurants. Of the 
many fine growers, three are world- 
famous: Bassermann-Jordan and 
Reichsrat von Buhl, in Deidesheim; 
Buerklin-Wolf in Wachenheim. 

In my experience you can just 
about cover the Palatinate, skip- 
ping a couple of restaurants, in one 
full day from Frankfurt.

The Ritter in 
Durbach, a few miles up-country, 
has excellent local growths. 

Then comes a gap in the vine- 
yards (not in the scenery), and 
finally the spire of Freiburg ca- 
thedral rises before you. Freiburg 
promptly wins all hearts with its 
Gothic minster and its backdrop 
of Black Forest mountains. Even 
more endearing to wine-seekers is 
a superb restaurant and hotel. the 
Falcon (Zum Falken), whose late 
owner, Hermann Ihringer, worked 
for Escofher in New York. Further- 
more, the hotel owns the best vine- 
yards in possibly the best wine 
town of Baden, Achkarren. You 
can't decide whether kitchen or cel- 
lar is the more tempting. 

Freiburg is the natural base for 





tours of the two neighboring Baden 
vineyard regions: the Markgraefler- 
land to the south, the Kaiserstuhl 
to the west. Generally speaking, 
the Kaiserstuhl (Emperor’s Seat) 
(Achkarren, Bickensohl, [hringen, 
Oberrotweil, Bischofingen) grows 
much better wines than the Mar- 
grave’s Land (Britzingen, Muell- 
heim, Auggen), but the latter has 
more picturesque old towns.

Swabia 


Wuerttemberg is a land of thrift, 
hard work, and hidden assets. It 
grows three times as much wine as 
the Rheingau, nearly twice as much 
as the Nahe—and quietly drinks 
all of it up. You can hardly get 
a bottle of Wuerttemberger (or 
Swabian) outside the region itself 
at any price. 

More open-handed growers are 
Graf Adelmann and Kleinbottwar; 
Lehrund Versuchsanstalt (State 
school), Weinsberg; Graf Neip- 
perg, Schwaigern. 

The Swabian countryside is the 
off-the-beaten-track tourist’s dream. 
the one German region that can 
vie with Franconia for walled towns 
and castles, while the village-inn 
cookery is rather better. 

Stuttgart is the main city of 
Swabia. On an run 
through the neighboring Rems 
Valley, you can enjoy some of the 
loveliest scenery and the best wines 
(Stettener, Schnaiter, Kleinhep- 
pacher) in a region outstanding for 
both. North, around Heilbronn, 
grow the Fleiners, Weinsbergers, 
Loewensteiners, Beilsteiners. And 
the best place to drink them, with 
truly memorable accompanying cui- 
sine, is at the Hotel Sonne-Post in 
the backwoods town of Murrhardt, 
twenty-odd miles northeast of 
Stuttgart. Due west of Heilbronn 
lies Schwaigern, where the Altes 
Rentamt of Count Neipperg has a 
national reputation for cellar and 
kitchen. I venture to stick up for 
the Sonne-Post, but the Altes 
Rentamt is easier to reach. Either 
will soon teach you the character- 
istics of outstanding Swabian wines 
better than any words could do. 

To get back to Frankfurt with 
more than a full complement of 
old towns and castles crowning 
vineyards, just follow the Neckar 
river to Heidelberg. @

How to Hold Flowers 
and Branches 


The easiest way to hold flowers 
and branches in the containers is 
to use frogs. Some plants (like 
asparagus fern and small chrysan- 
themums) have too thin stems to 
stick in the pins of the frogs. In 
that case, cut larger, soft centered 
stems into short lengths (14%” or 
2”) and stick the thin stems into 
them. Even some large, thick stems 
are very soft and not capable of 
holding their own heavy flower heads 

(like calla). You 
can strengthen 
them by tying on 
small wood sticks 
(see top drawing). 

Big woody and 
hard branches can 
be sharpened into 
a“V” shape so they 
will hold in a frog 


(bottom drawing).

best points is the basic attitude for 
flower arranging. 

But sometimes, 
strengthen, even exaggerate, these 
lines. To do this, grasp a branch 
or stem with the palms of your

bend. For the hard and breakable 
wood branches (like 
maple), gently repeat. Do not try 
to bend all at once. 

For big branches, make 2 or 3 


pine and 


slits with scissors or a knife and 
then bend. For very big woody 
branches, squeeze small pieces of 
wood into the slits to keep them 
bent.

To change the direction of flow- 
ers and leaves, twist them with your 
fingers. Do it at 2 or 3 points. But 
don’t forget that the lines you make 
should never look artificial, but 
should still look natural. 


Trimming and Pruning 


Trimming means to take out un- 
necessary flowers, leaves, and 
branches. It may be very difficult 
to make up your mind whether or 
not this is necessary. Also you may 
want to resist doing this because 
all are too lovely to cut. 

You should be careful to avoid 


cutting out the necessary ones but 
you also have to decide bravely to 


cut out the unnecessary ones. Please 


be brave!

Balance 


When we arrange flowers, the 
first - flower defines the position, 
height, and shape of the second 
one. And the second one settles the 
third one. The third leads to the 
fourth. Thus, each one is not de- 
pendent or alone. They relate or- 
ganically to each other and com- 
pose into a united harmony. 

There are many elements in 
producing harmony: balance, ra- 
tio, and the angles of each flower. 

Balance exists between heights 
of the branch and flower or be- 
tween flower and flower, sizes of 
flowers, numbers of branches and 
flowers, and between flowers and 
the vase. Ratio between color of 
each flower or branch, or flower and 
green. These balances and ratios 
be computed mathemati- 
cally. Glossy, heavy leaves (like 
gum and magnolia) give stronger 
impressions than needle or matte 
leaves (like asparagus and maple) 
even though they have the same 
mathematically. Bright, 
strong colors (like red, yellow, 
orange) are more demanding than 
pale or dark colors (like lavender, 
dark green). Sharp clean shapes 
(like Easter lily and calla) are 
stronger than characterless shapes 
like asters. Globular shapes (like 
marigold or hydrangea) are strong- 
er than the flat shape like cosmos.

Preservation 
and water-raising 


It is natural to wish to keep 
flowers as long as possible after 
they are arranged. But the flowers 
have their own span of life, some 
longer than others. Eyen when they 
are in the fields, their lives are 
not too long. 

To keep flowers fresh and pretty, 
it is necessary to help their water- 
raising power. This power differs 
by species. For instance, trees such 
as pine, cedar, cycad, magnolia pre- 
serve themselves much longer than 
the grasses. Flowers like lily, gladi- 
olus, and carnation preserve very 
well. Wistaria, autumn leaves of 
Japanese maple, bamboo, pome- 
granate, lotus, begonia, bush cloy- 


er water lily, thistle, rose and 


chrysanthemums—these trees and 
need help raising their 
drinking water. 

As you know, all vegetation is 
absorbing water constantly from 
the earth and evaporating it 
through its surfaces. Cut flowers 
continue operating this way. 

Water is supplied from the vase 
for the cut flowers. But some weak 
ones are not strong enough to ab- 
sorb enough by their own strength. 
Also, they often lose their water 
content by wind, just like laundry 
in windy air. 

Another factor affecting the 
water content of vegetation is the 
season. Evaporation becomes more 


flowers 


active when the temperature goes 
up. In summer you see the flowers 
and leaves droop in a hot midday 
and recover when the cool evening 
comes. Here are helpful 
hints to insure long life for your 


some 
flower arrangements: 


1. The best time to cut flowers: 

The best way to get flowers in 
good condition is to cut them from 
your own garden, if you are lucky 
enough to have a garden. They 
keep their freshness much longer 
than the ones you get from the 
florists. The best time of day to cut 
is early morning or evening after 
dark because they absorb water 
more actively when temperatures 
are lower. “Dew drops on the leaf- 
tip” is an expression that has often 
appeared in literature describing 
the essence of freshness. After very 
active water-absorbing during the 
night. water drops do come out on 
the leaves in early morning. This is 
proof that it is the best time to cut 
the flowers. 


2. Cutting in water: 

Best and easiest way to preserve 
the flowers is to cut off about 2 or 
3 inches of the stems under water, 
the sooner the better. It renews the 
stems and gives them more strength 
to absorb water. Air sneaks into 
the after they are cut, in- 
terrupting the ability of drawing 
water. And often, some kind of 
bacteria gets in and causes decay 
to start at the cut stem. Also as ar- 
ranged flowers get old, this cut-in- 
water method brings back their vi- 
tality for a little while longer. 


stems 


3. Keep flowers away from wind: 

Winds make flowers tire quickly. 
When you carry flowers, better pro- 
tect them from winds, wrapping 
them with paper. Particularly, 
don’t place an arrangement beside 
an open window in summer. 


4. Soak in deep water: 

The reason for soaking in deep 
water is to increase the water pres- 
sure which will facilitate the plant 
in drawing up water. Soak all liy- 
ing materials in deep water up to 
their throats for a couple of hours 
before arranging. 


5. Water in the vases: 

Keep water clean by changing 
it frequently. Put in a little bit of 
alum. It works to keep water clean 
and helps in water raising. 

Spraying water on the flowers 
makes them look good for a mo- 
ment. But it spoils the water-rais- 
ing power of the flowers. 


6. Chemical treatments: 

The chemical treatments should 
be done after cutting the stems in 
water. For tree branches or hard- 
stemmed flowers (such as roses, 
wistaria) peel off the skin about 1 
inch at the cut ends and split the 
cut ends into 2 to 3 sections. Soak 
in water to which has been added 
such chemicals as peppermint oil, 
alcohol, acetic acid, or diluted hy- 
drochlorie acid. (Use only one of 
these. ) 

Instead of soaking in such chem- 
icals, wet a cotton ball with the 
chemical and insert it between the 
splits of the stem. 

Smashing the cut ends is another 
way to help the stem to drink up 
the chemicals easier. 

Salt is also used. Rub it on the 
cut ends. 

Vinegar is used for dahlia and 
calla lily. 


Other preserving systems: 
A. BURNING METHOD 

Burn the cut end of the stems 
with a fire. The flowers get nour- 
ishment by carbonization. This 
method is effective for trees and 
hard-stemmed flowers. After burn- 
ing, put them into cold water im- 
mediately. 
B. BOILING METHOD 

This is mostly used for summer 
flowers. Boil the cut end for 1 to 2 
minutes. If you add a small portion 
of alcohol, it is more effective. Be 
careful to avoid spoiling the leaves 
and flowers with steam. Wrap the 
whole flower except the cut ends 
with paper. Dip into cold water 
immediately. 
c. LUKEWARM WATER METHOD 

Wrap the whole flower with 
paper except the cut ends and soak

THE WORLD LOOKS TO AMERICA

America has been an ideal stage 
for developed and recognized tal- 
ent existed.

come to this continent with full as- 
surance of having total homage 
paid to his talent by the few thou- 
sands who were cultivated.

Yet Europe continued to be the 
mother country of music—where 
most creative genius was born and 
where everybody went for study. 

Then came the Nazis. Few men 
in history have done more to erase 
European leadership.

mber of people fled to America. 
This influx of teachers, educa- 
tors, instrumentalists, conductors, 
and soloists into the already swift- 
ly developing musical life changed 
the shape of the musical map, 
placing America at the center. 

Take the late Artur Schnabel. 
For many years. he was one of the 
leaders in Berlin’s teeming music 
activity, teaching. lecturing, and 
performing as soloist and in cham- 
ber music. When he came to Amer- 
ica. he followed the same pattern, 
teaching seminars at a number of 
universities, his master 
being attended by aspiring pianists 
who would have had to journey to 
Europe to gain much instruction 
prior to 1933. 

The stage was set for the next 
act—the development of native 
American talent. It is not unusual 
that the piano became the most 
overt symbol. This is a country 
that puts much faith in technique, 
whether in tennis or in music. 

The piano is an extrovert of 
musical instruments. It responds to 
a more aggressive musical nature 
than the French horn or the violin. 
The piano is the most mechanical 
among instruments. One 
what will come forth when a key is 
pressed down. Gratification for the 
piano player comes more readily 
as the response of the instrument is 
immediate and predictable, and it 
is fit for many purposes.

The piano is about the only in- 
strument which is self-sufficient. It 
needs no accompaniment.

It is the most sought-after 
instrument as sure pastime enter- 
tainment. If you cannot afford to 
hire a band for a little dance, you 
take a piano player. If he is good, 
you do not even need a percussion 
section. In one word, the piano is 
not only an instrument in its own 
right, it is a maid of all work, and 
thus to study the piano offers nu- 
merous possibilities of utilizing the 
knowledge with nice results.

SACK. Term used in Elizabethan England (also “Sherris Sack”) 


to mean Sherry; literally, the verb sacar in Spanish means 
(among other things) “to transfer from one place or coun- 
try to another,” and a Vino de Saca then meant, and now 
means, a wine destined for export. “Dry Sack,” however, is 
a brand of Sherry, a good quality Amoroso, put out by the 
house of Williams & Humbert. 


SAINT AMOUR (Sant Ah-mour). Northernmost of the important 


wine-producing communes of the Beaujolais, and officially 
ranked as one of the nine best. It is directly northeast of 
Julienas, and its full name is Saint-Amour-Bellevue (it 
should not, of course. be confused with the town of St. 
Amour, off east in the département of the Jura). Its wine 
is popular, perhaps partially on account of its romantic 
name, but on the whole it deserves its rank and its fame: 
it is a fruity, tender red wine, soon ready. 


SAINT-EMILION (Sant A-me-lee-awn). Ancient and wonder- 


fully picturesque little town, rich in ruins and medieval 
buildings, set on the edge of an escarpment overlooking 
the green Dordogne Valley, some twenty miles east of 
Bordeaux. It was already famous for its wines in the Fourth 
Century, and, with 16.000 acres of wines, it district produces 
more superior wine today than any other division of the 
Bordeaux Country. Most of the best vineyards are in the 
township of St. Emilion itself, but seven adjoining com- 
munes are also entitled to the appellation, and five more 
areas, or communes, plus a portion of a sixth, may add the 
words “St. Emilion” to their own name on wine labels, as 
Lussac-St. Emilion, etc. The finest wines come either from 
the steep, chalky slopes of the escarpment itself (vins des 
cétes), or from the high, gravelly plateau behind (vins 
des graves or Graves-St. Emilion). Among the former, Cha- 
teaux Ausone. Bélair, Magdelaine, Canon, Clos Fourtet, 
Beauséjour, La Gaffliére-Naudes, are perhaps the most 
famous, with at least thirty or forty others deserving almost 
equal rank. Of the latter, Chateau Cheval Blanc is easily 
irst, with Chateaux Figeae, Croque-Michotte, Corbin, etc.,

This bold experiment seems so far 
entirely>successful, and the predictions of the late, great 
Professor Bioletti, who foresaw a remarkable viticultural 
future for San Benito County, seems likely to be fulfilled. 
Most of the vineyards are in the high country south of the 
town of Hoilister and of San Juan Bautista, which was one 
of the original Spanish missions, just over a hundred miles 


due south of San Francisco. 


SANCERRE (Sawn-sair). Picturesque hill town, overlooking the 
upper Loire, in central France; its white wine, pale, fresh, 
with considerable breed and an engaging fruitiness and 
bouquet, greatly resembling the nearby Pouilly-Fumé and 
made from the same grape, the Sauvignon Blanc. Perhaps 
on the whole even shorter-lived than Pouilly-Fumé and 
sooner ready, Sancerre is a great favorite in Paris restau- 
rants and at its best is certainly one of the most agreeable 
of the lesser white wines of France. The best of it comes, 
not from the township of Sancerre, but from surrounding 
villages, of which Amigny, Bué, Champtin, Chavignol, 
Reigny, and Verdigny are especially noteworthy. The total 

| production varies greatly from year to year, but the average 
is not far from 200,000 gallons. A little excellent rosé is 
produced in the district from the Pinot Noir, and some 
experts consider it the best rosé of France. 


SANDUSKY. Town on Lake Erie between Cleveland and Toledo. 
Formerly a center of Ohio wine production, thanks to the 
vineyards nearby and on the Lake Erie islands. 


SANGRIA (Sahn-gree-ah). Refreshing sort of wine punch, popu- 
lar in Spain in warm weather. Its usual ingredients are red 
wine, lemon juice, sugar, water or soda water, and some- 
times berries or sliced fruit and various flavorings. 


SANTA CLARA. Valley and county at the southern end of San 
Francisco Bay, taking its name from the old Spanish mission 
in what is now the town of Santa Clara, near San José. 
Until not long ago, most of the valley floor was planted in 
walnuts and prune orchards, and many of the foothills to 
the east and west were covered with vineyards. As a result 
of the recent, astonishing increase in population in this part 
of California. most of these are tending to disappear, and 
housing developments are taking their place. A number of 
leading producers (notably Almadén and Paul Masson) 
have been forced to plant new vineyards in less populous 
districts further south, and others have simply ceased to 
exist. There remains the Novitiate of Los Gatos (a Catholic 
school), San Martin (with a plant in San José and vines 
near Gilroy), a small portion of the original Almadén vine- 
yard, and a few others of less consequence. At the present 
rate, Santa Clara’s great and well-deserved reputation as a 
fine wine-producing county will soon be a matter of history. 


SANTA CRUZ. One of California’s “‘North Coast Counties,” al- 
though never very important as far as wine was concerned. 
It lies along the Pacific. some 50 to 80 miles south of San 
Francisco, and directly west of Santa Clara. It is consider- 
ably more famous today for its redwood groves and summer 
resorts than for its vineyards. only a few of which are still 
in production, Hallcrest, near Felton, is perhaps the best. 


SANTENAY (Sawn’t-nay). Southernmost village of the Céte d’Or, 
in Burgundy. Some very acceptable dry white wines are 
(Please turn to page 66) 
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made from the Chardonnay grape, and others (less good) 
from the Pinot Blanc: the reds are better. These resemble 
somewhat the red wines of Chassagne-Montrachet nearby, 
being rather full and soft, yet with a good deal of tannin 
and occasionally an earthy taste, or gout de terroir. Not too 
expensive. they are often excellent values. The best vineyard 


is Graviéres. 


SARMENT (Sahr-mawn). French for “cane,” the mature shoot of 


a vine, such as those that bear fruit and are pruned during 
the dormant season. 


SAUMUR (So-muhr). Major wine-producing area along the south 


or left bank of the Loire River, in France, technically part 
of the province of Anjou although most of its wines resemble 
rather more those of the adjoining province of Touraine. 
Saumur itself is an attractive river town, with an old chateau 
and a famed cavalry school. The best vineyards are south 
and southeast of the town, and the total production of the 
delimited zone is not far from two million gallons. Consider- 
ably more than half of this is white wine, made from the 
Chenin Blane grape; the rest is vin rosé and red wine, 
both of better-than-average quality and both made from the 
Cabernet Franc. The more productive and inferior grape 
varieties are hardly grown at all and no wine from them is 
entitled to the appellations Saumur or Coteaux de Saumur. 
A very substantial amount of sparkling wine is made, both 
of the above grape varieties being used, and is sold in 
France and to the export trade as Sparkling Saumur, or 
Saumur Mousseux. The still white wines are generally dryer 
than those from the western part of Anjou, yet with a trace 
of sweetness. The best of them come from the villages of 
Montsoreau, Brezé, Bizay, Parnay, St. Cyr, Dampierre, Tur- 
quant, Varrains, Epieds, and Saix; they improve greatly in 


bottle and are surprisingly long-lived. The rosés are made 





entirely from the Cabernet France grape, and are often too 
pale, being almost white wines to the eye as well as to the 
palate, though of good quality. The reds, also from the 
Cabernet Franc, are somewhat more uneven, but those of 
eood vintage years can be surprisingly fine, somewhere be- 
tween a Médoc and a Chinon in character, especially those 


from the village of Champigny. 


SAUTERNES (Saw-tairn). Originally and properly the name of a 





little French village, set down in a district of vine-covered 
hillsides some 30 miles south of Bordeaux. The officially 
delimited Sauternes zone comprises five townships, Preignac, 
Bommes, Fargues. Barsac. and Sauternes itself. and the 
total annual production hardly exceeds 300,000 cases. No 
wine of other origin may legally be sold as Sauternes in 
France or in most other countries, the United States being, 
of course, an exception. 

True Sauternes (note the final s, even in the singular) is 
a rich, golden wine, high in alcohol (often over 14 percent) 
and decidedly sweet: there is no such thing as a “Dry Sau- 
ternes” from France. The finest Sauternes are al] sold under 
the names of specific chateaux, and are chateau-bottled. The 
leading vineyards include Chateau d’Yquem (a true grand 
seigneur, and in a class apart), then Chateaux La Tour- 
Blanche, Lafaurie-Peyraguey. Haut-Peyraguey, Rayne-Vig- 
neau, Suduiraut, Coutet, Climens, Guiraud, Rieussec. 
Rabaud-Sigalas, Rabaud-Promis, etc. The grapes grown are 
the Semillon and Sauvignon Blane, plus a small amount of 
\Muscadella; these are picked late, in a series of harvestings, 
when they are not only ripe but over-ripe, and when their 
juice has been further concentrated by the action of a 
beneficent mold, the so-called “Pourriture noble,’ botrytis 
cinerea. As a result, Sauternes are among the sweetest of all 
natural wines. and should properly be described as natural

dessert wines. At their best they are quite extraordinary, 
velvety, and almost creamy despite their strength, remark- 
able for their fruit, their breed, and their bouquet. The term 
Haut-Sauternes is a trade designation, generally applied to 
Sauternes that are particularly sweet, but it has no official 
meaning, and legally any wine that can be called Sauternes 
may also be sold as Haut-Sauternes. 

In California and generally in the United States, the name 
“Sauterne” (without the final “s”) has practically become a 
synonym for white wine. Legally, it can be made from any 
and all varieties of grapes, grown no matter where. It is 
usually dry, and bears little or no resemblance to the 
French original; it must, however, carry an indication of 
its American origin in easily readable type on its front 
label. Many less scrupulous American producers bottle the 
same wine under the name “Chablis” and “Sauterne,” which 
practice, of course, would be unthinkable and highly illegal 
in France. The nearest American equivalents of French Sau- 
ternes are considerably drier than the French and are usu- 
ally sold, not under the passepartout name but as Semillon 
or Sauvignon Blanc, after the grapes out of which they are 
made. There are a few American sweet Sauternes, but these 
are made by a process altogether different from that pre- 
vailing in the true Sauternes country of France. 


IGNON or SAUVIGNON BLANC (So-veen-yawn). Splen- 
did white wine grape, perhaps surpassed in quality, among 
the world’s known varieties, only by the Chardonnay and 
the true Riesling. In the Bordeaux Country, it is the leading 
variety of Graves and, with the Semillon, of Sauternes. 
Again in France, in the upper Loire Valley, where it is also 
known as the Blanc-Fumé, it yields such charming, fruity, 
and racy wines as Pouilly-Fumé, Sancerre, and Quincy. 
Finally, in the North Coast counties of California, especially 
in Livermore and San Benito, it gives a somewhat fuller- 
bodied wine, but with the same unmistakable distinction 
and bouquet and flavor. 


IE (Sah-vwa). District comprising the modern départements 
of Savoie and Haute-Savoie, south of Lake Geneva and 
bounded on the east by Italy. Most of the wines are of 
purely local interest, but Crépy and Seyssel are perhaps ex- 
ceptions. 


RZHOFBERG (Shartz-hawf-bairg). One of the very great- 
est white wine vineyards of the world, consisting of less than 
30 acres of Riesling vines, planted on an exceedingly steep, 
slate hillside, in Wiltingen, on the Saar, in Germany. The 
Scharzhof is an old manor house that has belonged for 
several generations to the Egon Muller family. Most of the 
vines are the property of Egon Muller himself. but his 
cousin, A. J. Koch, also owns a portion, as does the endow- 
ment of the Cathedral of Trier (the wines from this last 
being sold as Dom Scharzhofberger). The wine is called 
simply Scharzhofberger, without mention of Wiltingen, the 
village, and few wine names and few labels are accorded 
such unhesitating respect by wine-lovers in all countries. 
This is no more than fair for there are few wines as remark- 
able as a Scharzhofberger of a year like °53, or °59, and even 
the secondary years such as ’61 (and °62), yield fine wines 
of surprising distinction (none better). Light, but with 
great depth of flavor, austere and yet fragrant and flowery, 
the great Scharzhofbergers are not far from perfection. 


AVA (Ski-ch-va). Interesting and excellent red wine grape, 
widely grown in the Italian Tyrol and to some extent along 
the western shore of Lake Garda. One of the rare fine wine 
grapes which is a good table grape as well. Generally trained 
on high pergolas, it gives wines that are rather light in 
color, low in tannin, fresh, fragrant, early-maturing. Three 
sub-varieties of Schiava exist: the best, with the lowest 
yield and smallest berries, is the Schiava gentile (Klein- 
vernatch, in the loca] dialect) ; somewhat more productive is 
the Schiavone, or Schiava meranese: the Schiava grigia is 
third in importance 





. though all three are often grown in the 
same vineyard, at Santa Maddalena, for example.

on this seaward slope of Washington State, where the weath- 
er is often mild, but wet.

The largest step in the remodeling process here was the 
house.

brought to the door by chauffeur. For this mode of arrival, 
the porte-cochere was perfect. Today, most guests drive their 
own cars, and there should be easy parking as near the entry 
as possible. It was decided to remove the porte-cochere. 
When this was done, it revealed unmatched windows and 
other architectural horrors of the past. The only solution 
was to change the facade and provide a new drive and 
entry court. This led inevitably to remodeling the exterior. 
This, in turn, led to the interior remodeling. The result is 
much more extensive than originally planned, but it is also 
infinitely more rewarding. 

A completely new glassed-in room was added to the side 
of the house facing the swimming pool and the renovated 
garden. The original brick walk. which was built 45 years 
ago, connects it directly to the remodeled summerhouse. The 
new room serves beautifully to relate the garden to the house 
the year around. The garden is well worth viewing at all 
seasons. Against the backdrop of native fir trees there is 
a large collection of rhododendrons and azaleas. These

e All over the country, from Back Bay to Nob Hill, peo- 
ple are rediscovering the city, finding that urban living 
frequently offers advantages that can’t be matched in sub- 
urbia. At the same time, the town house is also being 
rediscovered. But that nostalgic reminder of the past 
century does more than satisfy sentimental appreciation 
for the dignity and elegance that once was. The high- 
stooped, high-ceilinged city-row house usually offers a 
bargain in sturdy, old-time construction, plus that most 
precious of ali present-day commodities—space. Best of all, 
it need not require drastic and expensive structural change 
to bring it livably up to date, as you will see from this six- 
page “before” and “after” documentation of a transformed 
San Francisco town house. Architect John L. Field made the 
major changes primarily by redistributing space, through 
subtle rearrangement of interior walls and door openings.

Whether its facade is New York’s brownstone, Boston’s brick, 


or the West Coast’s bow-windowed frame, a town house is 
usually narrow. This one is about 18’. Rooms are generally 
high-ceilinged, strung out in boxcar placement which per- 
mits the merging of several smallish rooms into a few of 
ample proportions. You can expect such individualizing 
dividends as excellent architectural quality in interior wood- 
work, details like mullioned windows, oriels, leaded glass, 
and ironwork, which represent craftsmanship almost non- 
existent today. Plumbing and wiring usually need replace- 
ment. Structurally, the houses are usually good, but plumb-

in the way of space, arrangement of rooms, and equipment 
needed for the comfort and convenience of modern life. The 
provisions for outdoor living are so complete that it makes 
use of the open-air spaces possible no matter what the 
weather. At one end of the stone-floored terrace is a glass- 
enclosed section. fully roofed, that is pleasantly sheltered 
regardless of how hard the wind blows off the water. On 
balmier days, the sitting is nicer at the other, open-air 
end of the terrace. There are dining and game tables at both 
ends. Glass jalousies can be opened in the open wall to allow 
cross breezes, if that is necessary. 

Indoors, the designing of the spaces was just as carefully 
worked out. A study of the floor plan will reveal that there 
are spaces for all kinds of activities, each one with its own 


equipment, work area, and storage.

There 
was far too little storage space. Work counters were in- 
adequate, and its minimum equipment was old and outdated. 
The room’s chief virtue was its 18’ by 18’ size. However, 
with its walls cut up by seven glass-paneled doors leading 
to closets and other areas of the house, it seemed hopeless. 

Mrs. Slater, who is a decorator, had definite ideas about 
the appearance of her kitchen. She likes to cook and enter- 
tain and has a rich background in fine food and its prepara- 
tion. As a member of the family that started The Four 
Seasons and other famous restaurants, she also had ideas 
about the organization of a kitchen. 

How to cope with the problem of so many doors was her 
first consideration. Closing off even half of them and re- 
designing new entryways in other parts of the house was 


too costly and too impractical. (Please turn to page 205)

e The advantage of having a wood deck when the floor level 
of your house isn’t at ground level is well known. It elimi- 
nates the barrier of steps. It puts the outdoors at the same 
level as the indoors. The virtue of a deck when there is no 
flat land is also well known. It gives you a level, smooth 
floor without grading and filling. Less familiar is that a 
deck can be the solution when there are erosion or drainage 
problems. This Seattle house is a good example. 

On a hilltop site, or where soil is unstable and heavy rains 
are inclined to undermine a slab paving, a deck is the wise 
choice. It permits runoff water to go under it freely, and 
the structure itself is too light to predispose toward slides. 
The wood deck illustrated here was built after the owners 
had the disastrous experience of having on-grade paving 
washed down the slope. The deck ended the erosion prob- 


lem and has now been in successful use for nearly ten yea-s.

e Interesting and useful space was discovered here, all under 
the same old roof, and with no major structural changes. 
Two walls of an existing storage locker were extended, 
under the old roof line, to join with the original house. 

This simple plan is so good because it is free of con- 
ventional thinking about rectangular rooms. The result is a 
non-boxy room that creates a long diagonal space, producing 
the illusion of greater space than a rectangular solution could 
have done. The eyes see beyond actual limits of corners to 
terrace at one end and through mitered plate-glass windows 


at the other. Diagonal is five feet longer than any side.

If flowers aren’ 5 
they go to seed and their seas 
ended. Pick them freely to promo 
more bloom. An_ old-fashioned 
name for zinnia is “cut-and-come- 
again”; this can be applied to 
many other annuals. 

Buy the best seed you can. Don’t 
buy packets of mixed colors un- 
less you can’t get the flowers you 
want any other way. Many good 
seedsmen, because of popular de- 
mand, now sell flower seed with the 
colors packaged separately. If 
you're a beginner, choose the easy 
kinds. An evening spent with seed 
catalogs will help you decide which 
are best for your needs. 

Most annuals bloom best in the 
sun, but a few—such as nicotiana 
and balsam—will bloom well in 
partial shade and reseed themselves 
freely. 

The term “cutting garden” has a 
utilitarian connotation. It is not 
usually considered as part of the 
garden proper, or even as a place 
of beauty, but is often thought of 
as a few rows of flowers in a vege- 
table garden or behind a fence or 
garage. You go there only when you 
want some flowers. 

There’s no reason why a cutting 
garden can’t be in any of these 
places, but perhaps we should re- 
vise our thinking and try to do 
more interesting things with it. 
It’s a blaze of color in season and 
can be a credit to any garden. 

As to the best location for a 
cutting garden, there are two points 
of view: You may put it where it 
is pretty much out of sight, and 
therefore requires less careful lay- 
out and attention; or it may be a 
featured part of the garden scene. 

In most climates the plants 
themselves can be counted on for 
than half the year. If the 
planting area is to be in daily 
view, the beds should have a de- 
sign of their own that will be at- 
tractive when the flowers are gone. 


less 


Attractive and well-proportioned 
raised beds of brick or wood can 
be of interest from the time the 
seed rows are set out until the 
last flowers are harvested. In 
the off-season the beds can be 
mulched with a handsome material 
such as wood chips or cocoa-bean 
hulls. A few potted hardy dwarf 
evergreens may be plunged into the 
beds for winter interest. 

If beds are not raised. they may 
be edged with brick, with 2 by 4’s 
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yation, fertilizing, and gathering. 

If one color is used in each bed, 
you'll get a more brilliant effect. 
Color counts for more in masses 
than when scattered. To increase 
the usefulness of this area, each 
bed may be underplanted with 
spring bulbs, which add to the 
length of the blooming season and 
also are good for cutting. 

No two locations are alike. Each 
differs in size, layout. and exposure 
to sun and wind; no rules can be 
laid down for placement of the 
garden. For masses of flowers, a 
sunny spot and good fertile well- 
drained soil are musts. Once you 
have enjoyed the beauty of a pro- 
ductive cutting garden, it is a small 
Juxury you aren't likely to give up.

SEDIMENT. The deposit, or precipitate of crystals and other 
solids that most wines tend to throw as they are aged in 
bottle. It is as natural a part of an old wine as the peel 
is part of an orange or the shell part of an egg. It should 
never be confused with cloudiness or haziness or lack of 
clarity, all of which are grave faults, and often indicate 
that a wine is not fit to drink. Sediment, on the contrary, 
is not a defect in any sense; it is a sign of bott!e-age, and 
a fine red wine that claims to be old and has no sedime it 
may well be regarded with suspicion. In the case of white 

| wines, sediment usually takes the form of colorless crystals 

| of cream of tartar, which is the base of baking powder. These 
are tasteless and harmless and will often disappear if the 
wine is shaken and then left for a week or so in a warm 
room. If white and powdery rather than colorless, some 
pectins and albumens from the grape are probably also 
present. Red wine sediment is more copious and more com- 
plex, and sometimes forms a mask or crust over the inside 
of the bottle. It is composed of tannins, pigments, and 
minute quantities of the mineral salts normally present in 
wine. In any case. sediment should settle fairly rapidly if 
the bottle is disturbed and should simply be left in the 
bottle when the clear wine is poured off. Certain very full- 
bodied red wines (Hermitage and Barolo, for example, in a 
great vintage) throw so heavy a sediment that they must 
often be decanted and rebottled after two or three years of 


cellar-aging before they are shipped.

the fish (with dry white wine) precedes the meat (presum- 


ably with red), and so on. 


SEMILLON (Say-me-yawn). Excellent white wine grape. widely 
grown in southwestern France and planted to some extent in 
California. It gives its best results when interplanted with 
or vinified with another variety, especially the Sauvignon 
Blane, as in Sauternes and Graves. Alone, its wine has defi- 
nite character and considerable class, but frequently is often 
too low in acid, lacks freshness and fruit, as frequently in 
the case of Montravel and Monbazillac, in France, and oc- 
casionally in California. On the whole, the best Semillon 
wines are those that have at least a trace of sweetness; bone 
dry, they can be slightly bitter, especially if produced in a 


warm district. 


SERCIAL (Sair-see-al). An important and excellent white grape 
variety, producing what are, on the whole, the best dry 


wines on the island of Madeira. 


SEYSSEL (Say-sel/). Interesting white wine, pale, fresh. light, 
very dry, produced round the little town of this name on the 
Rhone River, east (upstream) from Lyon. A large part of 
the very limited production is made into mousseux, and 
Seyssel. Mousseux is one of the very best sparkling wines of 
France, surpassed, perhaps, only by Champagne. 


SHERRY. (The subject of Sherry will be covered in a separate 
article in a forthcoming issue of House BEAUTIFUL.) 


SICK. A sick wine is a bad wine, almost always cloudy, usually 
with a bouquet which is odd, unfamiliar, and unpleasant, a 
flavor which is definitely “off.” Fortunately, very few such 


wines ever reach the consumer. 


SILKY. Wine tasters’ term, applied to wines that are notably 
smooth and fine-textured.

SMALL. Wine tasters’ term, applied to a wine of not much con- 
sequence, not much distinction, let alone body or power— 
possibly very agreeable all the same. Many “ordinary” wines 
are small. but there are plenty of us who would prefer them 
to great wines as a daily diet, as we might prefer good, 


simple cooking to /a grande cuisine. 


SOAPY. Wine tasters’ term used of wines that are disagreeably 
flat, low in acid, and unappetizing. 


SOAVE (Swa-vay). Excellent dry white wine, among Italy’s best, 
produced just west of Verona, on the southernmost foothills 
of the Alps. he predominant grape varieties are the Gar- 
ganega and Trebbiano, plus a little Riesling. The vines are 
trained high, pergola-fashion, six or seven feet above the 
ground. In addition to the extremely picturesque little town 
of Soave itself, the neighboring village of Monforte is con- 
sidered part of the Soave zone, and a very large part of 
their local production is crushed by the local cooperative 
cellar, or Cantina Sociale, one of Italy’s most important and 
best equipped. Shipped in tall green bottles, like the wines 
of Alsace, Soave is pale-straw in color, light, clean and 
fresh on the palate, dry without being acid—a most agree- 
able wine, in short, though hardly a great one. It matures 
early and should be drunk before it is three years old. 


SOFT. Wine tasters’ term, a generally favorable adjective, al- 
though not always so. A soft wine is one neither harsh nor 
green, although possibly mild and dull. All wines should 
have some softness; if they have too much they may be flat 


or even common, 

SOMMELIER (So-mel-yea). French term for wine waiter. In 
French restaurants, the sommelier is usually in charge of 
some bottling and cellar work as well, and, when serving, 
wears a traditional uniform, with a chain and keys.

SONOMA. One of the most important wine-producing counties of 


Calif and on the whole one of the best. It 





lies north of San Francisco; its southern edge is on tide- 


nd overlooks San Francisco Bay. The nearby town 
Sonoma owes its origin to the northernmost of the 21 


Spanish missions established by Franciscan monks north of 
what is now the Mexican border between 1769 and 1823: it 


was they who brought the vine and viticulture to California. 
Commercial vineyards were planted near Sonoma before 
the Civil War, and among the best known was Buena Vista, 


which belonged to Colonel (or Count) Haraszthy, who has 


not unfairly been called the father of the California wine 


Like many California counties, Sonoma is almost a little 
world in itself and has an astonishingly wide diversity of 
climates and soils and countryside. The interior. from San 
Francisco Bay and the town of Sonoma northward to Santa 
Rosa and Guerneville, is as cool as Burgundy in France, and 
admirably adapted to wine-growing; on the west, the Coast 
Range, covered with giant redwoods, along the bleak 
beaches of the cold Pacific, is not wine country at all, far 
too cold and too humid for the vine; farther north, in the 
Russian River Valley, from Healdsburg to Asti and beyond, 
there are thousands of acres of rolling hills and vineyards, 
as productive and warm as those of central Italy. These, 
largely planted to common red varieties, such as the 
Carignan, Petit Syrah, Mataro and Grenache, and of course 
the Zinfandel, give a more-than-respectable vin ordinaire. 
much better than that of the French Midi. The whites, from 
the northern, warmer part of the country, are far less good 
than the reds. 


SOUPLE. Literally, French for “supple,” although more properly 
used of wine than its English equivalent. It means a wine 


not too high in tannin or at id, smooth, agreeable, ready to 


drink. 


SPARKLING BURGUNDY. Burgundy wine made sparkling or 
mousseux by any one of several methods; generally, red, 
although some rosé and some white are produced. Long 
popular in the United States and to a lesser degree in Eng- 

land, it is hardly ever drunk in France except by tourists, 

and does not even appear on the wine lists of most of the 
better French restaurants. The finer grades of still Burgundy 


ire never used in its manufacture; it is a wine regarded with 


imused contempt by most real wine lovers and by all 
experts. American Sparkling Burgundy, whether produced 

California or in New York State, is substantially as good 
s that I 


SPATLESE (Shpate-lay-zuh). German wine term, which literally 
means “late picking” or “late harvest.’ On a label it in- 


dicates a superior natural (unsugared) wine, made from 


grapes picked after the main, normal vintage is over. Such 
grapes of course tend to be somewhat riper than the average, 
I Spatlese is therefore fuller-bodied, riper, and generally 
a trace sweeter than other wines of the same vineyard and 
ilso usually costs from 30 to 50 percent more. 

SPICY. Said of a wine with a pronounced and special aroma or 
taste, piquant but natural, properly its own and on the 
whole agreeable. Gewurztraminer is an obvious example, but

SPUMANTE (Spoo-mahn-tay). Italian word which means foam- 
ng or sparkling; as applied to wine, a wine that is truly 
sparkling, as contrasted with one that is frizzante, or only 
slightly and briefly so. Spumanti are made in various ways, 
Gran Spumante usually by the French Cham- 
ene process or fermentation in bottle, most of the others

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STEINBERG (Shtein-bairg). Celebrated historic 62-acre vine- 
yard in the heart of Germany’s Rheingau district. It was 
created and the wall around it was constructed in the 12th 
Century by monks of the same Cistercian Order as those 
responsible for its sister domain, the Clos de Vougeot, in 
Burgundy, and the same remarkable man, St. Bernard de 
Clairvaux, oversaw the creation of both. Together with the 
adjoining monastery, Kloster Eberbach, the vineyard was 
taken over by the German state, and is now part of the 
Staatsweingut. It stretches over the rolling hills directly 
behind Hattenheim, and its wines are sold as Steinberger, or 

SteinbergemKabinett, or Steinberger Spatlese Kabinett, or 

Auslese, Trockenbeerenauslese, ete. Between these various 
grades and classes, all Naturweine and all estate-bottled, 
there are of course enormous differences, even in any given 
year. All of them have, nevertheless, certain family charac- 
teristics—full body, authority, great class, power, and depth 
of flavor, sometimes at the expense of subtlety and forth- 
rightness, sometimes at the expense of charm. They are less 
good in very dry years than the Marcobrunners, and less 
attractive in poor years than the riper and fruitier Riide- 
sheimers; at their best they are simply incomparable. 





STILL. Nonsparkling. If a new wine, one that has finished its 
| fermentation; if an older wine, one that contains no percepti- 
ble amount of COs, or carbon dioxide. 


STURDY. Wine tasters’ term, perhaps a little less favorable than 
robust. 


SUGARS. As far as wine is concerned, these are most simply 
defined as the elements in must or grape juice that can be 
converted into alcohol through the action of yeast—fer- 
mentable sugars, in other words. But also normally present 
in grape juice and most wine are minute amounts of non- 
fermentable sugars, such as pentose; reducing sugar is the 
total of both, determined chemically. Residual sugar is the 
sugar remaining in a wine, for whatever reason, after fer- 
mentation. 


SULPHITING. The adding of sulphur in the form of sulphurous 
acid, sulphur dioxide or sulphites, to grape juice or to 
wine, with the object of delaying or preventing fermenta- 
tion. This is common practice in modern wineries; the must, 
once sterilized, is later re-innoculated with a special chosen 
yeast culture. But when the same process is used to “hold” 
the sweetness of a light, partially fermented wine, the 
result, unless great care is exercised, can be most unfortu- 
nate—a wine that literally reeks of sulphur, like many 
cheap Liebfraumilchs and white Bordeaux. 


SULPHUR. Element properly and widely used in many phases of 
grape-growing and wine-making. Dusted or sprayed on the 
vines, it is an efficient safeguard against many of the di- 

seases, fungi, and pests to which grapes are subject. In the 

cellar, it is a standard sterilizing agent for casks, barrels, 
etc. But it is often used, and often too freely used, to keep 





a poorly balanced white wine from oxidizing, or to “hold” 
a certain amount of sweetness in a wine that would other- 
wise continue its fermentation and be completely dry. There 
is nothing objectionable about this practice, providing the 
sulphur is not too apparent in the finished wine. To a wine 
taster, the presence of even a limited amount of sulphur 
usually makes itself known by a slight prickling in the 
nose, and an odd, faintly “pasty” impression on the tip of 
the tongue. 


SULPHURING. Sulphuring, a quite different process from sul- 
| phiting, involves the sterilizing of casks or barrels in the 
cellar and the treatment of vines in the field. Vineyards are 
regularly dusted with flowers of sulphur to prevent oidium 
and mildew during the growing season. Sulphur wicks are 
frequently burned in empty casks to eliminate bacteria. 


SWEET. Sweetness in a table wine. or in a fortified wine, for 
that matter, may be wholly natural or partly natural or not 
(Please turn to page 54) 
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natural at all. In a fine French Sauternes or a Beerenauslese 
from the Rhineland, it comes from the grapes themselves, 
which have been allowed to hang on the vines until they are 
overripe and wholly natural. Due to the difference in climate, 
no such natural sweet wines are produced, except experi- 
mentally, in the United States. In many other wines, sweet- 


ness also comes entirely from the grape, but remains in the 

wine because sulphur has been used or brandy added—the

SYLVANER (Sil-van-ner.) Rather productive, superior white wine 
| grape, probably of German or Austrian origin, widely 
| planted in many countries. In Germany, it is easily first in 
| total acreage, although it gives a lighter, softer, shorter-lived 
wine than the more distinguished Riesling. In Alsace it is 
classed as a “noble” variety, an honor which it scarcely 
merits, since the wine it yields is really just an excellent 
| vin de carafe, fresh, fruity, and agreeable. It does well in 
Austria, and in the Italian Tyrol, especially round Bres- 
sanone; and there are some plantings in Switzerland, in 
California, and in Chile. In the course of its travels it has 
acquired some odd pseudonyms: it is called the Oester- 
reicher (the “Austrian’”) in the Rheingau, the Franken 
Traube (or “Franconian grape”) in the Rheinpfalz, and 
| even the “Franken Riesling” in Franconia itself, where, for 

once, it approaches the true Riesling in quality. In Switzer- 
land, it is sometimes known as the “Johannisberg,” and it 
| even calls itself, quite legally, the “Riesling” in California. 
It has been often successfully crossed with the true Riesling: 
the so-called Mainriesling and the popular Miller-Thurgau 
are two of the best-known offspring. 





| TACHE, La (La Tahsh). One of the very great red Burgundies, 
produced by a small vineyard in the commune of Vosne- 
Romanee, entirely owned by the owners of Romanee-Conti 
and a part of the domain that carries this name. In the days 
when wine regulations were less strict its wines were some- 
times labeled “La Tache Romanee,” and the late Christopher 
Morley gave this name to one of his books, The Romany 
Stain, but it is unlikely that Romanee had any connection 
with gypsies, as he fancied, and it is at least doubtful that 
Tache, in this instance, means “stain.” Before World War 
II, the vineyard consisted of about three and one-half acres, 
between Les Gaudichots and Les Malconsorts. A new decree, 
during the German occupations in 1943, accorded to a 
major part of Les Gaudichots, the appellation La Tache, 
and there are now about 15 acres entitled to the name. This 
quadrupling of the vineyard’s extent has of course increased 
its production, and 201 hectoliters (roughly 2,200 cases) 
were made in 1962, The wine has not much suffered (for Les 
Gaudichots was a very great vineyard) and is velvety, full- 
bodied, with quite extraordinary bouquet and depth of 
flavor. @

notorious traps for scale. They may 
be the bottlenecks that choke off 
your supply. 

4. Insulate long pipe runs. As 
water stands or passes through un- 
insulated pipe, it loses heat. A ten- 
foot length of common galvanized 
iron pipe can dissipate water heat 
from as much as 200 gallons a 
month. Exposed pipes can be easily 
and inexpensively insulated with 
wrap-around Fiberglas. 

5. Install a tempering tank. It 
can be almost any kind of metal 
water tank. Cold water entering 
your heater may have a tempera- 
ture of only 40 degrees. If you 
route it to a tempering tank first, 
it may have a chance to warm up 
to room temperature (70 degrees or 
more) before going to the heater. 
This eases the load on the heater 
and may increase its output 25 per- 
cent or more. The larger the tank 
the better, and it should not be in- 
sulated. You can buy an 82-gallon 
glass-lined water tank for about 
$50, from dealers in well pumps 
and equipment. A tempering tank 
may sweat, so be sure to locate it 
where condensation can be drained 
away easily. 

6. Add a storage tank. In some 
areas there is a lower rate for elec- 
tricity used in water heating, but

7. Install a mixing valve. You 
can boost the output of hot water 
10 percent or more by turning up 
the temperature dial on your heat- 
er to 160 degrees. A mixing valve 
will enable you to reduce the 160- 
degree temperature required for 
dishwasher 140-degree 
water for bath and laundry. If you

8. Install a “circulating” system. 
If you have to run off gallons of 
cold water before hot water comes, 
it means that your water heater is 
too far from the faucet. You can 
stop this waste by insulating the 


piping and installing a return line 
from the faucet to the heater tank. 
The line should have a downslope 
back to the tank, and be equipped 
with a checkvalve to prevent back- 
flow. Cold water will return from 
the faucet to the tank by gravity 
and be replaced by hot water. 

9. Install a flow-control valve. If 
you have a tankless heater and the 
water that comes out of your faucet 
isn’t hot enough. such a valve will 
slow the flow of water so it won’t 
go through the heater before reach- 
ing the proper temperature. There 
will be a pressure drop, but you 
will get hotter water. 

10. Wash your clothes in cool or 
cold water. You can stretch your 
hot-water supply by doing your 
washing with the new cold-water 
detergents. Some clothes washers 
use as much as 30 gallons of hot 
water per load, and are a major 
drain on hot-water systems. 


Shopping for a new heater 


If none of these methods solves 
or alleviates your problem, the 
only recourse is to get a larger, or 
an additional heater. 

How do you know how large a 
heater you really need? Most man- 
ufacturers include a table in their 
sales literature which shows the 
heater size needed to take care of 
a given number of people in a 
family with a given number of bath- 
rooms and hot-water-using appli- 
ances. If your anticipated heater 
requirements fall on the borderline, 
always buy the next larger size—it 
will be well worth the few extra 
dollars to gain this additional mar- 
gin of reserve. The larger tank 
size will also extend the life of the 
heater, since the more often a tank 
is heated, the more rapidly it will 
tend to corrode. 

However, it should be remem- 
bered that the amount of hot water 
you can get from a heater does not 
depend entirely on how large the 
tank is. The rate at which it can 
produce—or recover—hot water is 
also an important factor. “Recov- 
ery rate” simply means the ability 
of the water heater to supply an- 
other full tank of hot water after 
the first full tank has been used. 
For one hour’s use you can figure 
on 85 percent of the stored tankful 
of hot water plus the rated recov- 


ery amount. (A heater can deliver 


only 85 percent of its tank capacity 
without a sharp temperature drop.)

are changing the location of your 
heater in an existing home—or 
planning a new home—it is well to 
weigh fuel considerations. 

Fuel rates vary widely from re- 
gion to region. A comparison of 
local fuel rates will generally de- 
termine your most economical 
course. But be sure to take a long- 
range point of view. The cost of 
certain fuels may be changing dur- 
ing the next decade as some sources 
are depleted and others become 
increasingly available. 

Gas-fired water heaters have very 
rapid recovery, so their tank ca- 
pacity can be relatively small. 
They heat three to four times faster 
than electricity, but require a flue 
and must be installed where their 
burner can get combustion air with- 
out presenting a fire hazard. 

To get maximum hot water with 
greatest economy in a gas heater, 
select one that has more than one 
burner setting. Low-flame heating 
is the most efficient. A heater with 
two or three flame levels operates 
on high only when the demand is 
great, on low at other times. 

Electric water heaters have slow- 
er rates of heating—which neces- 
sitate larger storage tank capacity 
—hbut possess certain marked ad- 
vantages over other types. Requir- 
ing no air supply or venting, elec- 
tric heaters can be installed in 
tight places anywhere in the house 
without back, side or front clear- 
ance. An electric heater never has 
to be cleaned. Its heating elements 
are well above the level of sludge 
deposits, and lime won’t adhere to 
them. 
electric 
heater has appeared on the horizon. 
Hardly larger than a family Bible, 
it heats by passing a current right 
through the water. It can be con- 
cealed in a lavatory cabinet. 


A new tankless water 


Oil-fired water heaters have the 
fastest recovery rate. With a 30- 
gallon tank they can deliver 120 
gallons an hour. This is more than 
the average household needs. But 
since these heaters cost consider- 
ably more, they aren’t a wise in- 
vestment unless you need extraordi- 
nary capacity. 

If you are building a new home, 
or installing an entirely new heat- 
ing system in your old, there are 
advantages in having the house- 
heating boiler also supply your 
domestic hot water. It’s good for 
the boiler. Running it during the 
summer months helps prevent cor- 
rosion and rust. and keeps the 
motors dry. Having the heating 
plant do both jobs means one less 
piece of equipment to service. 

The outer jackets of most water 
heaters manufactured today are 
made of steel. Because steel is 
easily corroded, all but the low: 
priced, economy class heaters are 
lined with such “non-ferrous,” cor- 
rosion-resistant materials as glass, 
monel alloys, and molded stone or 
cement. The great majority of 
water heaters sold today have glass 
linings. 

A new glass-lined water heater 
can be expected to last 10 to 12 
years. Some warranties are for 15 
years, but if you read the fine print 
you will see that you can get out- 
right replacement for only 7 and 
a half years. After that, you are 
credited on a pro-rata basis. At 
8 years you'll get back less than 
half. Similarily, 10-year warranties 
are pro-rated after 5 years. 

No matter which kind of heater 
you buy, no matter which fuel you 
use, no matter how much you 
choose to pay—you are sure to find 
that a plentiful supply of hot water 
is still one of today’s best bargains

It is best to group plants that 
| thrive under the same conditions in 
one terrarium. If you want to start 
a woodland garden with tiny plants 
/and mosses picked while you are 
on a nature walk, use only those 
plants that need a cool, damp loca- 
tion. Don’t include any cacti. which 
require dryness and sunlight. Two 
good woodland starting plants are 
partridge-berry (Mitchella repens) 
|and pipsissewa (Chimaphila macu- 
lata, C. umbellata). 

For your woodland garden, plan 
to start collecting in the autumn 
after the arrival of the cold weath- 
er, for plants collected then make 
a more satisfactory growth than 
gathered before the first 
frost. As you walk, collect moss 
(Sphagnum is good) from rocks 
for lining the bottom of your con- 
tainer. You will find that moss adds 
texture to indoor gardens, espe- 
|cially if they are visible on all 
sides as are those in a footed glass 
container. Also add woodland fern 
to your native woodland garden or

container is large enough. Look for 
smal] ferns such as the common 
polypody (Polypodium vulgare), 
spleenwort (Aspleni- 
trichomanes), and mountain 
holly-fern (Polystichum lonchitis).

chips. It is needed to hold the ex- 
cess moisture which seeps down 
from the top layer of soil. The 
moisture will eventually be reab- 
sorbed by the soil. Miniature tools, 
available at garden-supply stores, 
work the best for planting and car- 
ing for miniature gardens. A thin 
layer of moss or dead leaves on 
top of the gravel will prevent any 
soil from filtering into the bottom 
drainage layer. The final 
should be good organic soil. Try 


layer 


one part peat moss and one part 
either sandy soil. loam, or topsoil. 
Regular garden soil is usually too 
soggy for a terrarium, but you can 
use the potting soil if plants are 
transferred from pots. Use enough 
soil to enable plants to take root 
(this will be the same depth as 
they were growing in before). and 
then arrange soil in varying depths 
to create a landscaped effect. 

A deciding factor in your forma- 
tion of hills and valleys will be 
whether one will see the garden 
from one side or many. Once you 
shape the contour of the soil, you 
are ready to arrange the plants, 
watered some hours previously. 

Begin with the 
placing them in the middle if the 
container is to be viewed from all 
sides; in the back, if viewed from 
one side. Plant smaller ones around 
the larger, allowing space between 


largest ones, 


plants, and insert moss and stones 
Where you think they are needed. 
Leaves of the plants should not 
touch the sides of the terrarium. 
When planting is completed, water 
your garden with a fine mist and 
clean the 


glass. Use 


leaves and 


tweezers to remove any particles 
remaining from the arrangement. 

Both the woodland and the cul- 
tivated gardens need good light but 
not direct sunlight. Most plants do 
best when placed near a window to 
receive the indirect morning sun- 
light (eastern exposure). But you 
are not limited to this exposure or 
position. If you place your garden 
in a room with western or northern 
exposure or in a room with little 
natural light, you may supplement 
with artificial light. With no nat- 
ural light, plants in a terrarium 
can survive with 12- to 16-hour 
daily periods of artificial light. 

The simple key to watering the 
plants is condensation. If there 
are droplets inside the glass, there 
will be enough moisture available 
for the plants. If there is no mois- 
ture and the soil is dry, spray a 
mist over the plants, usually once 
or twice a month. depending upon 
the rate of evaporation. Be careful 
not to flood the terrarium. If too 
much water is sprayed into it, wipe 
the droplets that appear inside the 
glass and keep the cover off until 
the excess moisture disappears. 
Fogging of the glass is caused by 
an excess of moisture. 

Unless your container has a very 
small opening, keep the terrarium 
covered for most of the day, and 
give your plants about a_ two-to- 
three hour period without cover. 

If you notice tiny insects inside 
the bowl, wipe the sides with a 
tissue or cloth sprayed with an in- 
secticide. It is important to clip 
any leaves that turn brown or slips 
that fail to root, in order to insure 
the health of the other plants.

Long perennial borders edging 
the lawn are a part of our garden 
heritage. If you have them, I’m not 
suggesting that you dig them up 


| and discard them, but no one can 


| deny that they’re difficult to plan, 
| difficult to keep full of seasonal 





color, and difficult to maintain. 

If you have wide perennial beds, 
you know that you need enough 
room between the flower bed and 
the background of a wall, hedge, 
or fence to help take care of inva- 
sive hedge roots, to give you a 
working space, and to give the 
plants elbow room. This working 
space should be the width

of a 


Plants should be free of any 
structural or planted background 
that might block light, air, and 
sunshine, all of which are essential 
to strong and healthy growth. 
Having theoretically moved the 
perennial bed this far, let’s see if 
it isn’t possible to move it really 
out into the open. It can be a much 
pleasanter and more satisfactory 
way of gardening; the plants will 
have space to develop their natural 
habits of growth; they'll branch 


out more fully and produce more 


and better flowers. With cultural 
conditions more to their liking, 
they will develop into sturdier 
specimens. 


When plants respond to better 
growing conditions, you can usually 
maintain a good effect with fewer 
plants. And, of course, the oppor- 
tunity of working on all sides of 
the flower beds will facilitate main- 
tenance and lighten your labor. 

And there’s another advantage— 
the flowers can be seen and enjoyed 
from all sides. As you walk around 


| the garden, there will be a con- 


tinual unfolding panorama of color 


and color combinations. so much 


| more appealing and interesting than 


the usual head-on or end views of 
the long perennial border.

“Planting in this style admits of 
unlimited variety in the form of 
the beds and contrasts in colors. So 
great is the care exercised in ar- 
ranging the designs that colored 
papers, giving the exact tints of the 
leading flowers and colored foliage 
are supplied by the dealers, in or- 
der that colored designs may be 
made and studied before putting 
them into execution; for a single 
misplaced color may _ spoil the 
effect of the whole... .” 

Well, most of this advice we can 
happily disregard. But his recom- 
mendations _ for of 
plants, careful planning of 
color relationships, and that “beds 
of any shape” may be used are

worth taking to heart. 
We must realize that we can do 


more with perennial beds than 


move them away from a structural | 


or planted background. We can 
make them assume any shape, and 
give them any location that will 
best suit our purposes and comple- 
ment our surroundings. 

Of course, many contemporary 
gardens have planting beds of in- 
formal design, but they are usually 
used as ground cover areas or for 
occasional planting, and are not 
designed as perennial flower beds. 

Free-standing planting beds, 
whether formal or informal, should 
be carefully and expertly inte- 
grated with the existing garden. It 
is best. in fact, if they are de- 
signed as a part of the original 


garden plan. At any rate. from 
both esthetic and_ horticultural 
considerations, there’s a good case 
for making our perennial beds 
more flexible, and having color 


where we need and want it. ™

How to dress up a stock tub 


e In the recent rush to glamorize the bathroom. some de- 
signers have turned to custom-made tubs in new forms— 
sunken, circular, neck-deep, oversize, etc. We report on these 
in the stories that follow. but of equal importance are the 
new ways other designers have found to raise the ready-made 
stock tub to the level of the other elegant furnishings. 

The enclosing of a stock tub with another material has 
much to recommend it over the custom-made tub. Much of the 
same esthetic purpose—to put the tub in harmony with the 
rest of the room—is achieved. Yet. because the unit that 
holds the bath water is still the tub itself. there are no 


special problems of waterproofing joints. building in a drain,

etc. In designing the enclosure for the tub, you have complete 
freedom to add ledges. seats, or shelves that will make the 
tub area become an integral part of its surroundings. 

The materials you may use to dress up a tub vary from the 
most luxurious to the most modest. Here, and on the next 
six pages, are enclosures done with marble, tile, wood, and 
slate. In each case the material is used elsewhere in the 


room so that the aim—integration of design—is achieved.

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How to get the best light at the 


It’s not too late to do something about the 
lighting in your bathroom. The mirror 
is where you most need good light, and small 


changes there can make a big difference 
By DAVID X. MANNERS 


e Having excellent light at the bathroom mirror can be one 
of the small but real pleasures of your life. Since this is 
a work area, you need the best possible seeing for grooming. 
make-up, shaving. You need the right amount and right 
kind of light. And you need it from the right direction. 

If you’re not absolutely convinced your lighting is every- 
thing it should be, check it against the following principles. 
Improvement may be simple. The first thing to understand 
is that its you that must be lighted, not the mirror. Some 
small degree of light spilling on the mirror does no harm. 
It is reflected back and so spreads the light. But to shine 


lights primarily on the mirror means dazzling reflections. 


The best spacing for vertical side lights like these is 30’’. The 
minimum recommended spacing is 24’’. Bare bulbs should not 
be brighter than 15 watts, and preferably of the nonglare variety 
designed especially for make-up. Fixture, Lightolier’s “Allegro.”

The best place to have lights is above the mirror and/or 
at its sides. Light from above is the most natural and the 
most comfortable. Your eyes are built for light from that 
direction. thanks to the overhang of your brows. But an over- 
the-mirror light is not the best kind for shadowless illum- 
ination. For that, side lights are better. Providing light- 
ing from two opposing directions, they fill in features that 
otherwise would be left in shadow. 

Side lights do have limitations. It’s easy to avoid looking 
at lights above the mirror, but it takes conscious effort to 
keep from seeing side lights, especially if they are closer 
together than 30”. Women are about equally divided when it 
comes to choosing between lights placed above a mirror 
or at its sides. Men almost unanimously will choose the 
side lighting, because side placement provides under-chin 
light for shaving. If side lights extend a few inches above 
the top of the head and aren’t too far to each side, they 
also give good light for hair-grooming. But when a mirror 
is wide or low on the wall, lights across its top are needed in 
addition to side lights or you just don’t get enough light. 

Wherever lights are, you don’t want them to be bright. If 
you can't look at your lights without discomfort, they’re 


too bright. If you see an afterimage when you look away, 


Light from above is the most comfortable to the human eye, and 
here it is provided naturally by a skylight and artificially by an 
incandescent strip.

they're much too bright. Bright light, whether it comes 
from a bulb, or from the reflection of bulbs in a mirror, 
is blinding. It closes the retina of the eye. Instead of im- 
proving your vision, high-intensity light impairs it. 

How do you get enough light from low-intensity sources? 
By having many lights, and broad or extended strips of 
light, rather than a few dazzling pinpoints. If you start 
with a fairly high level of good general lighting, such as 
is provided by a luminous ceiling or well-placed ceiling 
lights, you'll need less light shining directly on you to 
achieve good seeing. But you can’t have good light at the 
mirror from general lighting alone. The important lights 
must be focused directly on you, just as they are when you 
are having your picture taken. In that respect, a mirror 
is like a camera. The success of its picture depends on how 
well the subject is lighted, 

Professional make-up people know that make-up must 
follow the structure of the face. Shadows make eyes appear 
too deep, falsely exaggerate lines, and otherwise distort 
facial features. Only shadowless light reveals true contours 
and you as you really are. The more directions light is 
from, the less the likelihood of shadows.

e Every bathroom needs auxiliary heat, and for good rea- 
sons. It gives you an added flexibility of control, so you can 
quickly raise the temperature and be comfortable when you 
are wearing few clothes or step wet from your bath. An 
auxiliary electric bathroom heater can fill in at those seasons 
of the year when your main heating plant isn’t running. It 
can make up for the shortcomings of a central system that 
is consistently inadequate. 

You want your auxiliary heater to be effective, attractive, 
safe, out of the way, quiet, and trouble-free. How fast does 
it heat up? Will it cause drafts? Is a wall heater better than 


a ceiling type? How about baseboard heaters? 


Are more 
expensive heaters necessarily better? These are some of 
the questions that need answering. 

No one heater is best for all bathrooms. Each type has its 
good points and its limitations. All produce the same amount 
of heat for the amount of electricity used. But they don’t all 
put heat where it does the most good, nor do they provide it 
with equal speed. Some heaters are safer, but also slower. 
To gain one feature you often have to sacrifice another. 
Some heaters are good for large bathrooms but objection- 
able for small ones. And there is a difference in the quality 
of heat provided.

e The first prerequisite for the aspiring cellar owner 


s not a below-ground cellar but a reliable wine merchant— 


perhaps several of them, each a specialist in different 
types of wine. One can do without a physical cellar, and 
most town dwellers have to, but not without a regular wine 
merchant who will advise, keep wine in reserve, if necessary, 
and often change it if it proves unsatisfactory. Although 


dealings with several wine merchants may seem an extrava- 





gance, to buy regularly if modestly from several should 


prove, in fact, an economy. 
Comparisons, allied to memory, are the basis of wine 
knowledge. To buy exclusively from the same firm, which 


itself will probably tend to buy from the same merchants 


and growers, may lead to a collection of less varied wine and 
a less excellent lle n than it might be. Wine mer- 
chants in big cities have exceptionally wide range, pro- 


viding they are not in a state where state stores do the sell- 
ing. But most of them naturally tend to specialize or to buy 


1 


‘st in particular types of wine. One firm that I know of 





has incomparable white Burgundies, another has an out- 
standing Bordeaux list, and a third is famed for his German 
wines. Merchants like these will be delighted to advise 
you in building up a cellar—and not only for purely com- 
mercial reasons. 

It is necessary to establish first that a cellar—in 
the sense of a reserve or personal collection of wine—is 
worth while, and is not a relic of the spacious if privileged 
past. The wine lists of traditional firms grow ever more 
voluminous and comprehensive, with from five hundred 
to a thousand different kinds of wine and spirits on offer. 

Why bother then to tie up money in wine? The short 
answer is that the wine collector can save money and drink 
better wine than the casual buyer. One must be warned that 
it takes time for all but the most affluent to build up a 
wine reserve, and if it is to be as representative as the 
owner would wish, it is a question of time and care rather 
than money. 

Nowadays, so much wine is consumed when too young 
—1959 Bordeaux of distinction are already being drunk 
in restaurants—that all too soon much of the best dis- 
appears from the market, like out-of-print books. Given the 
money, one can always buy premiers crus at a price, but the 
lesser wines that may develop so well often go out of 
stock quickly. One of the most agreeable 1953 Pomerols 
that I now drink cost me $1.26 a bottle in 1956. 

The time it takes to establish a cellar may be shown 


from my own experience. I began collecting wine about 


r

the beginning of World War II. when I joined the Inter- 
national Exhibition Co-operative Wine Society, which started 
in 1874. It will be remembered that wartime rationing 
induced everyone to buy his complete ration of everything. 


whether or not it seemed immediately desirable: one never 


knew when it might come in useful. It made sense, there 


fore, to buy up one’s wine ration of three dozen bottles 


I 


a month, as limited by the Society in 1940. Chateaux La 
Gaffeliere 1934 at 34 cents, and Beaune Greves 1933 at 45 
cents were splendid investments. While the ration remained at 
this generous level, | bought all I could from the Society 
and from elsewhere. For $280 I was able to build up a 
reasonable reserve; before it declined in the hard middle war 
years, | had acquired 500 bottles. 

The shortage of wine during the war, coupled with the poor 
vintage years in most of the 1930's and during the war itself, 
meant that it took a long time after the war to buy wine 
ready for drinking: most purchases were “for stock” rather 
than for early consumption. For current drinking. one relied 
on lesser wines, the best of the wartime vintages (such 
as 1943), and drank up one’s prewar reserve cautiously. 


eked out with small quantities of old wines from the firms that 
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had them. Steadily the reserve of big, strong. and back- 
ward 1945’s—still not ready to drink in many cases— 
was joined by the much more forward, easy-to-drink 1947’s, 
then the much-heralded 1949’s. Only later did one discover 
the excellent 1948 Bordeaux, which were bought in quantity 
by only one British wine merchant—a further argument for 
diversification in buying sources. Then came the cheap, 
plentiful 1950’s, followed shortly by the 1952’s and 1953’s. 
In about 1956 the tide turned, and the fine wines of the 
postwar vintages began coming into their own (1947 was an 
exception; the wines were drinkable early and many did not 
last). But not until about 1958, when the qvick-maturing 
1952’s began to be drinkable—especially the Burgundies— 
did I seem to have a good variety of red wine to choose 
from, for, of course, variety is basic in keeping a cellar. 
It is easier to start a wine reserve now, because. it 
is still possible to buy a fair range of wines ready for 
drinking, particularly the 1953’s. So those starting more 
or less from scratch do not have to acquire so great a 
proportion of their purchases for la; ing down as I did in 
the years 1947 to 1955. But this period of good vintages 
may pass, as it has done before: one should not wait too 
long before taking the first steps in starting a cellar. 


It will not be thought, I hope, that my reluctance to 


drink Bordeaux and Burgundies in their youth—there is 
little problem with white wines—is a sign of wine snobbery. 
Only a few months ago, a leading Médoc chateau proprietor 


told me that it would be criminal to drink his 1945 wines. 
He added, for good measure, that no fine Bordeaux should

If your tiles are all well adhered 
ind have been in place for a num- 
ver of years without any of them 
soming loose, you can coat the 
entire wall with clear epoxy. It will 
seal the joints. the vulnerable 
points. Epoxy, properly applied, 
may also successfully seal plaster 
walls above the line of the tile o1 
even a plaster ceiling. For added 
security, cover them with tile or 
other impervious material after 
you've sealed them. 

In the case of marble, the gloss 
of epoxy would not be esthetically 
pleasing. A possible alternate, if 
joints are few, is to have the joint 
material removed and replaced 
with waterproof grout. 

To make a steam room out of a 
tub, it is necessary to close in the 
tub with sliding doors and either 
lower the ceiling or enclose the 
area above the doors so steam does 
not escape into the house. Some- 
limes the steam generating equip- 
ment can be installed in the 
dropped ceiling above the tub. Al- 
ernately, it can be installed in a 
vloset, in the basement. or in fact 
almost anywhere there’s space for 
t 
| Some steam rooms are being de- 
signed so that the same generator 
hat supplies steam can be used to 
veat radiators within the steam 
oom, making it a “dry-heat” room 
is well. This should not be con- 
used with a sauna. where tempera- 
ures may be upward of 180 de- 
srees. Temperatures of even 150 
degrees in a room surfaced with 
ile or marble would make the sur- 


faces too hot to be touched.

The ceiling in a sauna is usually 
ow (7) to save on heat. If the 
sauna ceiling is below the ceiling 
f an existing structure, an air 
pace must be left between the 
wo for ventilation. A 6” yentila- 
ion space must also be left be- 
ween sauna walls and any ma- 


sonry walls. If a sauna wall] is be- 
ing installed over an_ existing 
frame wall and space is limited, 
2-by-2 framing and 2”-thick insula- 
tion plus vapor barrier will serve 
satisfactorily. 

The floor of the sauna can be 
matting or boards over foil. 

4 sauna room should be vented. 
This is necessary both to allow the 
escape of excess air as it expands 
with heat and to supply fresh air. 

There are prefab sauna struc- 
tures that come in sections provid- 
ing insulation, vapor barrier. and 
ventilation. They go together so 
simply that if you are a renter, you 
can easily disassemble one and 
take it with you when you move. 

One type of precut sauna is of 3- 
inch tongue-in-groove cedar planks 
They go together like Lincoln logs. 
They have no vapor barrier or in- 
sulation, but the structure is de 
signed to go within an existing 
room. Any vapor from the sauna 
will escape into the room and be 
dissipated rather than enter direct- 


ly into the walls.

Not all radiant heaters are 


equally radiant. Some heat air and 
produce convected heat, as much 
or more than they radiate. The 
way to judge the amount of radia- 
tion is by how hot the heating ele- 
ment gets. A quartz heater at 4.000 
degrees gives off 80 percent radiant 
heat. A glowing coil at 1.800 de- 
grees gives off about 50 percent. 
An element that glows cherry-red 
usually will be more radiant than 
one that glows only slightly. One 
that glows not at all may have a 
temperature under 200 degrees and 
give off only 15 percent radiant 
heat. The rest of its heat becomes 
convected warm air. 


How fast does it heat? 


A low percentage of radiant heat 
doesn’t mean a heater is inferior. 
You merely know it will be slower, 
and usually in a bathroom your 
demand is for fast heat. A ribbon 
element or an infrared bulb glows 
instantly, and you are enjoying 
warmth in 10 seconds. An element 
encased in a metal tube, like those 
used in electric ranges, takes about 
two minutes to reach full heat. A 
glass-panel heater, or others where 
a considerable body of material 
has to be warmed by the element, 
may take seven minutes or more 
for maximum output. 

In some cases, this slowness to 
heat is an advantage. Slow to heat 
also means slow to cool, and the 
result is a steady, even heat output. 
If your bathroom is one that never 
gets enough heat from your cen- 
tra] system and needs heat on a 
full-time basis, it is best supplied 
by such a heater with a low. even 
output. Equipped with a good 
thermostat, it can always keep the 
room within a degree or two of the 
desired temperature. Electric base- 
boards and nonglowing wall heat- 
ers are units of this type. You set 
the thermostat and forget it. When 
you want more heat, you just push 
up the thermostat.

opened, all medical services were 
free. Economizing retirees got it 
all for as little as $1,200 down and 
$114 a month—by moving into a 
one-bedroom apartment. But even 
the very wealthy saw the value in 
Seal Beach’s monthly payment. 

“They all thought it was Frees- 
ville,” recalls a Leisure World ex- 
ecutive. “We had figured that 
they'd make about six visits a year 
to their doctors. But as it turned 
out they went every month. They 
just abused the program.” Seal 
Beach later voted to cut the med- 
ical plan back from 100 percent 
to 80 percent, leaving 20 percent 
to come out of residents’ pockets. 
There was some grumbling. But 
the abuses stopped. 

At Laguna Hills, 30 minutes 
from Disneyland, there will even- 
tually be 18,000 garden apart- 
ments. Eleven different models sell 
for $11,095 to $12,395 for one bed- 
room and for $14,495 to $17,095 
for two bedrooms. Down payments 
range from $1,380 to $1,546, and 
monthly payments are $145 to 
$185, depending upon the price of 
the apartment. Again, at no extra 
cost, get clubhouses— 
seven instead of three—an 1,800- 
seat auditorium, closed-circuit tele- 
vision (for 
those who can’t get to the audi- 
torium), two olympic-size swim- 
ming pools, an 18-hole golf course, 
a stable of horses, a 120-acre shop- 
ping center, a library, a $12 mil- 
lion hospital (there is no hospital 
at Seal Beach), and a medical cen- 
ter staffed by 64 doctors, 162 
nurses, and 275 other medical spe- 
cialists. Again, residents pay only 
20 percent of all medical bills. in- 
cluding visits to any doctor, nurses 
calls, drugs, and hospital care. The 
medical plan, underwritten by 
Blue Cross, is open to all Leisure 
Worldlings, without examination.

Each 
mutual elects its own resident of- 
ficers whose votes determine policy 
for the Golden Rain Foundation at 
each community.

capital for the cooperative ($463), 
for membership in the Golden 
Rain Foundation ($450), and for 
escrow ($25). After that, the re- 
tiree pays a minimum of $171 a 
month: $72.16 for mortgage princi- 
pal, interest, and FHA insurance, 
$30.08 in local taxes, $34.31 for 
the medical plan which they'll all 
use, $7.71 for recreation, $8.76 for 
replacement reserves, and $18.18 
for administration—$5 of which 
goes to the Leisure World Founda- 
tion, a sort of national amalgama- 
tion of Golden Rain Foundations. 

These payments are increased 
proportionately for retirees who 
buy the higher-priced one-bedroom 
apartment, at $14,295 (down pay- 
ment $1.393 and monthly payment 
$176). or the two-bedroom units 
which range from $15,995 to 
$18.095, with down payments of 
$1,502 to $1,636 and monthly costs 
of $190 to $207.50. 

This cooperative plan offers a 
subtle fringe benefit. It gives the ° 
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residents of each mutual control 
over the admission of residents. 
Undesirable residents can be asked 
to leave. And, thus far, one couple 
has—from Seal Beach. They were 
drunkards who refused help from 
Leisure World’s medical plan. 
Use of FHA financing, of course. 
prohibits discrimination of Leisure 
World. But strangely. not a single 
Negro has applied for a home in 
any project, at this writing. Ex- 
plains William G. Brangham, chief 
of sales for Leisure World: “Ne- 
groes don’t seem to be attracted to 
this kind of community.” 


vw competing retirement devel- 
opments use cooperative financing. 
But the popularity of sharing 
maintenance and _ facilities has 
given rise to another cooperative 
tool—_the condominium. Under a 
condominium plan, buyers share 
only the golf courses, clubhouses. 
restaurants, and other common 
areas. They own their apartments 
individually. They may pay cash 
(something buyers can’t do at 
Leisure World) or they may 
finance their apartments on a long- 
term mortgage loan. 

In theory, the condominium plan 
is less risky for buyers than the 
cooperative. Buyers don’t assume 
responsibility for apartments in 
which neighbors have defaulted on 
their payments. In a condominium, 
a defaulted apartment reverts to 
the lender. not to a corporation. 

The condominium plan is offered 
by dozens of new retirement com- 
munities, among them Leisure Vil- 
lage, N.J. (with apartments priced 
between $12.500 and $18.500) ; 
Windsor Gardens in Denver 
($10,900 to $30,000) ; Graystone in 
Salt Lake City ($17,500 to 
$38.000) ; Hacienda Carmel in Car- 
mel-by-the-Sea, Calif. ($10,500 to 
$26.000) : and Rancho Bernardo’s 
Seven Oaks village near La Jolla, 
Calif. ($12,500 to $18,500). 

Most retirement communities of- 
fer either houses for sale or apart- 
ments for rent. But some, like Del 
Webb’s Sun Cities. offer a com- 
bination of houses for sale and co- 
operative apartments. At Sun City, 
Ariz., houses are priced at $11.250 
to $18.995 and apartments $8.950 
to $15,900. At Sun City, Fla., 
homes range from $12.800 to 
$18,350 and apartments from 
$9,450 to $13,950. But unlike Leis- 
ure World there are extra charges 
at the Sun Cities. For $22 a month 
extra, a resident gets free exterior 
house repairs and lawn mainte- 
nance. A newly instituted program 
offers three medical plans. One for 
$7 a month covers 80 percent of 
medical costs up to $200, plus 


other benefits. A supplemental plan 
for another $7 a month covers bills 
up to $15,000 with a $250 deducti- 
ble clause. A similar supplemental 
plan for $10 has a $100 deductible 
clause. The program. underwritten 
by Continental Casualty Co.. re- 
quires no medical examination. 

In the long run, it is immate- 
rial how a retirement project is 
financed. No program can assure 
success. And yet success is crucial 
to a retiree. He must make certain 
that the benefits he reads about in 
a brochure will materialize when 
he moves in. A sign in the dirt that 
says “future clubhouse” is of little 
value. Also, prospective residents 
must assess the quality of manage- 
ment. Will it deteriorate? Will 
lawns get cut? Will broken billiard 
cues be replaced? Will the costs 
of maintenance shoot up and taxes 
soar after a couple moves in, be- 
cause the developer guessed wrong 
about monthly charges? 

The danger inherent in every 
new retirement community is that 
it will run out of buyers when it is 
in the throes of development. With- 
out a continuous flow of sales, a de- 
veloper will be hard pressed to 
complete golf courses, clubhouses, 
and medical buildings. One large 
project south of Los Angeles 
started out with a bang when it 
was launched in 1959, but sales 
dried up two years later. Buyers 
complained of perfunctory manage- 
ment. Many residents lost hope 
and tried to sel] their homes. Even- 
tually ownership of the project 
changed, and management’ im- 
prov ed. To rey iV e sales. new owners 
reduced age limit from 50 to 45. 

Other projects in Florida and 
California have gone bankrupt be- 
cause of slow sales, leaving hun- 
dreds of elderly residents stranded 
amid deteriorating clubhouses and 
golf courses riddled with weeds. 

There is no way to guard against 
these catastrophes. In fact. the 
great boom in retirement communi- 
ties has an ominous sound. There 
are so Many communities planned. 
especially on the West Coast, that 
competition for sales will be fierce. 
Thousands of retirees who chose 
an ill-conceived project risk being 
trapped in misery. The best advice 
may be: Choose only a retirement 
community that is nearly complete, 
where all the facilities are avail- 
able. Don’t be fooled by glowing 
sales talk. Retirement developers 
are really just home builders look- 
ing for sales. You might say the 
retirement housing trend is noth- 


ing more than a gimmick to sell

They take up less space, and may 
be easier to instal] insan existing 
house. Sometimes hammering is 
caused by excessively high water 
pressure (over 80 pounds). A pres- 
sure-reducing valve may be used 
to remedy this condition. 

Water hammer may also be re- 
duced by bracing the affected pip- 
ing. Where a pipe makes a 90° 
turn, back it up with a board or 
other support. It will help cushion 
the impact made by the water when 


it hits the curve. 
Whis‘ling pipes 


Whistling noises are produced by 
water traveling through pipes at 
high speed. High water speed is 
that 
become partially clogged by rust 


characteristic of piping has 
or mineral deposits. The cure is 
to replace the faulty pipes or add 
one or more loop lines to bypass 
the clogged pipes and take the 
water to distant fixtures by a more 
direct route. 

In new houses. high water speed 
and whistling occur where pipe 
size is inadequate or where water 
moves from larger to smaller pip- 
ing. Often the problem may be 
eliminated by installing a pressure- 


reducing valve, though it is some-

Vibrating water lines 


Pipe chattering is probably the 
simplest piping noise to correct. 
Long lengths of piping not fas- 
tened to a joist or beam may vi- 
brate, causing this annoyance. The 
solution is simply to secure those 
unsupported portions with straps 
or hangers. If a well pump is trans- 
mitting operational noise through 
the piping, a non-rigid coupling 
will do much to break up the vi- 


bration. Or it may be time to in- - 


stall a new. quieter pump. 
Loud drains 


If water rushes out of a sink 
drain with a great sucking sound, 
it indicates the fixture’s trap is 
being siphoned. The usual cause is 
improper venting, or no venting at 
all. All drains should have vents— 
openings to the air. Otherwise it’s 
like pouring liquid out of a narrow- 
necked bottle. Where installation 


of a correct vent would require a 


major plumbing overhaul, some 
codes permit installation of an 
“anti-siphon trap” to end_ this 


nuisance.

years old. The fuller, fruitier red 


Burgundies come around more 
quickly, and are often excellent 
drinking after as little as five or 
six years—Beaujolais earlier still. 
Most people drink too-young wine 
because they cannot have anything 
older for reasonable prices—espe- 
cially in restaurants. But the stand- 
ards of restaurants. which nearly 
always buy “off the peg” rather 
than lay down for reserve, should 
not be applied to the home. Nor 
need we copy the commercial drive 
to sell wines early and so turn over 


the capital employed. 


Fos the wine amateur, the answer 
—for the sake of the pocket as well 
as for pleasure in drinking—must 
be a cellar. Then, allowing for a 
reasonable allowance of mature or 
nearly mature wines, one can be- 
gin laying down wine for a dec- 
ade ahead. For that is the period 
that. without considerable annual 
cash outlay, is needed to build up 
a representative reserve for average 
requirements of the 
wine drinker. It is surprising how 
quickly the years pass, particularly 
the second half of the decade. 
The problems of storage. often 
imagined to be insuperable under 
urban living conditions, are not in 


enthusiastic 


fact so important. Nearly all wine 
merchants will keep 
wine at little or no charge. Most 
houses and apartments have at least 
a cupboard that can be sufficiently 
insulated to protect wines from too 
violent changes in temperature. 
(This and vibration and light are 
the worst things Of 
course, a cool. dark, underground 
cellar is best, but with a little care- 
ful anticipation of what is to be 


customers’ 


for wine.) 


drunk at home over six months or 
a year, it is quite possible to build 
up a wine reserve elsewhere. Few 
wines need more than a week or 
two of rest after being moved. 
The first questions to be an- 
swered by the amateur cellarer are 
what kinds of wine and how much 
of each? Naturally the answer must 
partly depend upon personal taste, 
but as a broad generalization it is 
red rather than white wines that 
require laying down in the true 
sense of being binned away for a 
period of years. Of course, the 
finer wines of great German vin- 
tages repay keeping, and the lead- 
ing Sauternes improve with age. 
Fine white Burgundies may well 
be bought early. This is the best 
way of securing wines that tend to 


be sold and drunk up quickly. But 
red wines are the basis of any wine 
reserve, particularly Bordeaux and 
red Burgundies; Ports will be dis- 
cussed later. 

The problem of quantity is «a 
difficult 


with the matter of variety. There 


one, and it is bound up 
are those who like to find a wine 
that suits them and then drink it 
regularly and almost exclusively at 
their own table. I recall a famous 


physician who liked to drink daily 


a bottle of Bordeaux. When he 
found an agreeable but minor 


Fronsac of about five years of age, 
he bought 40 dozen and proceeded 
to work through them. I never 
heard whether he reached his 480th 
bottle, but to my mind this is a dull 
way of imbibing and misses nearly 
all the potential pleasure and vari- 
ety of wine drinking. 

To the wine amateur the poor 
bottle and the lesser wine may be 
as interesting if not as enjoyable 
Although 
there is a certain Bordeaux that I 


as far superior wines. 
nearly always buy—it is good vin- 
tage, excellent year after year— 
nevertheless I take care not to order 
and so limit 


too much of it my 


choice elsewhere. 


\\ HEN I first started collecting 


wine seriously, caution and cash 
limitations confined my order to 
six bottles of a wine, but soon this 
became insufficient. For one thing, 
you cannot wait for a wine’s full 
maturity before opening a bottle; 
it should be tried every now and 
again. A few half-bottles ordered 
at the same time as the bottles are 
a good idea for this. So I tended to 
increase my laying-down order to 
a dozen bottles and have stuck at 
this number, unless the wine was 
very expensive or for some reason 
a smaller number was more suit- 
able. Of an older wine, half a dozen 
bottles may well be sufficient in 
relation to other wines held. Occa- 
sionally I have exceeded my dozen 
quota for young wines, and recently 
I have added two or three magnums 
of a particularly fine Bordeaux. A 
dozen may not seem a _ large 
amount, but if one has dozens of 
nine or ten Bordeaux of one vin- 
tage and then adds a similar quan- 
tity of red Burgundy and reserves 
of other wines, the accumulation 
and the expenditure become quite 
considerable. After a few years of 
collecting, it is surprising how 
long it takes to get round the cellar.

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HOW TO START YOUR OWN WINE CELLAR

Other factors in ~ determining 
quantity are of course the frequen- 
cy of drinking and the way one 
likes to serve wine. When more 
than the equivalent of one bottle 
is to be served, I prefer to serve 
two different wines rather than two 
bottles of the same one; it is more 
interesting that way. For those who 
entertain frequently and with more 
than half a dozen guests, the maxi- 
mum number per bottle> a dozen 
bottles of wine would be quite in- 
adequate for laying down. 

Having decided on the average 
quantity to be purchased, how soon 
after a vintage should the wine be 
bought? The answer almost cer- 
tainly is the sooner the better, and 
in Britain that generally means 
after about three years. The grow- 
ing demand for fine wine, which is 
limited in supply, and the modern 
economics of the wine trade result 
in very early ordering by all in- 
terested parties. Already some of 
the more favored 1959 classed- 
growth Bordeaux, only five years 


old and 


bottle, are no longer easily to be 


about three years in 
found on British wine merchants’ 
lists. It may be a gamble to buy a 
very young wine, but your mer- 
chant will have gambled before 
you, and it may be the best way of 
making sure of it. It is a fair bet 
that in a good vintage most re- 
putable vineyards will make good 
wine, and it will be cheaper when 
it is young. 


ies Burgundy is a difficult 
business anyhow, and the situation 
is complicated owing to the mul- 
tiplicity of growers, each making 
wine in his own way. This is true 
for German wines, too. There it is 
best to rely on growers or propri- 


| etors known for their reliability. 


The German state-owned properties 
are generally very well kept, while 
the domains of princes and counts 
are jostled by those owned by the 
convents and seminaries: the third 
estate is worthily represented by 
such names as J. J. Pruem on the 
Moselle and Buerklin-Wolf in the 
Palatinate. In Burgundy experi- 
ence, discrimination and reliance 
on your wine merchants are the 
only safe guides, although there 
are celebrated names like Latour, 
Jadot, and Poirier, and the singly 
owned vineyards of various propri- 
etors. Everyone has his own list of 
favorite Bordeaux chateaux. My 
own would include Ch. Léoville 
Barton, Ch. Palmer, and Ch. 


Cantemerle in the Médoc; Ch. La 
Mission Haut Brion and Ch. Pape 
Clement among red Graves; and a 
number of small but good proper- 
ties in St. Emilion and Pomerol. 

It is hard to forecast the future 
of a young red wine. I remember 
sampling the 1947 and 1948 Bor- 
deaux when both were still in cask 
in Bordeaux. The °47’s were soft, 
agreeable, and fruity; the *48’s— 
admittedly a year younger—were 
green, unyielding, and astringent. 
But so far as the Médocs are con- 
cerned, the °48’s have certainly 
turned out better than their more 
famous seniors. When buying 
young wines, you must rely on 
the wine merchants who have had 
to make their choice a good deal 
earlier; accumulated personal ex- 
perience is also a guide. 


Waar then should one buy now? 
I am assuming here that till now 
you have done no systematic buy- 
ing, the basis of all cellar-building. 
Bearing in mind all the general 
considerations already discussed, I 
would secure the future by buying 
wines for laying down; and _ first 
of all I would buy the 1959 vintage 
table wines. Although the over- 
publicizing of this vintage has 
caused a reaction, there is no doubt 
that it is the finest medium-priced 
vintage to be purchased easily in 
great variety. 

Starting with Bordeaux, I would 
eliminate most of the St. Emilions 
and Pomerols, and certainly the 
over-priced leading wines, for they 
had not recovered from the 1956 
frosts. The Médocs and the red 
Graves are worth concentrating on. 
For laying down it is worth, if pos- 
sible, devoting a portion of the out- 
lay to buying chateau-bottled Bor- 
deaux and other wines bottled at 
source. This applies particularly to 
the greater growths; over the long 
haul the extra 25 cents to 50 cents 
is well worth while in finer aroma 
and depth of flavor. Many of the 
top wines, such as the Bordeaux 
premiers crus, certain leading Bur- 
gundies, and most of the better 
German wines can only be bought 
as bottled by the proprietors. I 
should try at least to represent the 
first growths of Bordeaux, remem- 
bering that in the long run they 
may not all turn out to live up to 
their reputations. 

Red Burgundies of 1959 are not 
considered quite so outstanding as 


the clarets, but they are fine enough | 


all the same. Burgundy is difficult, — 
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to buy, for it varies so much and is, 
frankly, often blended with other 
wines. The best advice is not to buy 
by price alone. The cheapest is al- 
most certainly the least good. 

As to 1959 white wines, the only 
Bordeaux worth laying down are 
the fine Sauternes and Barsacs, pref- 
erably chateau-bottled. The white 
Burgundies of that year tend to suf- 
fer from lack of acidity and have 
become flabby or prematurely dark 
in color. But there were fine wines 
made, and they are certainly worth 
buying for drinking over the next 
few years. Much the same applies 
to the Moselles and Rhine wines; 
many lack acidity. The best of the 
Moselles include the “tributary” 
wines from the Saar and the Ru- 


wer. Some wonderful Rheingau 
wines were made, and the Nahe 
had a better vintage than  the| 


Rheinhesse and the Palatinate. 
These are all wines for the fu- 
ture; the cellar must supply pres- 
ent needs as well. Beaujolais, of 
course, is the answer for youngish 
For Bordeaux

wines of the postwar period. Not 
for long will they be widely avail- 
able on merchants’ lists. Special 
attention should be given to the 
Pomerols and St. Emilions, as they 
were particularly good in 1953, 
and, owing to the frosts, they have 
not been equaled since. The 1953 
Cote de Nuits were 
better than the Cote de Beaunes 
and have better prospects of life; 
the 1952’s are thought to be even 
better, firmer wines. In Bordeaux, 
this led to uncom- 
fortably hard and fruit-lacking Meé- 
docs, but excellent

St. Emilions, which are almost al- 
ways fuller and richer. 

Failing 1953’s, the other vintage 
for drinking is 1955. But the best 
of these should be in accordance 
with the ten-year rule—laid down

Burgundies. 
The next vintage  plentifully 
shown on lists is 1957, which I 


personally find disagreeably hard 
for Bordeaux, but considerably bet- 
ter for Burgundies.

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Venting the Bathroom 


Why it's necessary 


How to do it 


@ Jt is obvious that bathrooms 
need to be ventilated. Bathroom air 
should be kept clean and fresh. It 
is just as important to get rid of 
damp, moisture-laden air, which 
can cause so many cleaning prob- 
lems and can ultimately damage 
wall coverings, paint surfaces, and 
even metal finishes in a bathroom. 

The traditional dinky bathroom 
window is made small on purpose, 
to preserve privacy or to make the 
most of limited wall space. It is 
usually located in only one wall 
of the bathroom, precluding the 
chance for cross ventilation. Often, 
with the window wide open and the 
wind blowing against it, stale. 
moist bathroom air is trapped by 
outside atmospheric pressure and 
lingers inside for hours, or oozes 
into other rooms of the house. 

But even with the advance in de- 
sign today, architects and_build- 
ers increasingly stress the necessity 
of including mechanical ventilation 
in all bathrooms to insure positive, 
controlled air changes at any time 
—with or without the natural aid 
of openable windows.

we had to invent 
a whole new 


kind of candle. 


Jens Quistgaard is not an easy man to 
reproduce. Commercially. So when he first 
broughtus this little candleholder, we looked 
it over with a wary eye. 

That hand-cast original of his had a 
curious grainy texture and an elusive color 
—neither exactly black, nor brown, nor 
gray—which gave the thing the look of some 
ancient ritual object. Reproducing that look, 
in quantity, would take some doing. 

Then there were those little glass-smooth 
dots which turned up when we turned the 
thing over. An extra manufacturing step, 
but worth it. (We didn’t want our holder 
scratching anyone’s table.) 





But these little difficulties could hardly 
be compared with the production problems 
Jens usually sets us. Quistgaard-wise, this 
thing still looked like a lead pipe cinch— 
until we tried to make candles to fit it. 








They had to be very skinny. Otherwise 
Jens couldn’t keep his holder small enough 
to fit any table—and still end up with twelve 
flaming candles. And twelve flaming can- 
dles, as Jens (and we) see it, are more prac- 
tical than one, or two, or even eleven flam- 
ing candles. Because one, or two, or even 
eleven candle flames are less magical than 
twelve candle flames all glowing and flick- 
ering and dancing hypnotically together. 
And, in this electric-lit age, the only prac- 
tical function of candles is magic. 

But if our candles were very skinny, 
they’d have to be very long. Otherwise they 
wouldn't last through a leisurely dinner and 
a due period of candle gazing over coffee. 

So we set a Danish candlemaker to dip- 
ping us some long, skinny candles. 

And they bent. They bent even before 
we lighted them. They were just too long 
and skinny. Once lighted, they showed us 
another difficulty. Candles placed this close 
together melt each other. And drip. And 
burn too fast 

Those first candles were paraffin, the 


stuff of ordinary candles. Next we tried 
beeswax. And then tallow. And they bent. 
And melted each other. And dripped. And 
burned too fast. 

Right about then, we began to feel at 
home again. In the past, Jens had set us to 


inventing new manufacturing methods. 
Now we had to invent a new kind of candle. 

So we did. With the help of people who 
make waxes for molding and waxes for 
taking impressions and waxes for things we 
never even knew waxes were made for, we 
cooked up a new kind of wax. Out of it, we 
hand-dipped a new kind of candle. 

[hese candles don’t bend, They don’t 
melt each other. They don’t drip. (They’re 
the skinniest dripless candles ever made.) 
And they burn for a full 22 hours. 

They also take color beautifully. Which 
is fortunate, because we set our minds on 
some pretty mysterious and magical colors, 
A strangely clear, frosty-windowpane white, 
a deep purple, a sea green, a stormy-sea 
blue, a pumpkin, a glowy deep pink, a true 
red, an ambery yellow. 

They come 12 of one color to a box. 
They’re 15” long. And, thanks to a little 
magic of our own, they’re very practically 
priced.

SPAIN. Accurate statistics are hard to come by, but Spain, al- 
most certainly, has the largest extent of vineyards of any 
country in the world, over 344 million acres in all. Due to 
the prevailingly arid climate, the average yield per acre is 
far lower than in France or Italy (let alone California), 
and the total production of Spanish wine is only about 
one-third that of France or one-half that of Italy—it 
amounts, nevertheless, to the very respectable figure of some 
500 million gallons a year. 

Only about two percent of this is Sherry, and Sherry, 
although easily the most famous, is no more the typical 
wine of Spain than Champagne is the typical wine of 
France. Most Spaniards have never tasted it, and over 90 
percent of Spain’s wine is common table wine, consumed 
currently and locally and never bottled. Travelers in Spain 
will find such wine available everywhere. It varies widely - 
in quality but often is surprisingly good, and it is always 
inexpensive. 

Supposedly of a higher class, yet almost invariably dis- 
appointing, are many elaborately labeled local wines which 
are not exported and not likely to be. Higher in alcohol and 
with more pronounced character than the others of their 
district, these rarely have the freshness and charm of 
French vins de pays. 

On the other hand, the very best Spanish table wine, above 
all those of the Rioja and to a lesser degree those of Val- 
depenas (plus rare exceptions from other provinces) can 
be quite extraordinary and remarkably good values, no less 
in the United States than in Spain. 

Except in a few of the better-known districts, wine- 

making methods are archaic or even primitive in most of 

Spain, and it is a tribute to the producers’ care and hon- 

esty and their respect for sound tradition that the wines 

turn out as well they do, for few can fairly be called bad. 

Many, if better vinified, would find a ready market abroad, 

such as the dry white wines of Rueda, in Old Castile, the 

the reds of Toro, not far from Salamanca, and the rosés of 

Yecla, in the uplands west of Alicante. Yet a great deal 

of heavy-bodied, deep-colored, blending wine is also pro- 





duced, especially in Aragon and in the province of Valencia, 

and shipped in bulk to France and Switzerland to add some 

substance and higher alcohol to lighter and paler red wines. 

The best table wines of Spain, especially the best reds, 

are by a wide margin those of the Rioja district, in the

Bordeaux in quality. In a distinctively lower category come 
the rather pale, somewhat common red wines of Valdepenas, 
from south of Madrid, and in a still lower class the reds 
of Alicante, some reds and whites from round Barcelona 
(Panadés, Alella, Perelada, etc.), and the reds, whites, and 
rosés of the Mino Valley, along the Portuguese frontier. 

A little Spanish sparkling wine is produced, the best of 
it quite passable but on the sweet side. It is often labeled 
“Xampan” (pronounced Champagne), and comes from the 
Panadés district, southwest of Barcelona. 

It is above all in the somewhat special field of apéritif 
wines that Spain excels, and indeed she has hardly any 
rival since the gradual decline of Madeira (both in quality 
and in public favor) over the past century. Those who are 
familiar only with a few of the popular, standard brands of 
Sherry have no idea of the range and variety of wines that 
make up the Sherry family, and Manzanilla and Montilla 
are, in their limited categories, hardly less interesting. 

The once famous Spanish dessert wines—Malaga, Tar- 
have almost no 





ragona, and the golden Malvasia of Sitges 
commercial importance today, but they are still fine wines 
in their no-longer-fashionable class. 

In a world of rising wine prices and improved technology, 
Spanish table wines should look forward to a bright future.

TASTING. Wine-tasting is both a very simple and an extremely 
complex art or science or skill. It may quite properly be 
described as any of these, or a combination of all three. 
There are two kinds of wine-tasting: one is intended to 
allow the consumer, whether a novice or a connoisseur, to 
taste a number of different wines and decide which he pre-

fers and which he likes less well. His own palate is the final 
arbiter, and there is not, nor should there be, any appeal 
from his decision. A wine “is good if it tastes good.” 

The second sort of wine-tasting involves at least a certain 
amount of expert knowledge, and only those with wide 
experience and exceptional taste memory are capable of it. 
There exist quite definite standards as to what may be 
called quality and superiority in wine, and experts, tasting 
blind, will rarely vary in their ratings of any given wine, 
by more than four or five points out of 100. This is a far 
higher level of unanimity than music critics or art critics 
or literary critics ever achieve, yet taste and smell are, in 
general, the beggars among our five senses, for they have 
no accurate written language, no permanent record, no past. 

Wine tasters, however, have their own professional jargon, 
or cant, and although the terms they use often appear 
bizarre or pretentious or even ridiculous to those unfamiliar 
with them, they are certainly more precise than the language 
of music critics (a “lyric” tone, a “warm” voice) or that of 
painting (‘vibrant,” “sincere,” “well-organized”). Profes- 
sional wine tasters do not drink the wines they taste: they 
examine them closely for color, against a white tablecloth, 
or a candle, or against the sky, tilting the glass in either 
case to see if there is a trace of telltale brown or gold 
around the edge of the wine. They shake the wine or spin 
it in the glass to bring out a maximum of bouquet, then 
sniff it carefully.

TASTEVIN (Tat-van). Flat, shallow, silver wine taster’s cup, 
widely used in Burgundy for sampling wines, especially 
young wines. It has given its name to the celebrated Bur- 
gundian confraternity of wine, the Confrerie du Tastevin, 
which has its headquarters in the old Chateau of the Clos de

TAVEL (Tah-vel). The most famous rosé wine of France and 
probably one of the oldest, since it was said to have been a 
favorite of Francois I and was praised by the poet Ronsard. 
It is made, principally from the Grenache grape, plus a 
limited but important admixture of Cinsault and some 
Clairette, Bourboulenc, Carignan, etc., round the village of 
this name, west and across the Rhone from Avignon. The 
soil in the limited production zone (recently and quite 
properly enlarged) is, on the whole, rocky, shallow, and 
arid. The yield per acre is small, and the wine has, as a 
result, more flavor and bouquet and usually more alcohol 
(124-14 percent) than other rosés of the Rhone Valley. Its 
one close rival is Lirac from a directly adjoining commune. 
The annual output is now not far from 200,000 gallons, well 

more than half from the large, modern, cooperative cellar. 

There are a good many smaller producers as well, and many 

of them estate-bottle. 

Many writers on wine, most of them British, have con- 
tended that Tavel is a unique exception among rosés and 
improves with age. This is anything but the opinion of the 
vignerons who themselves produce Tavel, who much prefer 
their wine when under two years old, and regard a five-year- 
old bottle as simply a curiosity. Vintage years on Tavel 
shipped to the United States should generally be distrusted; 
the youngest is probably the best. 
| TEMPERATURE. Wines, especially fine wines, are strikingly 
affected by the temperature at which they are served. A 
white wine too warm seems lifeless, flat and dull; a red 
wine too cold seems numbed, astringent, almost entirely 
lacking in bouquet. This is not a matter of etiquette but of 
fact, and anyone who cares to experiment can find it out 
for himself. Much of what has been written on the subject,

ly, and even papal reserves are presumably consumed 
deserving Commissars. 

All true Tokay comes from a small district in the Car- 
pathian Mountains of north-eastern Hungary called the 
Tokaj-Hegyalja, and the wine’s name is spelled Tokaj in 
Hungarian. The principal grape variety is the Furmint, 
which has never been grown commercially elsewhere, and 
the total production of all grades amounts to about 2% 
million gallons a year. What is exported is shipped in 
stubby, long-necked bottles of about 17 oz. (50 centiliter) 
capacity and the only exporter is the Hungarian Govern- 
ment. 

The rarest and finest Tokay, which is truly more of an 
essence (Eszencia) or low-alcohol cordial than a wine, is 
comparable to a German Trockenbeerenauslese. The least 
expensive and commonest Tokay is a grade called Szamo- 
rodni, which can be anywhere from quite dry to fairly 
sweet, depending on the vintage, but is always rather high 
in alcohol, rarely under 13 percent. 

Considerably better, more expensive and sweeter is what 
is called Aszu, the Hungarian equivalent of a German 
Auslese, which contains a certain fixed proportion of over- 
ripe grapes, shrunken by the pourriture noble, or Edelfdule. 
The quantity of such grapes used per cask in the making 
of the wine is usually stated on the label in terms of 
puttonyos, and the more puttonyos, the finer, sweeter, and 
more expensive the Aszu. 

All the true Tokays have a wholly distinctive bouquet and 
flavor. Even the lesser ones are often interesting and good 
value; the best (rarely found) are very great wines indeed. 

Tokay is also the name often given in Alsace to the Pinot 
Gris or Rulander grape and to wines made from it, although 
this grape is certainly not of Hungarian origin, is unrelated 
to the Furmint, and yields an entirely different wine. 


It is also the name given to a California table grape, pink, 
thick-skinned, fleshy, which has no imaginable connection 
with the Fermint or with true Tokay wine. Wine made from 
this grape, never good, is legally entitled to the name 
“California Tokay.” 


TRAMINER (Tram-me-ner) (Tram-me-nair). One of the better 


known white wine grapes of Alsace, the Rhine Valley, the 
Italian Tyrol, and even California. Its name is believed to 
come from the village of Termino in the Tyrol. Grayish-pink 
in color when ripe, it has, both as a grape and as a wine, a 
rather special pronounced aroma all its own. Traminer wines 
are generally soft, rather low in acid, often with a trace of 
sweetness the best of these are usually labeled Gewiirz- 
traminer. 


TRIER (Tree-er). Principal city of Germany’s Moselle Valley, not 


far from the border of Luxembourg. It was already an im- 
portant town in Roman days, known as Augusta Travirorum 
(whence Treves, as it is still called in French) and its 
Roman monuments and ruins are still impressive. Many of 
the leading Moselle wine producers have their cellars in 
Trier: the Bischofliches Priesterseminar, Bischofliches Kon- 
vikt, the Vereinigte Hospitien, tee Friedrich Wilhelm Gym- 
nasium, Von Kesselstatt, the Staatsweingut, etc., and the 
great semiannual auctions at which most fine Moselles are 
sold take place there. The city itself has a few vineyards, 
though none of much consequence. 


TROCKEN (Trawk-ken). Literally means dry in German, but as 


a wine tasters’ term it is distinctly less favorable than its 
English or its French equivalent, sec. Except with regard 
to sparkling wine, it can also mean “withered” or seche, 
lacking in freshness and fruit.

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TROCKENBEERENAUSLESE ( Trawk-ken-beer-en-aus-lay-zuh) .

Liter- 
ally the word means a wine made from a selection (Auslese) 
of individually picked grapes (Beeren), which have been 
left on the vine until so ripe as to be practically dry 
(trocken) or raisined. Such grapes are harvested only in 
great years, and they yield an infinitesimal amount of very 
sweet, wholly remarkable, and fabulously expensive wine. 


TROTTEVIEILLE, Chateau (Trawt-vee-A). First Growth of St. 
Emilion. Wines remarkable for their finesse and breed. 


VALAIS (Val-lay). Swiss canton producing the best red wines of 
Switzerland and some of the more interesting and better 
whites. There are nearly 9,000 acres of vineyard strung along 
the rocky, enormously impressive, upper valley of the Rhone, 
here only some twenty airline miles from the Italian border 
but separated from Italy by the highest peaks of the Alps. 
The vines extend from near Martigny, at the foot of Mont 
Blane, past Sion, Sierre and Visp, almost to Brig, at the 
northern end of the Simplon tunnel. Among the finer Valais 
wines are Dole, Ermitage, Johannisberg, and numerous 
whites called Fendant after the grape variety out of which 
they are made. 


VALPOLICELLA (Vahl-po-lee-chel-la). Admirable red wine, vel- 
vety, fragrant, fruity, rather light in alcohol and body but 
remarkable for its subtlety and breed, produced northwest of 
Verona, in northern Italy. There are five comuni, or town- 
ships, in the strictly delimited zone: Negrar, Fumane, Ma- 
rano, San Pietro Incariano, and Sant’ Ambrogio. Four grape 
varieties are grown: the Corvina, Molinara, Negrara, and 
Rondinella. The lighter and lesser grades of Valpolicella 
are usually consumed as carafe wines (and there are no 
better such wines in the world) when about a year old. 
Those of superior class (Valpolicella Superiore) are bottled 
after some eighteen months in wood and improve in bottle, 
but should generally be drunk before they are five years old. 


VALTELLINA (Vahl-tell-/een-na). Vineyard district in northern 
Italy, near the Swiss border; its red wines, which are among 
Italy’s best. The producing grape, known here as the Chi- 
avennasca, is in reality none other than the famous Nebbiolo 
of Piedmont, and here again it gives wines of remarkable

The best of them come from five 
little hillside areas just east of the town of Sondrio, called, 
from west to east, Sassella, Grumello, Inferno, Grigioni, and 
Fracia, the three first being generally considered the finest. 
In many instances their wines are sold simply under these 
vineyard names, with no mention of Valtellina at all. They 
are interesting and unusual wines, their deep crimson color 
tinged, one would almost say, with black; sturdy, well knit, 
almost unattractively firm when young, they develop slowly 
and well in the bottle, and are long-lived. The vineyards are 
no less extraordinary, for they are terraced along the lower 
slopes of a great, 12,000-foot mountain wall (the Swiss- 
Italian border) and face, across the narrow, slot-like valley 
of the Adda, mountains almost equally high, the Alpi 
Orobie of northern Lombardy.

e A fire burning on the hearth 
appeals to our deepest instincts. 


| Through the years it has meant 


security and warmth. It shows us 
an endlessly varying play of light 
and shadow. But it is also a hazard. 
Sparks shoot out from it and can 
do serious damage, especially when 
no one is around to snuff them out. 
A firescreen thus is a necessity. 
Screens are a modern invention. 
Before the advent of central heat- 
ing, they were seldom used. One 
hundred years ago, the only place 
you would find one was in the nurs- 
ery, latched to the mantel on either 
side to keep children out of the 
fire. Where

front hearth, and such protection 
was essential to keep a sudden 
down-draft from blowing glowing 
embers out on the wood floor. To- 
day. fenders are almost purely dec- 
orative. 

Although there are a few antique 
Victorian fan screens still around, 
the English traditionally burned 
coal in their fireplaces and so sel- 
dom had need for a screen. Coal 
cracks as it burns, and tiny pieces 
shoot out, but these bits aren't 
glowing. When coal glows, it fuses. 
and no longer spits. The French 
burned faggots and did use screens. 
You can buy antique French stand- 
ing screens of ornate design for 
$275 up. But they were designed 
for tiny fireplaces, and are of little 
practical value today. 

For today’s fireplace many types 
of screens are offered. In buying, 
obviously the first thing to consider 
is safety. If a screen isn’t insurance. 
what good is it? The only problem 
is just how much of a compromise 
to make between safety on the one 
hand and convenience and esthetics

For complete safety, a fire screen 
must completely shield the entire 
fireplace opening. If the screen is 
open at top, bottom, or is not tight- 
ly shut at the center or sides, a

spark or glowing may get 
left in some screens to permit and- 
irons to project through can be an 
escape point, Most curtain, fender, 
and door-style screens offer com- 
plete shielding, but their screen 
mesh must be fine enough to stop 
all sparks. Some low-priced screens 
may not be adequate in this re- 
spect. If you have a rug that runs

Curtain screens get their name 
because they hang like a curtain 
in front of the fire. Their screen- 
ing is made of closely woven spiral 
wire. They hang from a track and

Usually they 
bunch to either side of a fireplace 
opening, reducing the width of the 
opening; but in designing a new 
fireplace, you can provide pockets 
on each side for curtains to recess 
into, or space for them to hang be- 
yond the opening, leaving the open- 
ing completely clear. They can be 
installed with “pressure bars” or 
clamps so no drilling into fireplace 
masonry or steel is involved. 
Curtain screens may be recessed 
in the opening.

No matter what you may 
hear, anything you put in front of 
a fire, including screens, impairs 
the heat flow.

cealed behind its lintel. It is raised 
and lowered by pulling on a con- 
tinuous chain, which is something 
of a nuisance. But it is self-storing 
and out of sight when you don't 
want anything between you and the 
fire. They're expensive (36” wide, 
about $110). 

In addition to satin or matte 
black, screen frames come in more 
than a dozen different finishes and 
metals, including brass, copper, 
steel, and bronze. Avoid bright- 
finish framing unless you want to 
call attention to it. As for the 
screening itself, the most popular 
choice is matte black. It lets you 
see the fire better and is less ob- 





| tzusive! If you rarely use your fire-

| bright-finish screening. You'll see 
| the screen instead of what’s behind 
| it. Hanging a brass screen from 
|the mantle is a way of concealing 
|an unattractive fireplace front. 

Fire will eventually blacken a 
brass screen (unevenly, too), but 
you can now get “brass” in a spray 
can and refinish it yourself. If you 
are at the shore and corrosion is a 
problem, you should have brass 
rather than steel mesh. You can get 
brass with a black finish. 

Some fire screens have a pair of 
doors, meeting at the center and 
equipped with a latch. These rate 
high on safety, but if you keep the 
doors closed, the metal framing 
centered before the fire is distract- 
ing. One type of door screen is 
made of tough, heat-resistant glass. 
If viewing a fire through glass is 
unappealing to you, you can open 
the doors wide. (Some have a mesh 
| attachment for spark protection.) 





A French-door screen offers a maxium of security. It closes tight against 
sparks. It is strong enough to stop anyone who might fall or be pushed 
against it. It can prevent the breakthrough of a log that might roll off 
the fire. When there is no fire, it can effectively keep all pets out. 


When the glass doors are closed, 
they shut off far more heat than a 
mesh screen does. 

Glass screens have special advan- 
tages. In some areas of the country 
nighttime temperatures may fall 
far below zero. Unless you throw 
water on your fire, you can’t close 
the damper when you go to bed. 
The result is that the flue sucks 
heat out of your house all night 
long. With a glass-door screen, you 
can prevent that loss. Further, by 
closing the damper at the bottom 
of the screen, you can make the fire 
die down, saving your fuel. 

If you have a fireplace of the 
circulating-heat type, glass doors 
can increase its efficiency. A glass 
firescreen may be useful, too, in 
correcting faults in fireplace de- 
sign and in controlling draft. If 
your fireplace won’t draw or smokes 
because the flue isn’t in proper 
proportion to the opening, the glass 
fire screen can provide the answer. 
Glass doors can be used to stop 
troublesome cross-drafts through a 
fireplace that has openings at both 
front and back. 

Fender screens are one-piece, 
freestanding types that bow out- 
ward in front of the fireplace open- 
ing to accommodate andirons. If 
the fender screen (sometimes called 
a Boston or “bird-cage” screen) is 
closed at the top, it offers complete 
protection. Some fender screens are 
open at the top. They do let more 
heat out into the room, and, being 
less obtrusive, theyll probably also 
strike you as better-looking, but 
they aren’t 100-percent protection. 
Leaving your vacation cottage to 
return to the city, you might have 
cause for concern, as you would

Robust mitered panels and beveled ornamental motifs are 
reminders of the 17th-century Jacobean the early settlers 
carried to this country, but the design has been absorbed 
rather than copied. Here it gives depth and interest-provok- 
ing dimension to surfaces and shapes which are as direct 
and functional as present-day living demands. This textured 
look-at-it-again quality tends to conceal wear marks. and so 
this furniture meets the modern insistence on practical 
upkeep.

e This readily understood house clearly shows the differ- 
ence between buildings that are only shelter and_ those 
that we call architecture. 

Just why do we call some—but not all—buildings “archi- 
tecture”? Although comparisons can be misleading and 
dangerous, it might be helpful to consider for a moment 
the somewhat similar relationship between sounds and music. 

When sounds are organized and ordered in such a way 
that they speak to something deep within us (this “some- 


thing” is not our minds) we call the result music. Their 
organization may constitute a simple melody or a great 
symphony. We give other names to other kinds of organiza- 
tions of sounds; but when the sounds have no significance or 
meaning, they communicate nothing to us, and we call these 
sounds noise. We also call organized sounds noise if they 
interfere with the communication of something which we 
would prefer to hear because we consider it to be more

e Not long ago, Owens-Corning Fiberglas celebrated its 25th 
year of turning glass into thread by introducing its latest fiber, 
Fiberglas Beta.

‘¢—why the music is too loud and 





if anyth;,- 
By LEWIS A. HARLOW ‘ytung, you ean do about ; 
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¢ The music is too loud, you say? This is a matter of opinion, 
but let’s assume from the very start that there is no basis for 
argument. You are absolutely right—the music ts too loud. 

All of the electronic music makers in use around the house- 
hold have excess capacity designed into them, and in this 
respect they are exactly like the family car that you support 
mostly and at considerable expense to get you to and from 
the school and the supermarket. The speedometer on your 
dash registers to 120 MPH or thereabouts, and if you are 
even slightly curious about its accuracy, either you go to 
jail or you kill yourself. 

This capacity of excess horsepower is equally present in 
the electronic music makers, and it is there for an equally 
good technical reason. The design engineers include it to 
compensate for tube fatigue and to provide good transient 
response, and then they cross their fingers and hope that the 
operator will regard the latent destructiveness of his volume 
control with respect and sympathy. 

There will be no further reference in this article to tube 
fatigue or transient response or anything else of a technical 
nature. If the music is too loud, the reasons are starkly un- 


technical—and so are the cures. 
How loud is “too loud’? 


Loudness is a relative condition that can be measured on 
scientific instruments, but the engineers who read the dials 
and interpret the results will admit very frankly that their 
answers rarely impress and convince a big percentage of 
just plain listeners. What you think is too loud is too loud 
for you in one of two ways. The loudness may distress you 
emotionally or physically, even to the point of causing a 
kind of pain. Or your distress may be the result of social 
responsibility; it may hurt you to feel that the people in 
the next apartment or the next building are being annoyed by 
music that they should not have to hear at all. Two kinds of 
loudness are responsible for these reactions, loud highs and 
loud lows, and it is helpful to be able to tell them apart. 

If your reaction to too-loud music is that it is shrill, you 
are allergic to loud highs, though perhaps no one else in the 
room is bothered by them. This is a quirk in your emotional 
or physiological make-up for which there is no medical or 
surgical remedy. You are allergic to loud highs. You may 
go away from the music. Fortunately you do not have to go 
far; highs, loud or otherwise. are delicate in themselves. 
They travel only in straight lines, and even unobstructed they 
tire quickly, wither, and die. They do not go around corners 
or through walls or windows. If your objection to shrill 
music is its possible annoyance to your neighbors, forget it. 
and enjoy the music. The shrillness isn’t getting through to 
where it can do damage. 

Loud lows are another matter. They won’t make your own 
ears ring if you happen to be close to them, but they will 
travel through closed doors, up and down stairs, through 
wood and plaster and brick, and in general keep the commu- 
nity profanely awake when it would like to be sleeping. The 


juke box is the obvious example, and even closer to home is 
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the operator of the hi-fi system who chooses to make like a juke 
box either for demonstration or for just animal satisfaction. 
This phenomenon is easy to check. Listen analytically to the 
music filtering through from your nearest offending neighbor. 
Better still, try going to the rest room in a night club during 
a good, noisy dance act. To the farthermost cubicle, the 
thump of the rhythm still penetrates, though the shrill highs 
and the moderate melodies in the middle have long faded. 

There are obvious social and commercial reasons for loud 
music from the juke box and in the night club. Here are 
seven reasons for loud music out of the various electronic 
music-making devices around the home. If this music is too 
loud for your enjoyment, you can, in some cases, do some- 
thing about it besides complain or go away. And in other 


cases, you will understand and perhaps enjoy its loudness. 
Careless indifference 


Most electronic sound-making devices in household use 
are designed in such a way that volume control is a continua- 
tion of the turn-on process. This grim arrangement was first 
discovered in the era of rigid economy that produced small 
radios by the millions to sell for about ten dollars each. The 
tradition once established, it was also standardized into the 
design of TV sets, though here the matter of economy was 
less important than the desire to simplify the multiplicity 
of knobs which are all necessary if the TV set is to perform 
enjoyably. For no good reason, the single knob which con- 
trols on-off and volume is also found on most phonographs 
and other sources of hi-fi electronic music. 

Here is the way the damage is done. You turn on the 
TV set. A click and a continuing twist of the knob. Maybe 
too much twist. Nothing happens for eleven seconds, but you 
do not hang around and wait; eleven seconds is enough for 
that other chore asking for action in some other part of the 
house. Now the TV begins to bleat and rattle, and you are 
reminded to go back and moderate its sound. 

But suppose someone else had turned the set on? If this 
is a member of your own family you are, of course, aware 
of his or her deficiencies, like the congenital tin ear or care- 
less indifference to TV that is too loud. The solution is easy; 
you stop what you are doing and go over and turn the TV 
down to where it is no more than competitive with the life 
of the household. Your action will probably be unnoticed: 
certainly it will be unresented. The turner-on will be as 
carelessly indifferent to TV that is not too loud. 

Now suppose you are visiting. Maybe you are already 
present when the TV is turned on and abandoned before 
completion of its eleven-second warm-up. Or maybe you 
arrive with the TV already blasting and shivering. If you 
have reason to suspect the cause, go directly to it and turn 
it down. Don’t ask someone else to do this; take matters 
firmly into your own hands. Again, your action will prob- 
ably be unnoticed. If your host or hostess is aware of what 
you have done, he or she will be too polite to mention it. You 
may be talked about after you have gone home, but rather

The most copied designer 


in America—and why 


By ELIZABETH GORDON 


e The name Boris Kroll is not a household word like Kodak or 
Birdseye—not yet, but it might well be one day. For Boris Kroll 
is already highly thought of throughout the decorating and 
design world. And generally he is accorded the top-of-the-heap 
position by his own fabric industry. 

To be so widely acclaimed by his peers in an industry 
bursting with abilities and yeastiness means that he must 
possess some unique capabilities. 

Boris Kroll manufactures about 400,000 yards of decorative 
fabrics a year—all of which he has personally designed. 

That is not much, compared to giants in the field who 
produce millions of yards. But bigness is not the point 

about Kroll. Quality is the point: quality of design, and 
intrinsic quality. His patterns and textures don’t go out of 

style. Of the twelve patterns he started with in the : 
early “30's, when he was only a hand-weaver with : 
no power looms to multiply his ideas, eight are 
still in the line—contemporary and undated. 

His designs are not tightly linked to period 
labels. They have a universality that makes them 
applicable to many situations and makes them 7 
liked by Early American fans, orientalists. - 
modernists, anybody. That is because he does 
not think in any of the clichés prevalent in 
today’s design world. As the designer-owner, 
the creative idea is allowed full growth and 
development and does not get dissipated by 
passing “through channels” and committee 


meetings. He is the policymaker—and 





the one who executes the policy. 

This gives him a breadth and scope of 
opportunity unknown (with but two or 
three exceptions) in modern industry. 
He can phone a design idea to the mill

The Famous Wines 
of the Loire and the Rhone

e Visits to the wine districts of France are be- 
coming increasingly popular, particularly with 
those taking trips by car. The favorite areas are, 
of course, Burgundy, Bordeaux, and Champagne. 
all on the way to or from holiday centers in 
France and beyond. It is not difficult to find op- 
portunities to taste in these areas. although one 
must be warned that the most brightly-painted, 
public-relations-projected cellars and bars do not 
always offer the best wine. 

What is even more profitable and interesting is 
to visit the lesser areas, where there are wines that 
are far less common here because they cannot 
compete in price with wines of the major export- 
ing districts, or do not travel well, or they are 
simply not known. 

Personal introductions to these districts are not 
necessary. In the lesser areas, links with foreign 
merchants are tenuous, and on the other hand the 
growers and merchants themselves are now in- 
creasingly anxious to put themselves on the wine 
map and to attract tourists who dash _ briefly 
through their districts. It would be surprising if 
the local syndicat dinitiative could not arrange

The appeal of flowers is mostly 
in masses of color. in contrasting 
groups in the garden, and to give us 
esthetic pleasure.

Where quick effects 
are desired, we can have gardens 
of annuals to give us masses of 
showy bloom, particularly useful 
when the house is used only sea- 
sonally. But masses of annuals 
leave you with empty masses of 
soil during the winter—not satisfy- 
ing esthetically. 

If you will select trees, shrubs, 
vines and flowers, for a certain 
purpose and location, you will save 


yourself much work, and your gar- 
den will be most satisfying. 
When choosing trees and shrubs, 
keep in mind their ultimate size. 
since they are fairly permanent and 
costly to move. To help you visual- 
ize any plant in your garden, try to 
find well-grown specimens of what 
you want in a nearby arboretum, in 
a good nursery, or in a good gar- 
den book or catalog. You'll be well 
repaid by the extra trouble. This 
is really the only way to know 
whether or not the plant is suitable 
for your garden.

It is bet- 
ter to err on the side of too big 
rather than too small. The seem- 
ingly excessive width rapidly 
diminishes when it is staked out on 
the ground and planted. The length

proportion to 


tions that give the garden a spa- 
cious and restful feeling. 

In the business of design, you 
should studiously avoid the man- 
ner that is mean and pitiful and 
always aim at that which is great 
and noble. Don’t make little cabi- 
nets and mazes, basins like bowl- 
dishes, or alleys so narrow that two 
persons can scarce go abreast in 
them. 

Consider, too, planting emphasis 
—giving certain suitable plants a 
position where the interest will be 
concentrated on them. Accents are 
needed to keep the design awake 
but beware of having too many. 
They will bombard the eye rather 
than rest it. Accent plants can be 
used in entrance plantings—at the 
beginning of a path or driveway: 
on either side of the front door or 
garden gate; or to emphasize the 
design of flower beds.

What do you do about this source 
of loud music? You do absolutely 
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nothing, and it does not particular- 
ly annoy you because you realize 
its impermanence. The novelty will 
wear off. and when it does. one of 
two things will happen. If there 
grows out of this hobby-inspired 
beginning a genuine desire to listen 
to music, the music itself will de- 
mand respectful handling, and the 
reproducing system will no longer 
be subject to “demonstration” and 
other abuse.

Man versus machine 


With the aid of electronics, it is 
possible and tempting to play shab- 
by tricks on the art form known 
as music. Start. say, with the silvery 
tinkle of a zither or the breathy 
whisper of a flute. Pass this through 
a succession of tubes and enough 
speakers and you can end up with 
a volume of sound that will deafen 
the audience of a sports arena. Is 
this music?

Assuming that music is still es- 
sentially an outpouring of the hu- 
man soul, how do you curb the 
tendency or your home music sys- 
tem to violate this lovely tradition? 
_In can, and, if unrestrained, it will. 
The abuse works in both directions. 
Soft music is recognizable as soft 

its uniqueness of quality as 
much as by its lowness of volume. 
You may not realize the importance 
of this quality of softness, but you 
are influenced by it. On your home 
system, music that is obviously soft 
at its live source should of course 
be played softly. Otherwise it is

_unnatural and unsatisfactory. 


Loud music reproduces loud in 
quality as well as in volume. The 
quality of loudness includes the 
emotion and the physical strain that 


_ were necessarily present in the live 
_ performance. The quality of loud- 





ness also includes quite a bit of 
mechanical noise, the scrape of 


_rosin on string, the rattle of reed, 





the shiver of brass. If this loud 
music is softened artificially with 


_a volume control, the pure music 


seems to drop out of hearing more 
rapidly than the noise. The result 
is a dusty, unnatural imitation of 
loud music. Play your loud music 
as it should sound. A soft Merman, 


_ for instance, or Brunhild, or Woody 


Herman is just not credible. 

Teen music is loud music. It al- 
ways has been. Remember? If there 
are teens in your household, pro- 
vide them with any kind of portable 
music maker—record player, TV, 
or radio. These small devices are 
incapable of the kind of bass that 
will penetrate walls. Now seal the 
youngsters off in some remote, well- 
insulated part of the house, and let 
them make loud music. This will 
help to keep them at home, and 
they are nice to have around for 
just as long as possible. =

when set between floor and ceiling, 
the spring holds them firmly in 
place. but without marring sur- 
faces.

Poles don’t have to extend from 
floor to ceiling. Some are supported 
on a pedestal base. and need no 
hold on the ceiling. Others stop 
short of the ceiling and are stabi- 
lized by an arm extending to the 
wall. This type usually requires an 
attaching device screwed into the 
wall. You can attach Jamps on some 
poles anywhere along their length.

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are not confined to fine furniture. 
Poles are useful in many minor 
ways. There are  pole-supported 
bathroom units for adding storage 
at the end of lavatory, tub, or above 
the water closet. Pole-supported 
lamps, planters, mirrors, clothes 
trees, dividers, even motion-picture 
screens, are available. Whenever 
there is need for support. a pole 
can provide it. and without requir- 
ing nailing into anything. 

Pole-system furniture and other 
pole-supported items are available 
at furniture and department stores 
and through decorators. 





Needs do change. Today 
you may need an assembly like 
this one for the nursery. But 
how about in a year or two? 
With poles, you have complete 
flexibility and adaptability, 
for they can be used for such 
a wide variety of things.

Leave it on one side for hard- 
ly a minute, turn it over, turn it 
over again, and again and keep on 
turning often until the job is fin- 
ished. Frying, unfortunately, is a 
part of cookery that takes little 
time but needs constant attention. 

Another form of frying is de- 
scribed commonly with the word 
“sauté.” Plainly translated,  al- 
though the dictionary may not hon- 
or it as being linguistically cor- 
rect, the word sauté means “slow 
frying.” Not only is it necessary to 
use a very low flame, but for the 
best sautéing a heavy pan made ol 
cast iron, cast aluminum, or heavy 
copper is imperative. The heavy 
metal is necessary to disburse the 
heat evenly over the surface of the 
pan. This allows you to cook at 
the same temperature all over in- 
stead of having a hot spot in the

‘| HE Obvious question to all these 
definitions is “What's the difler- 
ence?” As an example, take an or- 
dinary thin steel pan and fry a 
few rashers of bacon in it. [tll do 
the job fast—parts of the bacon 
will be

Yet there are more reasons for 
slow frying. Most meats 
ticularly fish 


and par- 
dry out quickly, and 
strong heat applied to them leaves 
nothing but a mass of dry fibers. 
And for some meats, even the slow 
heat of sautéing is too strong. A 
good example is calf’s liver. Before 
sautéing, with its slow heat, any fat 
first be rolled in flour to which salt 
and pepper have been added. When 
the liver slices hit the hot fat, this 
thin outer coating of flour protects 
the meat and prevents it from dry- 
ing out and becoming leathery. 
Fish also, and particularly a fish 
filet, should have a protective coat 
such as bread or cracker crumbs. 

Another important factor in fry- 
ing and sautéing is the fat. While in 
sautéing, with its slow heat, any fat 
‘is permissible and usable, only cer- 
tain fats should be used in frying. 
Butter and chicken fat for instance 
-are fast-burning fats and are apt 
to turn black very quickly and 
thereby alter the taste of the whole 
dish. Lard is the ideal fat 
for frying. Bacon drippings are 
just as good if you like the slightly 
smoky flavor. Other fats that are 
very useful in their proper place 
are beef or veal kidney suet. Natu- 
rally, veal suet should be used for 


veal and beef suet for sautéing 
beef such as filet mignon or a 
steak.

sides of jar. Gradually add olive 


oil, adding enough to make a sauce 
that is about as thick as mayon- 
naise.

If there is any cognac left, pour it 
on top of papers. Cover jars tight- 
ly and store in refrigerator. 


Concentrate of 
Chicken or Beef 

A spoonful or two of this concen- 
trate makes a delicious dressing 
for vegetables and keeps the calory 
count down. Or try adding a spoon- 
ful of concentrate to your vege- 
tables while they are steaming in 
butter. Any braised meat dish can 
be vastly improved with a little 
homemade concentrate. 

For practical, work-saving rea- 
sons, it is better to make a great 
deal at once, so it may be neces- 
sary for you to find an outsize pot, 
if you don’t already own a large- 
size canner or pressure cooker. I 
use a 20-gallon pot which I fill 74 
with either chicken bones (backs, 
available at chicken-parts shops), 
or chicken carcasses that I’ve ac- 
cumulated in the freezer. But I 
also do the same thing with beef 
and veal bones that I’ve cajoled 
from my butcher and kept frozen. 

Cover the bones with water. Add 
a handful of salt and a spoonful or 


two of monosodium 


glutamate. 
Start cooking in a heavy pot over 
high heat, uncovered.

Varietal tables wines include most of the 
best of the U.S., for example, Cabernet Sauvignon, Pinot 
Noir, Johannisberg Riesling, Pinot Chardonnay, Grenache, 
Delaware, Elvira, etc., as distinguished from so-called 
“generic” wines such as California Claret, New York State 
Burgundy, etc. According to American law, a wine may only 
carry a varietal name if it is made at least 51 percent from 
the variety in question.

With a few exceptions, notably the wines of Alsace, 
Switzerland, Austria, and the Italian Tyrol, European wines 
do not carry varietal names. This is due to the fact that the 
grape varieties grown and used in the fine wine districts 
abroad are specifically limited and designated, both by 
tradition and by law. Hence, varietal names for most fine 
European wines are implicit in the wines’ Appellation 
d Origine—its legally protected geographical name.

Val- 
policella, Soave; and those of the province of Treviso, but 
there are many others that belong in a somewhat lesser 
category: Raboso, Friularo, Colli Euganei, etc. 


VERDICCHIO (Vair-dee-key-o). Superior Italian white wine

A forti- 
fied white wine, flavored with various herbs, barks, seeds, 
spices, etc. The principal aromatic agent in vermouth con- 
sists of flowers of the shrub Artemisia absinthium, also 
known as wormwood (the far more toxic leaves of the same 
plant are used in the making of Absinthe). Today, vermouth 
is used principally as an apéritif and as a cocktail ingredi- 
ent. There are two main types: French and Italian. The 
French, pale in color, quite dry; the Italian, darker, usually 
with a base of muscat wine, quite sweet. French type ver- 
mouths are, nevertheless, made in Italy, and Italian type 
vermouths, in France. Both are produced in many other 
countries, including Spain, Argentina, and the United States, 
and are based on similar wines and the same aromatics, 
including Artemisia flowers, bitter orange peel, camomile, 
aloes, cardamon, and anise. The better American vermouths 


are now substantially as good as the imported. 


VERT (Vair). French wine tasters’ term, applied to wines that 
are “green,” or unripe, in the same sense as unripe fruit, 
disagreeably high in acid, and tart. In many cases this is a 
fault that will correct itself with time, and if the wine is 
otherwise well-balanced, it can be an indication (though 
by no means an assurance) of good future development and 
long life. 


VIN NATURE (Van Nah-tewr). A rather loosely used French wine 
term meaning, in general, a wine that has not been fortified 


or sweetened; in some cases, a Champagne which has

AGE. Word used in a confusing diversity of senses in Eng- 


lish, often practically as a synonym for Vine Properly, 
however, the vintage is the annual erape harvest and the 
wine made from those grapes. To this extent, at least, every 
year is a vintage year and all wines are vintage wines unless 


they are blended—thei vintage is the year they were pro 
duced, However, during the 19th Century, it became common 
practice in a few wine growing districts, notably the Port 
country and Champagne, to blend all wines except those of 


unusually good years, and to allow only the latter to carry a 


date or vintage. Eventually, in the popular mind, in England 
and the United States, “vintage year” came to have the 
meaning of “good year,” although it can have no possible 


such connotation except with regard to Champagne and 
Port. In Bordeaux, Burgundy, the Rhineland, etc., there ar 
good vintages and bad (the latter, alas, all too frequent), but 
almost every wine carries its vintage on its label and is. 
therefore, by any sensible definition, a vintage wine, whether 
good Or bad. 

In most wine-producing countries, especially those fairly 
far north, there is a great difference in quality between 
the wines of one year and another. Vintage years are im- 
portant, and a reliable vintage chart can be very helpful. 
This is not so much the case in areas of less variable climate 
and more consistent sunshine, such as California and, to 


some extent, the lower Rhone Valley, Italy, and Spain. 


RADS, Schloss (Vawl-rahdz). The largest and one of the 
most famous vinyard estates of the Rheingau, back of the 
village of Winkel, and just east of Schloss Johannisberg.

YQUEM, Chateau d’ (Dee-kem). The incomparable Grand Pre 
mier Cru of Sauternes; the one wine, red or white, to be 
accorded this exalted rank in 1855, a higher classification 
even than the great Clarets. It is probably the most famous 
as well as the most valuable vineyard estate in the world, 
and its superb 15th-century chateau dominates its vine 
covered hillsides like a queen. For nearly two hundred years 
this acreage near the southern edge of the Bordeaux region 
has been the property of the Lur-Saluces family. 

Over a century ago the Grand Duke Constantine of Russia 
(brother of the Czar) paid the then staggering price of 
20,000 gold francs for four barrels of the 1247 vintage, and 
Yquem has been, ever since, one of the most consistently 
expensive of all wines. Its vineyard, as might be expected, 
is one of those with the lowest yield per acre—an averags 
of about 120 gallons, as compared with nearly three times 
as much for Chateau Lafite or Chambertin. There are some 
200 acres under vines—Semillon, Sauvignon Blanc, and a 
small amount of Muscadelle du Bordelais. The grapes ar 
picked in successive tries, or harvestings. as the pourriture 
noble, or botrytis reaches its peak, and the resulting wine is 
of course high in alcohol (13-16 percent), very sweet (with 
from three percent to seven percent of unfermented sugar), 
luscious, almost creamy, with extraordinary fruit and breed 

The Chateau d’Yquems of great vintages are truly fabu 
lous—the ne plus ultra of dessert wines, but even those 
lesser years are remarkable, less overpowering, but with 
classic distinction and finesse. 

Until quite recently much of the wine produced at Yquen 
in “ofl” years, which failed to attain its normal degree 
alcohol and sweetness, was sold off in bulk without the 
chateau label, as “Bordeaux Supérieur.” About as dry as 
a medium Graves, with considerable breed and bouquet, 
this obviously deserved a better fate, and a special nam« 
and label have now been created for it—-Chateau Y. Thi 
letter Y, in French, is called i grec and the wine’s name 
is pronounced, therefore, Chateau Ee-greck. It is produced 
only in secondary vintages and is of course considerably 
cheaper than Yquem.

yeast

1. In a measuring cup put 4% cup 
of lukewarm water (be sure it is 
tepid and not hot). 

2. Dissolve in it 2 packages of yeast 
or 2 yeast cakes. 

3. In a small bowl, measure 1 cup 
of all-purpose flour. 

4. Add the dissolved yeast and 
water. 

5. Stir with a wooden spoon until 
you get a thick mass. 

6. Turn this dough out onto a light- 
ly floured board and knead _ it. 
(Press it out flat with your hands; 
pick up the far edge and fold it 
over toward you; push the dough 
away from you with the heels of 
your hands lightly; turn the dough, 
fold it over toward you again, and 
again push it away from you.) 

7. Continue kneading until you get 
a smooth surface on the bottom of 
the dough.

e It is reasonable to wish that Thomas Tusser had 
included in his Five Hundred Points of Good Husban- 
dry a few hints of good housewifery for the hospitable 
season. Even in the best-organized establishments, 
some strain may be intrinsic when the house is burst- 
ing at the seams with good cheer. No blueprint can 
be devised to suit every situation, but there are a 
few ground rules for getting the house ready for 
holiday company. 

1. Do everything possible in advance. 

Thorough cleaning—waxing floors, polishing fur- 
niture and chandeliers, vacuuming carpets and cur- 
tains and upholstery—will make the house easier 
to keep in order during the holidays. If you lack 
assistance, investigate a contract cleaner who will 
move in a crew and do the job in a few hours. 

Polish all silver. Check linens, china, and crystal. 

Have mechanical equipment checked or serviced— 
dishwasher, laundry equipment, television sets, and 
record player. A breakdown during the season can 
be very trying. Some service companies offer yearly 
contracts for maintenance. Maybe this is a good time 
to initiate such a one. 

Plan and install all decorations. Plan the center- 
piece for Christmas dinner or other occasions. Order 
flowers, greens, and plants. Before Christmas Eve, 
get rid of the debris that always goes with Christ- 
mas decorations. 


Make all necessary arrangements for extra help— 


At Christmas, flatter your guests and indulge yourself by using 
your finest possessions.

waitress, laundress, baby-sitter, and snow shovelers 
if necessary. 


Assign rooms for house guests and make all prepa- 





rations for their comfort before they arrive—coat 
hangers, empty shelves and closet space, fresh shelf 
and drawer papers, a clock, radio, portable TV, new 
magazines and books, extra blankets and bedding, 
towels laid out, bathroom arrangements defined. Do 
not change your mind. 

Plan menus, and market. Christmas falls on Friday 
this year, so this will require planning and market- 
ing for at least a three-day weekend. 

Telephone invitations, because mails may be un- 
reliable. Plan to be flexible about extra guests. Other 
people will also have company. 

2. Do not try to do everything yourself. 

If you have full-time or part-time help, take them 
into your confidence and let them know what you 
expect of them during the holidays. Try not to spring 
surprises on your help. They may not be as flexible 
or sophisticated as you are. 

If members of your family have reached the age 
of usefulness, press them into service with estab- 
lished chores. Give them individual responsibilities — 
seeing that the beds are made, seeing that the living 
room is tidied, seeing that the table is cleared, the 
fire tended, wood brought in, walks clear of snow. 

If house guests wish to be helpful, don’t deny 
them the pleasure. Many visitors feel happier and 
more at home if they are assigned duties. If you 
don’t tell them what they can do, they may simply 
add to the confusion by continually asking you. 


If you have young children, get help or put them

Shelter should be available nearby for sudden chills. In- 
vitations should stress warm clothing. Indemnity insurance 
for one night is advisable if the crowd is very large. Do 
not give a skating party unless you or members of your fam- 
ily are winter sports enthusiasts. You will have to be con- 
tinuously on the scene. Nonalcoholic beverages are best 
for mixed age groups, since it saves making two drinks. Sug- 
gested beverages: mulled grape juice, spiced cider, chocolate. 
An espresso machine will make a great hit. A skating carnival 


should start early and break up early.

Although there are many cotillions, club dances, sub- 
scription dances, and charity balls around Christmas, noth- 
ing has the charm of a dance in your own home. Such a 
dance offers more fun and conviviality than a crowded coc!

¢ From the cook’s point of view, holiday entertaining has 
some handicaps that must be calculated. Guests are even 
less prompt than at other times of the year, what with snow 
storms, traffic jams, and their many other obligations. 
Then, too, the “open house” point of view seems to pervade 
all social affairs—the I’ll-get-there-when-I-can attitude. 

So the realistic hostess does her menu planning by check- 
ing the weather prediction and the calendar (for holiday 
traffic jams). She also weighs the social behavior of her 
guests: Will they be late for dinner because they’ve been 
to two or three other parties? 

In considering which dishes can be held for at least an 
hour or two without losing flavor or texture, there are cer- 
tain obvious foods to avoid. For example, steaks, roasts. 
or sautés, which need to be served pink or rare, should 
always be served as soon as possible after they are ready. 
Sea-food dishes, as well, get overcooked very easily. And 
vegetables go limp and soggy if held at low heat. 

On the other hand, there is a whole category of foods 
that does not suffer for the keeping. Many of them, such 
as hearty soups and most braised meats, may actually im- 
prove and acquire a mellower flavor when held for an hour 
or two. The recipes below include the best of these. All 
of them can be kept up to several hours either in a low oven. 
over low heat on top of the stove, or on a warming tray. 
With the exception of the baked lamb and potatoes, they 
all take admirably to reheating. 


French Boiled Dinner 
(illustrated at left) 


This is a genuine party dish, though many people are not 
aware of it. When it is made and served properly. it is 
one of the most attractive and delicious dishes in the world. 
Fresh horseradish adds greatly to the flavor. Unfortunately 
it is not easily obtainable. | have come upon a way to 
zip up the taste of commercial horseradish. All Japanese 
grocery stores sell a green horseradish powder called wasabi. 
It only needs to be mixed with enough water to make a paste. 


If you have wasabi powder, make a paste of it and stir some 
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into commercial horseradish. Add enough to suit your 


taste, for horseradish really should have some bite to it. 


t or 5 beef bones | medium-size cabbage 

4 celery pieces, with leaves 6 small zucchini 

1 small bunch parsley 6 to 9 small potatoes 

1 large onion | large turnip 

salt 6 leeks, trimmed and cleaned 


monosodium glutamate 1 can tiny carrots, drained 


6 beef consommé cubes horseradish 


3 lbs. brisket of beef coarse salt 


Place beef bones in a deep, heavy pot. Cover with cold 
water. Add celery, parsley, onion, salt, m.s.g., and the 
consommé cubes. Cook, uncoyered, over high heat, till 
liquid has slightly reduced. Taste, and add more seasoning 
if necessary. Add brisket to boiling liquid. When liquid 
begins to boil again, cover pot and lower heat so that 
liquid is barely simmering. Simmer slowly about 21% to 3 
hours, or until meat is tender when pierced with a fork. 
Turn off heat and allow meat to stand in broth till serving 
time. 

Cut the cabbage into small, even wedges and the zucchini 
into l-inch slices. Scrub the potatoes and cut away a strip 
of skin from around the middle of each. Cut the turnip into 
\4-inch slices, then cut into fancy shapes with a cooky 
cutter. Place each cleaned. trimmed vegetable, including 
leeks and carrots, in a separate small pot. Add salt and 
m.s.g. Ladle about a cup of your beef broth over each 
vegetable. Cook over medium heat till each vegetable is 
tender. Of course the carrots will already have been cooked, 
but recooking them in broth for a few minutes will give 
them extra flavor. Turn off heat under vegetables as they 
are ready, and allow them to stand in broth till serving time. 
They don’t dry out, nor do they cook more 

To serve (and this is most important). slice meat evenly 
and arrange in the center of a large, hot platter. Arrange 
the hot vegetables around the meat, making separate bou- 
quets of each kind. Serve with horseradish and coarse salt. 
The broth may be used as a first coursé served in bowls

e At Christmastime. a youngster’s timid, hopeful request 
for a party is certain to cause a mother to grow pale.

To my dismay, however, | have lately learned that not all 
children’s parties are fun for the youngsters they re intended 
to please. The decorations may be clever. the food sensational.

always measure up to expectations. Why? The children them- 
selves don't always know. Fortunately, they do know when 
an affair is a success. For this reason, | have canvassed 
young friends of varying ages and compiled a dossier on 
the parties of Christmas-past that were. in their opinion, 
swinging. 

The preschool and kindergarten set is not likely to set 
up a clamor for a party. They aren't wise in the ways of 
social activity. It was the older school children who told 
me what sort of things they loved when they were small.

Beautiful as these theatrical treats are. I’ve found that 
the children quickly outgrow them. If a parent waits too 
long to take their toddlers to them. they may miss the boat 
The youngsters soon become too sophisticated, too knowing 
for these fantasies. and once or twice is enough for them. In 
the main, these young and impressionable children appre 
ciate the magic of Christmas when it’s not pretentious. over- 
stimulating, or out of their ken. They prefer to have it 
scaled down to fit their everyday lives. When it is shared 
with a friend it really becomes a Christmas party—in the 
children’s estimation. 

The next bunch of boys and girls I spoke to, the elemen- 
tary-school group, prefer parties at which they do something. 
They don’t care whether they are all-girl. all-boy. or mixed 
parties. It makes no difference, they tell me. so long as 
what they do is preceded or followed by a great deal of food. 

They like skating parties, either on an indoor rink or an 
outdoor pond. They like sledding and snow parties. If the 
weather is right. they can be content for hours building 
forts from which to launch a snowball attack or, depending 
on the group’s predilections, working on snow sculpture.

e If you want to draw exultant whistles 
from a child on Christmas morning. give 
him a book he’ll enjoy. and the same story 
on a record and a film. 

[t's thrilling for a child to have the 
characters in his book troop off the printed 
pages into the world of recorded sound 
(of pirate yells and threats, or Sherwood 
Forest vows. or Mad Hatter talk), and to 
see Jim Hawkins, Robin Hood. or Alice 
leap to giant-size on the screen in a big- 
as-life adventure. 

Even the four-year-old can participate 
when he recognizes the ducklings (Make 
Way for Ducklings) waddle across Boston 
Common on the screen, and hear thei 
quacks from the record player. 

The pleasure children derive from su h 
gifts is only one of the benefits. Parents 
may appreciate the educational value even 
more. One mother calls the book-record- 
film triangle her children’s “private tutor,” 
claiming it has taught them to learn faste1 
and to read better. She says they ve been 
able to recognize, grasp the meaning of. 
pronounce, and even use in a few weeks 
words it normally would take them months 
to master. 

Since book, record, and film are not 
packaged together. how do you go about 
finding this gift? What titles are available ? 
Buyine the book and the record at local 
shops is no problem. Films are another 
matter. Renting them from your local 


camera store or by mail is the way to do it. 


[he mail-order sources are well set up to 
do this—the film is returned in the same 
shipping box with a different label. For 
42 to $60 for one showing. you can rent 
sound or silent 1l6-mm_ films (some = in 
8-mm) in color or black and white. They 
run from four to 130 minutes. Such films 
could be the exciting touchstone of a child’s 
Christmas party. You can also buy films 
from your local camera shop 

[lf you live in their vicinity. you can 
often borrow films from film libraries at 
local colleges or universities.

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e The recipes below have two things in common. One is 
that I wouldn’t be without them. And second, I can prepare 
them at my leisure (which means other than at mealtime). 
for they keep for days, or weeks, and some even for months. 
Except for the honey cake, none is what you would call a 
menu item. They are mostly garnishes, side dishes, elevators 
of other dishes. Some get better as they stand. 

With these recipes and a good stock of other, simpler 
keepables, you are ready to offer any drepper-in a hearty 
hors d’oeuvres platter plus dessert. Suggestions for other 
keepables: on the pantry shelf a jar of good, oil-covered 
olives; in the refrigerator a jar of home-roasted, spiced 
filberts and pecans, a crock of paté covered with fat, vinai- 
erette dressing. home-pickled herring, home-potted cheese, 
and hard salami. 

Here are my eight pets: 


Salsa Fria 


Salsa fria appears on almost every table in Mexico, in a 
side dish as an optional relish. It is delicious with all grilled 
meats or on crisp fried tortillas. It is also the key to making 
good guacamole (almost the national dish of Mexico), 
which is nothing more than coarsely chopped ripe avocados 
seasoned with salt into which two or three tablespoons of 
salsa fria have been stirred. 


1 No. 2 can tomatoes 

2 onions, minced 

3 cloves garlic, minced 

4 tbsp. wine vinegar 

1, tsp. oregano 

1 green pepper, minced 

3 small hot peppers, minced (reduce amount if your 

family goes lightly on hot seasoning ) 

1 tsp. chopped cilantro (fresh coriander), if available 

1 tsp. Tabasco sauce 

Drain liquid from tomatoes. Then squeeze out excess liquid 
and seeds. This is important because if too watery from 
tomato juices, the vinegar will be diluted. Chop tomatoes 
coarsely. Add all remaining ingredients. Put into a clean 
quart jar and cover tightly. Store in refrigerator. 


Sicilian Anchovy Peppers 
This is a very old recipe from a little village in Sicily. 
It is traditionally made with hot peppers, but thin-skinned 
frying peppers may be substituted. 


9 Ibs. hot finger peppers or small frying peppers 
2 Ibs. firm, unsalty anchovies 
1 qt. olive oil 


Spread peppers on a large tray which has been lined with 
a towel. Allow to stand in a well-lighted place—in the sun, 
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if possible—for about six days, or until peppers are slightly 
dry. wrinkled. and soft. Slit each pepper up one side. Remove 
seeds. Stuff one or two anchovies into each pepper. 

Line all the anchovy-stuffed peppers into a strainer. Put 
a plate on top and press it down with something heavy- 
a stone. a weight. or whatever you have. Allow to drain 
overnight over a bowl which will catch the liquid. In the 
morning the peppers will be pressed and flat. Pack them into 
jars that have been previously sterilized in boiling water.

Line a strainer with a towel or with cheesecloth. Mix sour 
cream and yogurt together and pour into strainer. Place 
strainer over bowl. in refrigerator, for at least 36 hours, 
or till mixture is very firm and a good deal of liquid has 
drained into bowl. Discard liquid. Put firm mixture into bowl 
and add salt. pepper. and caraway seeds. Mix well. Return to 
cloth-lined strainer to permit further draining for at least 
12 more hours. 

Place contents of strainer into a pastry bag fitted with 
a large. plain round tube. (If this isn’t available. the cheese 
bits can be shaped into rounds with two teaspoons.) Cover 
a cooky sheet lined with a towel or with a triple layer of 
cheese cloth. With the pastry bag and tube (or with two 
teaspoons) form small balls of the mixture on the cloth. 
The balls should be no larger than 3%; inch in diameter. 
Cover the balls with another cloth and allow to stand at room 
temperature for at least 24 hours. or till they are firm enough 
to pick up with the fingers. Pack into a clean. pint-size jar. 
Add enough good olive oil to completely cover balls, then 
cover jar tightly and store in refrigerator till needed. If 
you wish to avoid olive oil for caloric or other reasons, the 
cheese balls may be packed into a clean jar and covered with 
a strong brine made by dissolving as much salt as possible

conventional heat we now use. The variation in speed up 
depends on the foodstufl being cooked and the size of the 
pieces: in short. the volume and density of the food.

The perfect season for sound on tape 


With a tape recorder you can 

capture the excitement of the holidays, 
create your own musical programs, 

or listen to prerecorded tapes. Never before 
has the equipment been so versatile 


and so easy to use—as the pictures show 
By CARROLL C. CALKINS 


© The essential magic of the tape recorder has long been at 
hand. We can use it to preserve sound of any kind. store the 
sound for as long as we wish. and bring it back to life at 
the turn of a reel. This was also true 66 years ago. when the 
Danish inventor, V. Poulsen, first put sound on magnetized 
wire. 

But meanwhile. back at the laboratory. the never-ending 
quest of inventors and technicians led to gradual improve- 
ment in every facet of the process. And therein lies a factor 
that has kept the tape recorder from realizing its full 
potential as a contributor to our way of life. 

\lthough the total effect of the improvements makes tl 
tape recorder dramatically superior to the machine of. say. 
ten years ago, the changes were made so gradually as to go 
almost unnoticed by the public at large. But now. added to 


this cumulative effect of gradual improvement are some

dramatic new developments that give just cause. at this 
holiday season, for rejoicing about the future of tape for 
home entertainment. 

The new improvements have to do with easier operation. 
This is exactly what is needed to encourage the wider use 
of tape. The new machine shown in the picture above has an 
automatic threading device that neatly engages the loose 
end of tape without any fuss or fumbling. This model also 
has an automatic reverse. After threading. it plays through 
in the usual way to the end of the reel. then reverses itself 
and plays the second stereo channel. Reversing is manual, 
or triggered by a subsonic signal that can be put anywhere 
on the tape. The machine will continue to play back and 
forth until it is stopped. 

\nother convenience. shown on the facing page. is a 
machine that plays a stack of cartridges as easily as a record 
changer plays a stack of records. It automatically plays, 
rewinds. and rejects each cartridge in turn. It holds a stack 
of 20 cartridges. which will give you 15 hours of uninter- 
rupted stereophonic sound. 

Tape-recorder manufacturers have been slow to solve the 


problems of threading the tape. They have, quite understand- 


ably. been reluctant to think of this as a problem. But many 
eople (this writer included). who consider themselves rea- 
sonably well coordinated. have been reduced to frustration 
ie effort to engage a limp and elusive strand of quarter- 


in ype in the slot of an unyielding empty reel. 
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In addition to the new machines mentioned above, the 
3-M Company has come up with a self-threading reel. The 
end of the tape is dropped down into the reel where a tapered 
flange wedges it tight and starts pulling it through. 

There’s a lot to be said about tape recorders—starting 
with the fact that the name is misleading. It tells but half the 
story. They will, of course, record any sounds with facility 
and fidelity. But they also play back that sound—as well as 
other sounds recorded for their use. Actually, they are 
recorder-players. 

The library of prerecorded tapes available today is up- 
wards of 2.500 different reels. While this is not a large figure 
compared to the 25,000 titles available on phonograph 
records, the selection includes all categories—classical, 
operatic, popular, jazz, spoken word, collections, and musical 
shows. And, of course, anything on the air, on record, or 
in live performance can be put on tape if you have a recorder. 

You can get a “tape deck” that includes only the transport 
mechanism, controls, recording head and a special pre- 
amplifier. In order to operate, it must be connected to an 
existing hi-fi amplifier, and to be heard there must be a 
speaker system. If you already have a good high-fidelity 
playback system, this is the best way to get into tape record- 
ing-playing. 

You can also get self-contained tape recorder-players with 
the amplifiers and speakers built in. Because of the limitation 
in speaker size, the quality of sound is limited. 

The best of the tape machines are of the type shown here. 
They have built-in amplifiers and separate speakers of high 
quality. Most manufacturers make units in all three of these 
categories. 

You can get a good tape deck for under $200: a high 
quality all-in-one unit in the $200-to-$400 range: and an 
excellent machine with external high-fidelity speakers for 
$500 and up. These figures are approximate but will give 
you an idea of the overall range. 

Prices vary considerably, according to the features avail- 
able and whether the units are monophonic or stereo. When 
you begin to shop, you'll find that there are more than 
enough makes from which to choose. 

It pays to do a good bit of shopping and listening before 
you buy. Although the machines have been greatly improved 
in recent years, they are intricately made and close tolerances 
must be maintained for dependable performance. As with 
most things, you can expect to get about what you pay for. 

There are a number of small portable self-contained tape 
recorders in the $50-to-$100 range, some of which are bat- 
tery operated. The quality of these, in most cases, is such that 
they are best used only for the spoken word. They are wonder- 
fully convenient for making verbal notes, taking interviews 
and such. But they are not meant for music and home 
entertainment. 

Let us say, then, that you have a stereo tape machine of 
good quality. How can you put it to work? One immediate, 
easy and rewarding enterprise is to record some of the 


excellent music played on quality FM radio stations. Many 


199 
of the “good music” stations publish programs in advance. 


With these you can plan your taping ahead of time. Otherwise 
just set the machine and be ready to switch it on when 
something you want is announced. If you have a stereo 
machine, you can record FM stereo on tape. 

Those who have some favorite old 78-rpm discs might like 
to tape a nostalgic selection of favorite sides to be played 
at length without damage to the records. It is a great ad- 
vantage to be able to take just one piece of an LP disc. or 
one side of a 78, and string them together on tape in what- 
ever arrangement you like. Further on, we will suggest some 
special ways to use this idea for holiday parties. 

Most high-quality machines can record “sound on sound.” 
This means you can add a track of sound to one already 
recorded. Thus you can enjoy such delights as playing a 
piece on the piano and then accompanying yourself on the 
drums. Or you might like to play the harmonica and sing 
along with it. You'll find this difficult to do in any other way. 

You can also record from a disc, or off the air, and then 
add your own accompaniment on another track. With this 
feature, almost anything you want to hear can be recorded. 

One of the most popular uses of the tape recorder—at 
least when you first get one—is for informal recording of 
readings, conversation, group singing, or amateur musical 
and theatrical performance. The fun of it is in the doing, 
and hearing one or two playbacks. For an interesting version 
of informal party use, see the story “About Their Parties, 
Children Know Best” on page 176. On tape there’s no such 
thing as waste. When you tire of what you have, you simply 
record right over it. The machine erases as it goes. 


Recorders that come complete with (Please turn the page) 
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Tape cartridges, stacked 20 high, can play 15 hours. Sound 
quality is good at a tape speed of only 1% ips. Machine auto- 
matically threads, rewinds, and rejects—or rejects without play- 
ing.

amplifiers, speakers, and microphones may also be used as 
small-scale public address systems. You may also plug in 
a record changer, if it has a pre-amp, and play phonograph 
records through the amplifier and speaker system of any 
complete tape machine. 

In shopping for a tape recorder, you will hear a lot of 
talk about tape speed. This is figured in inches per second. 
and referred to as ips. To make sense of the talk you'll 
hear. you should know the following: 

For optimum quality of sound on tape, a speed of 15 ips 
is required. This is the speed at which original performances 
are recorded to be later put on phonograph records. Until 
recently, a speed of 71% ips was required to provide quality 
sound (good enough for reproduction of music) on non- 
professional tape machines. New improvements in magnetic 
tape now make it possible to get excellent reproduction at 
a speed of 3%4 ips. The minimum speed for music reproduc- 
tion is now down to 1% ips. This is the speed of the Revere- 
Wollensak cartridge machine. Until now, this speed was 
considered adequate only for reproduction of the spoken 


word. On some machines, the spoken word can now be

taped at a speed of 15/16 ips for even longer play. 

Reducing the speed of the tape. while keeping the quality 
of sound, is all-important to the future of the medium. 
Each time you halve the speed. you double the amount of 
material that can go on a given length of tape and, in 
effect, reduce the cost by half. 

These are the means by which tape is beginning to compete 
with records in cost, although records still have a con- 
siderable edge. As of now, a given amount of music costs 
about 10 to 30 percent more on tape than on record. Keep 
in mind, however, that playback is only one of the aspects 
of a recorder-player. It also has the unique attribute of 
remembering everything it hears. 

Tape has some other advantages. too. It is far less 
susceptible to wear than records. You can play a tape more 
than 1.000 times on a good machine without significant 
wear. Tape has a higher potential for quality than records. 
Whether or not this advantage is realized depends upon the 
speed at which the tape runs and the quality of the machine. 
But the salesman will tell you that the potential is there 


and he’s absolutely right. (Please turn to page 205)
